These Supreme Councils 
were all short lived, the Northern and 
Charleston ones being pratticaily still- 
horn. The two New York Councils were 
first revived and in Charleston a new 
Supreme Council was organized in 1839; 
wc say new, advisedly, as there is abso- 
lutely nothing *o show connection wiih, 
or succession from the Council of 1801. 
Albert Pike. the organizer and while he 
lived, the dominating spirit of this latter 
body, which he falscly styled, the "Moth- 
er Council of the World" endeavoring 
to deceive credulous people inio accept- 
ing if as the original 1801 council, says 
himself on page 19 of his published pro- 
ceedings, for 1878, “I am often asked why 
we do not publish our old transactions 
to which I am compelled to reply, that 
we have nonc to publish: we have no 
records of the transactions at Charleston 
from 1801 to 1860; what minutes we had 
were destroyed with many pamphlets, 
papers and books of the General Secre- 
lary, during the war. I never saw any of 
them and do not know how full or how 
meager they were . . 1 do not know 
when ] was elected a member, or when 
Grand Commander." From all this we 
find that Scottish Rite Masonry in 
America, prior to 1900, traces its an- 
cestry to the 1801 Council of Charleston 
and that its founders, claimed as their 
authority a Charter or Constitution 
granted by Frederick of Prussia, at Ber- 
lin, in 1786 and which every Masonic 
historian brands as a forgery. The 
Grand Todge of the Three Globes in 
Berlin, of which Frederick was Grand 
Master, after diligen: research and ex- 
amination of their records declared these 
Constitutions to be “entirely ;alse and 
azochryphal.” Koltz. in his history of 
Free Masonry in France, page 409, calls 
them “The Grand Lic of the Order,” and 
the editor and translaier of Reybold's 
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gencral history of Free Masonry, page 
175, speaks of the rie in America as be- 
ing 
brightest attribute, viz: Its creation by 
Fredrick the Great, and proven instead 
to be the progeny of five mercenary 
Israclites oi Charleston, S. C.“ So much 
Now as to thc ircatment of 
factions by one another.

Albert 
Pike and A. G. Maker collected together 
a number of members of ihe old Su- 
preme Council of New Orleans known as 
the "Foulhouse” Council. which originat- 
cd from the French Supreme Council, 
and having previously ansointed cach 
other to the office of Sovereign Grand 
Commander, and Secretary General, at- 
tempted to hold a meeting in Charles- 
ion S. C. bu: à quorum not being present, 
a second effort was made to induce 
members to attend à mecting in Wash- 
ington D. C., on the 28th day of March 
18 o. At which time and place the 
Charleston Body, which for over fifty 
years had been extinct, in other words 
dead and burried, was resurrected. and 
named the “Supreme Council 33rd and 
last degree, X. A. S. R. This Supreme 
Council cannot show any Patent. or any 
authority, or any reason for its existence. 
they make the claim that their. records 
were destroyed by the negrocs who made 
a raid on the home of E. T. Carson dur- 
ing the Civil War. What became of the 
records of the Subordinate Bodies that 
composed. this Supreme Council during 
the time from 1804 and 1857, when Albert 
like was made a 33rd by C. Samary? 
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In 1870. Albert Pike in his allocution to 
the Supreme Council, states, that by 
union with that of the New Orleans, 
(Foulhouse), the Charleston Body ob- 
tained ihe Ancient Accepted Scottish 
Rituals, through the cfforts of Samory 
and Ladcbat, former members of the 
l'oulhousc Council; and that nothing was 
known before the union of the history of 
the Rite, and that it was but ‘he shadow 
of a name." 

The Foulhouse Supreme Council, is 
sill working in New Orleans. and is 
now known as the Suc reme Council 33rd 
degree for the Sovereign and Inderen- 
dent State of Louisiana. This Supreme 
Council works the Scottish. Rite Ritual 
from the ist to ‘he 33rd. under the Con- 
stitution of 1762. 

Albert Vike in his allocution of 1874. 
page 19. informed his Supreme Council, 
ibat. “the Rituals of the Symbolic de- 
grees have been printed.” nd to show 
still further. tha: Albert Pike claims 
authority over the Symbolic Degrecs, we 
refer to the transactions of his Body. 
the first proceedings of his Supreme 
Council ever publisted. On page 04 of 
said proceedings the following occurs:

The Temple 
was destroyed, and we are told ihat 
Scota fled to Ircland with the Stone. 
This legerd states she was the daughter 
oi Zedekiah. The Stone abode in the 
Palace of Tara, and for centurics the 
High Kings of all Ircland sat on it and 
judged the people. Fergus carried it to 
Scotland (called after the noble scota) 
and at Scone the Kings of Scotland were 
crowned, seated thereon. Edward, know- 
ing that rulership went wiih the stone. 
carried it to England, hoping thus to ob- 
tain the Crown of Scotland. The legend 
was proved to be true in another way, 
for James of Scotland united the king- 
doms. The Stone still forms part of the 
Coronation Chair, and is now in West- 
minister Abbey.

AN INVASION AND ITS RE- 
PULSE. 

lt is sad to relate that American Free 
Masons, after all ‘he efforts of Grand 
Masters and Grand Lodges, nai to speak 
of divers jurisprudents, have not yet 
learned the sanctity of political borders.

In 1738 when the King de- 
clarcd the edict all papers, records and 
everything pertaining io the order was 
transferred to Rome Italy. When the 
edict removed a deputation with 
Count Ekhoff as chairman was sert to 
Italy to bring it back to Sweden. 
l.odges were publicly recognized, and in 
1746 the Masons in Stockholm struck a 
medal on the occasion of the birth of the 
Crown Prince afterwards King Gustavus 
III. In the year 1762 King Adolphus 
Fredrick, in a letter to the Grand Master 
declared himsel the protector of the 
Swedish Lodges. and expressed his 
readiness to become the Chief of Free 
Masonry in his dominions, and to assist 
m defraying the cxpenses of the order. 
On St. John's day ihe 24th of June and 
the 27th of December after the regular 
Masonic business has been transacted 
and the Lodge closed in due form a 
Table Lodgc is opened. The Table is in 
the form of a horseshoe or elongated 
semi circle. The Master sits at the East 
at the Head of the Table, the Senior 
Warden at the Northwest extremity and 
the Junior Warden at the Southwest ex- 
tremity. The deacons sit betwecn the 
two Wardens; the Brethren are placed 
around the exterior margin of the table 
facing each o*her, and the void space 
between the sides is occupied by the 
serving Brethren or attendants. Every 
one present including waiters must have 
at least the Entered Apprentice degree.

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MASONRY IN THE ORIENT 
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Editor Texas Freemason: 

For the second time during my so- 
journ in thc Orient, I visited the British 
colony of Hongkong. South China, dur- 
ing the mon.h of December, when the 
annual installation ceremonies of the 
various masonic bodies takes placc, and 
think a few items of news irom that part 
of the world might be found of intcrest 
to your readers. 


The membership of the colony anpears 
tc be about equally divided between two 
jurisdiciions, English and Scotch, and 
the unison and harmony in which they 
work might well serve as an example to 
other parts oi the world where two or 
more jurisdictions are occucving the 
same tcrritory. 

The district grand masters of the re- 
spective jurisdictions are Dr. Gregory 
Paul Jordan for the Scotch, and the 
Ion. Thos. F. Hough for the English: 
the latter but recently clected to the 
chair of the district grand lodge. 

The Hon. Geo. Albert Walkins 33rd 
degree continues to hold the office of 
Sovereign Grand Inspector General of 
Scottish rite masonry, as well as that ot 
Provincial Grand Master and Governor 


of the Royal Order of Scotland for 
Hongkong. South China and the 
Straights Settlements. H? also has 


charge of thc institution of all blue and 
royal arch charters outside of the dis- 
irict above named, and has just instituted 
a blue lodge in Bankok, Siam, and a 
royal arch chapter in the Philippines. 

I attended installation of Lodges 
Eastern Scotia, St. John and Naval and 
Military of the Scottish Constitution, 
and Perseverance of the English, and 
was interested and pleased with the cere- 
monies, which were conducted by the 
district grand officers of their respective 
jurisdictions.

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OBITUARY 


William James Hughan of Truro, Eng- 
land died on May the 2oth, 1911, and by 
his dcath thc Craft Universal has lost 
onc of its brightest, if not its very 
brightest light. As a Masonic Historian 


and the world's leading authority on 


everything Masoaic Bro. Hnghan's name 
was known and honored in every conn- 
try where Masonry was studied. 

Bro. llughan was of Scots descent: his 
father was born in the village of Dun- 
crore in Kirkeubzight Shire afterwards 
settling in Fast Stonchousc, Devonshire 
where Bro. Hughan was born on Feb. 13 
1841. Masonic Light he received in St. 
Aubyn Lodge No. 954 Devonport. on 
July 14th. 1863. and from the first he 
became an earnest Student of all things 
Masonic and ior close on to half a cen- 
tury has been giving to the world the 
.nefit. of his labor and research. 
Thronzh all his writing is breathed a 
spirit of the broadest catholicity, 10 
hin every Mason was a Brother, the 
Rite the Brother practiced was never 
questioned, of this we can speak from 
personal experience, having enjoyed the 
distinguished privilege of his acquaint- 
ance. 

Most Masonic writers are faddists on 
same particular subject, as Gould of 
England. Findel of Germany and Ragon 
ef France: by each of these all who on 
pose their fads are mercilessly excoriai 
ed. With Bro. Hughan the mantle of. 
Masone Charity covered all. all were 
alike his Brethren; whether they differed 
o7 agreed. with him he had no hars:

CLANDESTINISM 


A valued correspondent in Detroit, has 
sent us the following with the request 
that we re-print it. It is taken from the 
"American Tyler-Keystone” ot March 20, 
1911. We do this with pleasure, and the 
more so, from the fact that in the same 
paper of issue of June 20, 1911, we find 
an cffusion irom our worthy senior edi- 
tor, who has become suddenly afflicted 
with an attack of ' Cacoethes Scribendi” 
and in consequence, hc has "taken up 
his pen to writc a few words." 

We would have it understood that 
we are only interested in the article to 
the extcnt that it affects us, and to show 
our appreciation of the conservative 
manner, in which Bro. Pride has con- 
sidered us. 


We are all familiar enough with the 
term “Clandestine,” but few of the ini- 
tiates who hear it are familiar with the 
exact meaning of the term nor are sure 
to whom it can be applied. It is ior the 
purpose of clcaring up this obscurity 
that wc issuc this, à special Clandestinc 
number. The Masonic meaning of the 
term Clandestine is not that usually giv- 
en, hidden or secret, but, according to 
Mackey, is rather "contrary to or in de- 
fiance of the law." Immediately we ask 
ourselves: What Law? The answer is 
quite easy in most cases,—:he law of 
each grand jurisdiction. "That is to say, 
cach grand lodge decides for itself as to 
what bodies or individuals are clandc- 
stine. Naturally such a state of affairs 
has given rise to much confusion in the 
body of thc Craft. for some grand bodies 
recognize Masonic lodges or Grand 
Lodges which others have bitterly op- 
posed and declared without the pale. 
For the most part this important matter 
is left in the hands of une or three mem- 
bers oi each Grand Lodge and their de- 
cision is usually final—for that jurisdic-. 
tion. Prejudice and ignorance may be 
the foundation upon which the decision 
rests, but it is none the less binding on, 
that account. Now there are many 
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clandestine bodies in the United States, 
hodies which have no cxcuse for being 
and which bring a reproach on the good 
name oí the fraternity. Such bodies 


should be warned against and avoided. 
On the other hand there are some bodies 
which are very gencrally regarded as 
Clandestine, which were formed in per- 
fect good faith and arc conducted in full 
accord with the Masonic precepts which 
govern our own. When applied to such 
bodies the term Clandestine is an in- 
justice. for it carries with it in the po;u- 
lar mind a stigma which is not de- 
served. The promiscuous use of the 
term undoubtedly stirs up a fecling of 
rancor and hatred from which we, as 
Masons, should be iree, and delays, by 
every repetition, the final adjustment of 
differences, and that reconciliation which 
should ever bc our aim. The differences 
are for the most part not fundamental, 
but are as frivolous as those which sepa- 
rate most of the Christian sects. Christ 
never intended that there should b> 
bitterness and strife in the church con- 
ducted in His name, nor does the Great 
Father look with pleasure on the petty 
schisms which divide the Brotherhood 
erected to Him. 


NEGRO MASONRY 


So-called Clandestine bodics have bcen 
formed in many different ways. We 
shall endeavor to outline some of them, 
although space forbids more than a sum- 
mary. One of the oldest organizations 
is that carried on by Negroes. This 
body was started in 1784 by African 
Lodge which derived its charter from 
the Grand Lodge of England in that 
year. The Master of the lodge was 
Prince Hall who had heen initiated with 
iourteen other colored men in an Army 
Lodge, warranted ty the Grand Lodge 
of England, and stationed at Boston. 
March 6, 1775. African Lodge remained 
on the English Grand Lodge roll until 
1813 when all American lodges werc 
erased. Prince Hall, exercising the 
powers of a Provincial Grand Master, 


issued licenses to thirteen colored men 
ot Philadelphia who had been made Ma. 


sons in England. Later he organized 


another lodge in Providence, Rlinde Is 
land. In 1808 these three lodges iorıned 


the African Grand Lodge of Boston, 
which afterward took the name oi 
“Prince Hall Grand Lodge." From thi 
source, or from two bodies subscquently 
formed in Philadelphia, which wer 
recognized by the Prince Hall Grant 
Lodge, all Negro Masonry in the coun- 
try has come. There is no question bot 
that it is as lcgitimate in origin as much 
vi the white Masonry in this country. 
for our early history records many 
practices which would now be consider 
ed extremely irregular. Serious but un 
satisfactory attempts have been made 2: 
various times to find some technical 
grounds for calling the Negro lodge: 
Clandestine, but it always has and al 
ways will resolve finally into the mere 
question of race prejudice. Until th: 
disappears there is little chance oi the 
Negro lodges ever gaining recognition 
in this country, although they are re 
ceived om equal terms in many foreigs 
jurisdictions. 


WHITE CLANDESTINES 


Throughout this review we use the 
term “Clandestine” under protest, only 
because it distinquishes in a general way 
the bodies under discussion. Any body 
which is in truth clandestine is recog 
nized as such by all reputable Masoni 
authority, and yet the Negro lodges and 
those which we shall hereinafter mentior 
in this paragraph are recognized by Ma 
sonic bodies of undoubted standing and 
integrity,—so it is largely a point oi 
view. Two Grand Lodges in the United 
States have grown out oi the con 
troversy in the Scottish Rite. We shall 
not even touch upon this struggle excep: 
as it affects the Symbolic Grand |_odge:. 
In 1883 the Grand Lodge of Masa 
chusetts amended its Constitution by 
adding two sections, in the first of which

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SOME PERTINENT ENQUIRIES

Believing we have answered the first 
question of "Secker acter truth," which 
is as follows: When, whence and by 
whom was the Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish. Rite of Free Masonry brought 
te America,” we cannot refrain irom a 
brief recanitulation of events and dates, 
as we stated in our last chapter, that we 
would do so. There is no doubt exist- 
ng in the minds of Masonic students. 
thar “the Ancient and Accej‘cd Scottish 
Rite“ originated in Scotland. It was 
taken, in its primitive form to France! 
te Chevelicr Ramsay, during the “Re- 
formation,” in 1727, or thereabouts. It 
consisted of Seven degrees, as follows: 
„ Apprentice; 2, Fellow Craft; 3, Master; 
4. Elect; £& Scotch Master; 6, Knight of 
me East: 7, Rose Croix. Then com- 
wenccd the trouble, and the flames ot 
schism spread rapidly over the world. 
\ great number of organizations sprang 
mo existence, but we will only mention 
afew in chronological order, that the 
"han of Masonic events may be intelli- 
ently brought to the reader's novice. 
In 175: the “Grand Lodge of Uranzc" 
"es areanized. In 1754, the foundation 
ts ud for the Tfaute Grades, as now 
“The Chevelicr de Bonne- 
ville established the “Rite of Perfee- 
nan.“ and called it the “Charter of Cler- 
mont“ in honor of Louis of Rourbon. 


tunder ood. 


Piet, a tailor, and Lacorne, a dancing 
Master, the latter a Deputy of Chaillon 
de Iniiville. established a series 0; 23 de- 
frees, al Paris in 1758. and called them- 
lees the "Empire of the Fast and 
Wise. "he historion Rigon in 'ornıs us. 
Mar, ing to the immoral character of 
Lac wre, he was derived of his office in 

Cr, and in order to revenge him- 
se, determined to set altar agu'nst altar 
the calection of this series of de 
Mees, The members assumed the titles 
M Sovereign Prince Masons." "Substi- 


tutes General oí the Royal Art," "Grand 
Superintendents and Officers of the 
Grand Sovercign Lodge of St. John of 
Jerusalem" etc. But little is known of 
this "Holy Empirc" ior some years, but 
Chaillon de Joinville gave a patent to 
Stephen Morin, a Jewish merchant to 
propagate the Rite in the West Indics. 
This “Holy Empire“ spread to Berlin 
ın 1758. To Bordeaux in 1762. We have 
a meagre account of the granting of a 
patent by Stephen Morin to Henry A. 
Franklin in 1767, who, in turn, founded a 
Chapter at Albany, New York, in 1769. 
A reliable historian informs us, that 
Stephen Morin was never in the United 
States of Amcrica. The nearest lic came 
to America, was when he was in Kings- 
ton, Jamaica. In 1766 the “Grand Orient 
of France” annulled Morin's patent, and 
all his doings after that were irregular. 
(The matters, “how the A.A.S.R. came 
to America," have becn treated in prc- 
vious chapters). 

We have been treating the subject of 
the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite, 
as applied to the Southern and Northern 
Jurisdictions, as known in America, who 
practice only the High Grades viz from 
the 4th to the 33rd degree. We have 
donc this, believing it to be the gist of 
the question, as it stands out in bold re- 
licf, and in contradistinction to the A. F. 
and A. M. who profess only the Craft 
degrees. But, as this magazine is pub- 
lished under the auspices of, and in the 
interest oi the “American Masonic Fed- 
eration.” which organization controls 
only the Craft degrees, and conjointly 
with the “Confederated Supreme Coun- 
cils of America, Sovereign Grand In- 
spectors Gencral, 33rd and last degree, 
A. A. S. R., and also, sceing that nearly all 
the Latin. nations, and a great many 
European countries, practice the A. X. S. R. 
Symbolic, and with whom we are in 
Amity, we think it wisdom to advance a 
brief history of the A. A. S. R. Symbolic, 
and point out its advent into America. 
We will also touch, bricfly, on the ad- 
vent of the genuine, and simon-pure A. 
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A. S. K. into America, and hope this will 
serminate our answer to question onc. 

As we have shown in a previous chap- 
ter, the reason that the Southern Juris- 
diction claims no jurisdiction over the 
Craft degrees. is, that Albert Pike, 
while claiming the right. (ind they did 
exercise it in Texas) announced, chat 
while it was lawful it was noi excedient, 
and he concluded. to recrain from its 
practice, so ‘hat he would ro^ come in 
vontliet with the Grand Lodges already 
established. in America, and known as 
A.V. and A. XI. 

This was the condition that existed. in 
Louisiana in 1850, as the following, his- 
torical excerpts will show: 

Razon says in his history af Scottish 
Free Masonry, page 85 The Morher 
Lodge of St. John of Scotland Maärseiles 
was organized hy à Scotsman of Prince 
Charles’ suite (Lard Kilmarnock Grand 
Master of Mother Kilwinning Lodge) 
in 1781. 

Though all Masonic writers agree that 
Scottish Masonry was introduced into 
france by the Chevalier Andrew Michca: 
Ramsay; and fostered and à ropazatecd 
by Prince Charles Edward Stuart and 
the Scottish Political refugees who fled 
to France after the disastorons war of 
(745. and we could pile up quotations by 
the hundred, enourh has heen done to 
show that Scottish Masonry was intro- 
duced into France co-eval with, if not 
anterior to the English system. that it 
finally overcame the latter, and we will 
now show how it came from France to 
America, 

Masonry was first introduced tnto the 
British American Colonies by Charter 
fram the British Grand Lodges, chiefly 
from one of the two rival English Grand 
l.adges. Louisanna being originally a 
French Colony the BR. there applied to 
France for Charters: and a lodge 
“established acter the Scottish. Rite in 
mon by the Grand Mother Lodge of 
Marseiles, in consequence of the events 

af the French revolution. This. Lodge 
took the name of “Palar Star Lodge.” 


(see Folgers history of the Scatush Ra 
page 14 of documents). 

On the ıyth of June 1813 the Scott 
Masons were inaugurated into E 
Consistory of the State of [o 52m 
(Sec Folger pages 14-15). 

In 1813 the Marquis de Sant ungen. 
who had been Lieutenant Commmtaler c 
the Supreme Council, arrived in Ner 
Orleans and informed the Bre icu & 
the Grand Consistory of the sluiiber ss 
to which the Supreme Council vi tle 
Western Hemisphere had fallen, and a 
the Grand Consistory of Louisiani a» 
the highest in rank, as well as ihe «ot 
active member of the sleeping Suprem: 
Council. the Marquis Sant Angelo, wih 
the aid of several thirty-thirds ene 
New Orleans. organized from it the “Se 
preme Council of the 33d and kist de 
sree of the Ancient and Accepted Sca 
lish) Rite for the United States ci 
America.” Several of the local 1° RS 
were advanced to the 33d. degree. and 
the Grand Consistory passed under the 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Comici. 
which was recognized by the Grand 
Orient of France hy resolution «of tke 
6th of April, 1863. 

Bro. Sant Angelo was the first Grand 
Commander af the Supreme Council and 
since then there has been an unbroken 
succession o. Grand Commander. 

Bro. Folger, the historian of the Sec 
tish Rite in American, places great stress 
uzon the fact that through this Supreme 
Council the chain of succession wis reg:

Supreme Council was reorganized in 
1851, the Grand Commander the 
Louisiana Supreme Council g. 
Brother James l’oulhouze, was solii 
ed to confirm i's legality by in -talling 
its officers in his official araci. 
which he did. As we stated atare 
on solicitation ^f the Grand Le (ze, the 
Grand Consistory in 1833. sur endered 
to itits control of ihe symbolic degrees. 
and the Grand ` Lodge adnvnistered 
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hem in a separate chamber for seven- 
een yours. In the interim, however, 
number ot York Rite Brethren au- 
ed vith the Grand Lodge for tol- 
sing the Scottish and French Rites, 
c uo a clandestine and irregular 
yand lodge, where nothing but the 
pork Rae would be recognized. Ilow- 
ur th. bulk of the State Grand J. odlges 
vied to recognize them and they 
feted a union with the regular Grand 
eve in 1850, when a convention of all 
cs was held to draft a new 
a. At this convention the 
tel as well as other Rites were 
vresentcd, and the Brethren of that 
Re considered that all were again to 
won 3n equal footing. [Imagine then 
heir surprise when the Supreme Coun- 
i received a communication officially

This resolution of Grand Lodge and 
the «Ticial communication of the 
ame t^a the Supreme Council, was in 
effect anding back to the latter body 
the con tral of the Symbolic Lodges of 
tre Scortish Rite which the former had 
kceive. from them in 1833. The Su- 


preme Conncil considered it in this light 
and immediately resumed this control. 
and the Symbolic Lodges of the Scot- 
tish Rite surrendered the 


which they had received from the 
Grand Lodge, receiving new constitu- 
tive charters from the 
Council. 


The York Rite Grand Lodge being 
ihus foiled in its efforts to abolish the 
working of the symbolice grades of the 
Scottish Rite, endeavored by misrepre- 
sentation and distortion of facts to 
prejudice Masonic powers at home and 
abroad against the Supreme Council. To 
do this at home was comparatively casy. 
as the Grand Lodges of the York Rite 
were fully prepared to believe any evil 
attributed to a Scottish Rite body. like 
their prototypes of old they were ready 
to exclaim, “Can any good come our of 
Nazareth?”

With foreign powers, however, the 
task was not so casy, and when the sub- 
ject came up for discussion before the 
Chamber of Council and of Appeals of 
the Grand Orient of France, Brother Le 
Rlanc Dc Marconnay, 33 degree, Grand 
Orator, in his address to the Council 
showed he was fully aware of the truc 
situation, as a few quotations from his 
address will show: 


"The Scottish Masons applied to the 
competent authority of said Rite for the 
establishment of a Grand Consistory for 
the southern portion of the United 
States. Said Consistory was inaugurat- 
ed and proclaimed in New Orleans on 
the 19th day of June, 1813, and became 
afterwards a dependency of the Su- 
preme Council, now existing in that 
pari of the world.” 


"Furthermore, the Grand Lodge by a 
decree of June 8th, 1833, which decree 
was notified to the Grand Consistory of 
Princes of the Royal Secret for the 
State of L.ouisiana, established in her 
bosom a Scottish Symbolic Chamber. 
and requested the Grand Consistory to 
divest itself of the right o: constituting 
Scottish lodges, and to transıer thc 
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same to said Chamber. .. .. . This act 
proves undeniably that the Grand Lodge 
of the York Rite recognizes the right 
of the Grand Scottish Consistory, and 
consequently of the Supreme Council, 
to establish Lodges of its system in 
Louisiana.” 

“This Supreme Council has been rec- 
ognized by the Grand Fast of France, 
with which it has held a correspondence 
for more than forty years, and its regu- 
larity is at this day hcyond question.” 

After discussing fully the formation 
of the clandestine Grand Lodge by the 
dissatisfied York Rite B. B., and the 
subsequent. amalgamation „ the two 
G.and Lodges and th^ issuance of the 
anti-Scattish resolution of March sth. 
1850, he gocs on to say: 

“It was in consequence: ci this event 
that the Supreme Council, by a decision 
dated September 20th. 1850, resumed its 
authority over all the degrees of the 
Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite. Su- 
preme Councils can dispense with con- 
stituting Symbolic Lodges when there 
exists an authority conferring the in- 
ferior degrees: but they resume and 
exert their rights on symbolism when 
said authority ceases ta practice the 
Rite. Therefore, as long as the Grand 
Lodge of Louisiana possessed a Scottish 
Symbott- Chamber in its bosom, the Su- 
preme Council of New Orleans had a 
right to confine itself ta the practice of 
the higher degrees; but when the Grand 
Lodge had abolished that Chamber. 
when it had declared that it wauld no 
longer constitute Lodges af the Seot- 
tish Rite. the Supreme Council had not 
only the right, hut it was its duty to 
constitute regular Lodges after its Rite 
throughout the whole extent of Tani- 
siana. .. . . The Grand Lodge a: 
Ancient Masons for the State of 
Louisiana ought to reflect that she 
herself acknowledged the right of the 
Supreme Conncil of regularly confer- 
ring Symbolism when she requested 
that body. on the 3th af June. 1833. to 
relinquish the right af constituting 
Lodges throughout the extent of its 


territory, on condition of its estabas 
ing a Scottish Chamber in it bose 
Finally we do hereby solemnly and 
the presence of the Masonic world, & 
clare that the Scottish Masons, und 
the jurisdiction of the Supreme Cound 
of New Orleans, possessing all ur 
every condition required for ur: to | 
a regular Mason, should be received a 
such in the French Temples, ind tia 
our alliance with the regular Scotti 
authority in Louisiana shall remy 
unshaken." 

So much ior "Scottish Rite“ Ssmi 
ism, as practiced by the American Ma 
sonic Federation.

Encampment of Ircland granted a 
Charter of Renunciation to the Fratres 
in Scotland, creating them an Independ- 
ent Grand Body.

Harry J. Seymour, 
96 deg, G. Master of the Rite of 
Alemthis for America, has been duly ad- 
mitted a member of our Supreme 
Grand Council, with full powers to con- 
trol and confer all the degrees oi the 
Rite of Misraim in America as the Su 
preme Grand Commander, and as such 
has been recorded in the books of our 
Supreme Grand Council. 

Given under our hands and seal of 
the Supreme Grand Council, this ff- 
teenth day oí the month Raophi A. I. 
6852, and of the Christian Era. July tz. 
1863.

Hughan was a 
conrtibutor to the “Scottish Free Ma- 
son" of which we then were Editor. 

Though the loss of no one man can 
produce irreparable loss to Masonry, we 
believe that the loss of no other man 
could be so much ielt, or whose loss will 
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be so much deplored; in every country 
where Masonry is known, there the name 
of Hughan is a houschold word, and his 
memory will go honored through the 
ages. May he rcst in peace.

MINUTES OF GRAND 
LODGE INTER-MONTANA 

The Grand Lodge Unter-Montana, A:. 
X:S:RCA.M.T.), held its usual semi- 
annual meeting, at the Hall of “Garibal- 
di Lodge No. 2” Salt Lake City, Utah, 
on St. John's day, June 24, 1911.

And now, in conclusion, ] say to you, 
inthe words of the Grand Ilierophants 
of Egyet: “Mortals. whose eager lips 
sire to suck the teats of Truth, learn 
that there exists but one sole Achitect 
ai this immense Temple called the Uni- 
verse! Go, soread upon earth, 
awona the children or men, the subiime 
mths ve come hither to learn! but ac- 
ord net-this favour to the unwor'hy. 
Write not upon snow.” Seck your 
froselvies amongst those only who can 
aprecie what we teach; we need not 
mere numbers. Bring to our folds those 
only whoa can vaise their hearts to the 
divine, Tell them that we interfere 
mither with their Craft allegiance nec 
their religion. We come to our brethren 
tuilele- We have no forged characters 
ol great personages—no false history. 
We bi: 1 no onc to our Councils with 
binds iron, aor prohibit ‘hem from 
belong ug to other systems. Frecma- 
ns e come to us free, and they 
mw des art free if they find that we do 
At satı-y their wants. 

but let me emphatically urge yon to 
borkerly firmness. Do not allow our 
les! and instructive Rite to he 
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hindered and desamed by blind leaders 
of the Lind, and by those who arc in- 
terested in the Hropagation of preten- 
tiously false system, and wito practically 
set brother against brother by pretend- 
inz to high social position above the 
aspiration of the average Mason, and by 
requiring. as they do, certain religious 
tests and declarations. That is not Ma- 
sonrv. [f these oretenders effer us open 
war or secret intriguc—as they have 
done, and may «lo again—leı us proclaim 
in all lodges that we have far better 
right in Masonry, and in the highest 
offices of its councils. than have they: 
and call upon the offenders, whatever 
their boasted social position may be, to 
dc: art from a society which they pollute 
bv their presence, and to whose brother- 
hood they do not merit to belong. Ma- 
sonry is Vruth, Love, Tolerance! Its 
converse is forgery and hes, unbrother— 
ly acts, social and religious exclusive- 
ness. We hope to represent in all senses 
the first series: let who will accept the 
latter. We are content to leave it to the 
Craft Universal to examine our respec- 
tive claims, and to judge between us. 
Much as I estecm Craft Masonry, if I 
thought that it was possible as a so- 
cicty that it could listen to and encour- 
age Masonic traitors, perjurers, and false 
traducers. ! should say that it was the 
most base and vile oi all socicties: for 
it is in reality capable of effecting either 
great good or great harm, according as 
it is officered and directed by honour- 
able or dishonourable brethren. Hence. 
it becomes the bcunden duty of every 
Craft Mason. even if an opponent of the 
High Grades. to make assurance that 
the officers of the Craft are men of 
liberal and enlightened character, and of 
common honesty of purpose, who would 
shame to set Masons by the cars with 
social and rcligioas tests and oaths. We 
arc really firhting the hattle of liberty 
for Craft Masonry at our own cost, and 
our brethren of the Cra;t do not require 
to be told that a false and suurious 
system of l|ligh Grade Masonry even 
now dominates ill the acts of the Grand 
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Lodge of London,* to the detriment of 
all true Masonry, or advancement of the 
meritorious and modest brother: and 
hence, by supporting our Riic, the Craft 
declares itself emphatically for liberty of 
conscience, as in duty bound. Beyond 
this, we can have no wish to injroduce 
the question of the High Grades into 
our Lodgcs. 


* These tactics were introduced into 
the Grand Lodge of Ireland, and have 
become almost intolerable. “he same 
objectionable system is now being tested 
in England. The Scottish high-grade 
system is the most tolerant, from the 
greater independence oi the people. Oi 
course, all members of the A. and A. 
Rite arc not cqually intolerant. and these 
must not be held responsible for the do 
ings of their subordinates in the Pro- 
vinces: whilst we arc passing throngh 
the Press, one of the most learned Ma- 
sons in England, and a supporter of the 
A. and A. Rite, advocates mutual toler- 
ance in the pages of the l’recmason 
(October 13th, 1883).

In his annlication far membership in a 
Lodge why should he be vlaced an a 
plane with the rrofanc, wan have no 
Masonic rivhts and his petition. be rc- 
quired ta receive a unanimous vote? 
Such a requirement woul he a very 
poor exhibition of brather!v love. Jus- 
tice is one of the cardinal virtues 


taught in every Masonic Lodge. Wari 
it be just to adopt a regulation — which 
would enable some  bla-k-ball vrank 
(many Lodges have one or mere) tq 
keep one to whom we are bounce by the 
most sacred ties, from the priviicge af 
membership in the Lodge of his choice? 
Some brother has said that in ie lar. 
ger citics of the State there are many 
Masons who remain non-affiliated Jor 
years and until some impending neces. 
sity promets them to seck menihership 
that they may receive Masonic. „id, and 
he wants a clear ballot that ther may 
be kept out of the Lodge. The brother 
who makes this argument appears tā 
have lost sight of the sacred obliga 
tions of Masonry. The arzument has 
the ear-marks of commercialisti rather 
than those of hrotherly love. „ nan 
affliated Mason is as much entitled 
Masonic charity as if a member of a 
Lodge. If in need it is our Masonit 
duty to relieve that need. Tf sick we 
should visit him. Tf he dies he may re 
ceive the honor of a Masonic hurial. 
Then why keep him out of the Lodee? 
"Should you ever meet a friend and 
more especially a brother Masan in des 
titute circumstances, it will e vauf 
duty to contribute to his relici as af 
as you can without material injury tă 
yourscli." The T.odge organization | 
not thc soul of Masonry.

- enumerated ail bodies or Rites which 
recognized as Masonic; and in the 
cond pronounced ex;ulsion on any 
faster Mason who should iden ify him- 
el! in any way with any other. This 
us aimed primarily at the Cerneau 
Keottish Rite, one of the parties above 
detred to. This action was objected to 
r many Master Masons owing al- 
gence to the  Massachuset:s Grand 
Lodge, who entered a protest which was

They therefore declared 
zal by this violation the Grand I.adye 
j| Massachusetts ceased to exist and that 
te territory was open for the establish- 
rnt of a "regular" Grand Lodge. In 
Rg the Grand Lodge of Ohio ook 
tps similar to those taken by the Mas- 
achusetts Grand Lodge, and three 
ges and many individual Masons with- 
few their allegiance from that body. 
11891 these lodges iormed a new Grand 
olge. Holding that Massachusetts was 
nre-cemrted for the establishment of 
«uar lodges, the new Ohio Grand 
odge established lodges there which 
ubsequently formed the St. John's 
wand Lodge of Massachusetts. In Mas- 
ahusetts and Ohio therefore there are 
tile present time two Grand Lodges. 
ue older bodies only are recognized by 
lot the American jurisdic:ions, but 
muy foreign. Grand Lodges have c 
unged representatives with the newer 
vies s well as the old. 


CONCURRENT JURISDICTION 

^ne ot the principal argumen‘s against 
one clandestine bodies is that they have 
dated the American doctrine of sole 
ansdietion, This doctrine is not a land- 
ark and is not held strictly by any Ma 
mic power outside of North America. 


Almost if not quite every country in 
Europe has Grand Lodges holding con- 
current jurisdiction. As a matter of 
policy in America the system can be de 
tended, for we have natural divisions, in 
our states, which make convenient 
boundaries ior Masonic jurisdictions. 
We have made one mistake in the mat- 
ter, however. which should be corrected. 
A policy which conflicts with those of 
other powers should be a matter of care 
ful arbitration an) not oi dogmatic dicta 
such as we have made it. The Grand 
Orient of Spain, which is recognized 
by practically 311 of Euroze, Ireland, 
Ncw Zealand, New South Wales, etc., 
does not recognize our poiicy and has 
instituted many lodges in this country, 
vrincipally in Pennsylvan:a. These 
ladges are regularly formed, holding a!- 
legiance to a regular Grand Lodge, but 
un account of our Amcrican policy, are 
called Clandestine. A few other lodges 
nave been formed by other Masonic 
powers in different states, under thc 
sime conditions, and arc also Clande- 
stine. Without a doubt this confusion of 
Masonic authority is unfortunate, but 
our dogmatic attitude in the matter, in- 
stead oi putting a stop to such invasion, 
has created an excuse and an argument 
far the creation of other regular and ir- 
rteguiar bodies who, with justice, play 
u: on the claim of Universality in Ma- 
sonry to gain recruits, and with equal 
justice, assert that American Masonry 
thinks more of its own undisputed 
authority than it does of the fraternity 
as a world-wide institution, formed for 
the pur ose of helping those who need 
cneouragement in the struggle upward. 


OTHER BODIES 


A case in point is thc American Ma- 
sonic Fereration, which has established 
several lodges in different parts of the 
country within the las¢ four years. This 
l'ederation was warranted by the Grand 
Lodge 'Inter-Montana" A. A. S. R., 
Symbolic, which in turn was chartered 
by the Supreme Council, 33d Degrec, of 
Louisianna, which derives its authority 
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trom, ur works under the “Grand Coun- 
cil oi Rites of Scotland.” The majori: y 
of our readers will probably not have 
heard of any of thes bodies and yet all 
of them, particularly the American Ied- 
eration, are actively working in the 
United States. The claim (the A. XI. 
F.) that American Grand-Lodges are not 
Masonic, inasmuch as they do not 
recognize or practice the fundamental 
landmark of Masonry, universality. 
They also claim that, as they are the 
sole exponents of Universal Masonry in 
the United States, ‘hey have the whole 
ficld to themselves and can establish 
lodges wherever they sec fit. This is a 
doctrine which cannot be recognized by 
any American Grand Lodge, and yet the 
tact remains that the A. M. I“. is rapidly 
gaining adherents in some sixteen States. 
This is not a theory, but a condition. 
How much better it wouid be it our 
Grand Lodges would come out of their 
insular position, if only from the 
standpoint of policy, and be a part o. 
world Masonry instead of American 
Masonry. The institution is greater than 
this continent, why should not we be 
getting all that is in it? We know that 
Masonry in Europe is largely responsi- 
ble for thc recent advaneement toward 
personal liberty, and yet we hold back 
the hand of fellowship because, forsooth. 
the hand of Europe is tainted with 


politics and religions propaganda. We. 


forget that the lodges in America in 
our early history were the chief seats 
of the spirit of revolution, and that from 
them eminated the very essence of our 
declaration of rights. We like to talk « 
the effect Masonry had in the formation 
ef our constitution, but when it comes 
to a show down we are apparenti» 
ashamed of it, for we recuse recognition 
to European. Masons for the very re: 
son that they are making the fraternity 
an active force instead of a plaything. 
just as our Revolutionary patriots made 
it a force. 

Another body, having for its object 
the bringing together of all Masonic 
elements, has its center at Cleveland, 
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Ohio. This organization goes under th 
name of The Independent Order u, 
Universal Freemasonry. It has made 
but little headway in gaining ac ive al 
herents, but has aroused co-idcerah? 
sympathy because oí the broad tandat! 
which it advocates. Joseph Pomirey oi 
Kentucky is at the head of an organiza. 
tion which confers degrees um the 
first to thirty-third. We cannot give hi. 
claim of legitimacy, but as he is ver 
generally discredited, we judge il to be 
not very scrioas. Darius Wilson ha; 
obtained as much notoriety as any Mi 
son in the country. Ile has spread de- 
grees broadcast through the cast aul 
middle west and has more than once he 
come involved in court procccdiugs le 
cause of it. His methods arc most objec 
tionable, it is even claimed by a con 
temporary that he is offering Mason 
"by mail,” although we have no evidence 
of this. He docs advertise for tember, 
however, at reduced rates, and has taken 
in many dupes in the long course oi h- 
operations. 


AM of the bodies enumerated above 
are held to be clandestine by American 
Grand Lodges, and the adherents o: 
these grand bodies are iorbidden to hold 
Masonic intercourse with any membe 
belonging to them. It would be a sen 
ous proposition for any Grand Lodge 
to go into the claims of cach of thes 
bodies and investigate, without prejud- 
ice or rancor, their worthiness or un- 
worthiness. In the first place it would 
necessitate the fixing of statutory r 
quirements in Masonry which it is much 
morc convenient to leave  unfisec 
Nevertheless it is only fair to our in 
itiates that they should have deinite im- 
formation on the matter, cach čom be 
own Grand Lodge, for the venenl 
proposition with which they ome 
contact is wholly unmeaning at we jie 
sent time. Let us have light!"

There are thousands of foreign-made 
Masons in this country in good standing 
in their native jurisdictions who are un-

life member of lis Mother Lodge. a 
Past Grand rst Principal (in America 
P. H. P.) of the E. G. Royal Arch Chap- 
ter of Scotland and Vast Grand Master 
of the Grand Encampment of the Tem- 
ple and Malta in Scotland. and in this. 
the Country of his ado: tion, filled. the 
office of Grand Orator in the Grand 
Lodge of Idaho (York), was compellel 
to take his Dimit because he refused to 
obey the dictate of the Grand Lodge of 
Idaho and sever his High Grade con 
nection with Scotland.

Question 1—When, whence, and by 
slum was the Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite of ree Masonry brought 
tu America? 


This has been answered at length in 
previous numbers. 


Question. 2=-How many degrees did 
the Rite consit of at the time cf its in- 
truduction ? 


This question has been fully an- 
wered in previous numbers. 
Question 3—By what constitution was 
i! governed? 

At the time of its introduction to 
ims country, it was governed by no 
onstitution. It was made up of a con- 
glomoration of degrees, the work and 
mention of numerous individuals. who 
acting with authority, and wholly with- 
ut principle, auopted the fiction, after 
wards promudgated as the "charter" 
o “Constitution” of Frederick the Great. 
We will briefly reply to this fabrication, 
we suv briefly because we have explain- 
el thi- in previous numbers in connec- 
lun with this article. We quote from 
m amhor, who speaks for the “South- 
rn Jurisdiction,” at Washington, and 
shose effusion is the vade mecum of 
wat crzanization. ‘Ve quote this so 
that we can more forcibly produce the 
opposite, and give our readers the choice 
“In iis own country of Germany thc 


Rite of Perfection under Frederick the 
Great, freed from the intrigues and 
power of the Jesuits, continued to 
flourish, and he gave it its Grand Con 
stitutions in 1762, which on October 25 
of that year were finally ratified at 
Bordeaux, lrance, and proclaimed for 


the government of all the Lodges of 
Sublime and Perfect Masons, Councils, 
Colleges, and Consistories, of Sublime 
Princes of the Royal Secret, over the 
two hemispheres. This was done with 
the consent and approval of the Grand 
Consistory of Berlin, of which Frederick 
the Great was the Grand Commander 
and the Supreme Chief of the Scottish 
Rite. But, he, secing the success of the 
war of the American Revolution for 
liberty and independence, a new nation 
born and established on the Western 
shores of the Atlantic, whose independ 
ence had in 1783 been acknowledged by 
the mother cauntry of Great Britain and 
à treaty of peace made and declared; 
and knowing what influence Masonry 
had exerted in producing that result, and 
the new American nation with an im- 
mense continent behind it. with a vast 
iuture before it, resolved upon a change 
and an augmentation of the Rite o! 
Perfection. Thus, after a period of 
twenty-four years, he re-constructed and 
re-organized it upon a new basis, and 
to prevent its control from again fall- 
ing into the hands of the Jesuits and to 
bring into it all ‘the history of the 
Teutonic Knights during the Crusades, 
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that order now being composcd of Pro 
testants, he added and interlaced cight 
other degrces to it, named the new and 
reformed system, the Ancient and Ac- 


cepted Scottish Rite of Free Masonry, 
and established the Grand Constitutions, 
which were ratified and signed at Ber- 
lin on May 1, 1786. By these Constitu- 
tions of 1786 he resigned his authority, 
and his Masonic prerogatives were de- 
posited with a Council in and for cach 
nation, to be composed of Sovereign 
Grand Inspectors General of the 33rd 
and last degree of legitimate I*ree Ma- 
sonry, limited in number to that of the 
years of Christ on the earth. On 
August 17, 1786, Frederick the Great 
died.” 

The author of the above speaks au- 
thoritatively, and for the Southern and 
Northern Jurisdiction. which, in their 
combined organization claim to be the 
“Mother Council of the world." Now, 
look on this picture: From ‘Pindel’s 
History of Free Masonry," page 698 
published in London, and translated b, 
D. Murray Lyon, Grand Secretary of the 
Grand Lodge of Scotland.

These Statutes, Regulations, etc, (of 
the Anccient and Accepted Scottish Rite 
of 33 degrees), translated by Albert 
Pike, in our opinion, bear internal evi- 
dence of their spuriousness, and we have 
on all proper occasions denied their 
authenticity. The last steamer from 
Europe brought us the result of the in- 
vesctigations of the Grand Lodge of the 
3 Globes as contained in its Protocol 
of December 19, 1861, which sustains us. 

The Protocol as translated is as to! 
lows: 


"The Grand Master stated that W. 
Bro. Merzdorí of Oldenburg, the highly

Latin, French, and English language, 
The last of them, May 1. 1786, begin 
with the following introduction: Ni 
l'redericus Dei Gratia-facerunt etc. Th 
Constitutions have the following intr 
duction: “Probaute pracsente, sancties 
celiberaverunt” ete. and closes wii 
"Deliberatum, actum sancitum in Magn 
et Supreme Concilio,” ctc. 


According to the contents oi thes 
documents, Frederick the Great is sis 
to have revised, recognized, and increa: 
ed from 23 to 33 degrees the systeme 
high degrees in a Supreme Council hd 
at Berlin, and which have often bee 
the subject of critical examination. :

authenticity. which have always been ti 
tered.

A never engaged in them afterwards. 
ekept himself aloof from every direct 
licination in them, devoting himself, 
Ah almost superhuman exertions, ex- 


tively to the troubles and cares of 
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government and the command of his 
army. 

2—In the year 1762 the third Silesian 
campaign engaged the whole of the time 
and activity of the King, and on the 
ist of May 1786, (the last of his li-e) 
indecd a few months only before his 
(17th of August) he 
a martyr to the gout, decrepit and wear, 
of life, in his castle at Sans-Souci, near

l’otsdam, not in Berlin. 


the most reliable information, the King 
arrived in Berlin September gth, 1785, 
visited his sister, the Princess Amelia. 
inspected his public works and spent the 
night at the mineral springs to attend 
on the next day (September 10, 1785) 
the manocuvres of his artillery. From 
the place of review the King returned tu 


Potsdam. Tle never again came after- 
wards to Berlin; for. after having passed 
the winter in great suffering, his ap- 


proaching end became no longer douht- 
ful to his physicians in 1786, and the 
suffering monarch moved, on the 17th 
o. Avril 1786 to the castle of Sans-Souci, 
where hc through iour months, suffcred 


and died a hero. 


3--It is, therefore, a falsehood that 
King Frederick the Great had convoked 
on the ist of May 1786, in his residence 
at Berlin, a Grand Council for regulat- 
ing the High degrees. It docs not cor- 
respond at all to the manner of think- 
ing and acting of the sublime Sovercign 
to have occupied himself near the end 
of his earthly career with things which 
he had characterized as idle, valucless 
and play-work. 


4— The documents kept from time to 
time in the archives of the Grand Na- 
tional Mother Lodge do not show the 
slightest trace of the above mentioned 
documents or of the existence of a Grand 
Council ın Berlin. 


5—O; the persons who are sald to 
have signed those documents, only 
Stark and Woellner are here known, the 
cthers are entirely unknown, nowhere 
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mentioned in any of the numerous Ma- 
sonic books or writings collected there. 
But Stark could not have signed the 
documents of 1762 and.1786, for he de 
clares in his book “The Accusations 
against Dr. Stark and his defense: 
Frankfort 1787 page 83 and 245, that he 
had renounced, since 1777, all his Ma- 
sonic connections, and had not partici- 
pated in any way afterwards with Ma- 
sonic matters, and had hecn very indif- 
fercnt, that he did not want to answer 
letters of his former friends who wrote 
on such subjects. As to Woellner, no 
where in the Achives of the National 


Grand Lodgc of the Three Globes, can 
he found evidence that he took any in- 
terest in the high degrees although he 
was Grand Master o; that Body from 
1775, to 1791.” 

Much more could be said or quoted, 
hut to complete the picture we have only 
to refcr to a few items we have before 
stated. We quote from Bro. John 
Yarker's “Speculative Masonry.” page 
137 published in London in 1872. 


"We know little of this Holy Empire, 
for some years. but Chaillon de Join- 
ville, gave a patent to Stephen Morin, a 
Jewish merchant. as inspector general 
in 1761 to propagate the Rite in the West 
Indies: It had reached Berlin in 1758, 
and at Bordeaux adopted a rcprescnta- 
tive Constitution in 1762, which is yet 
preserved. Morin granted a patent in 
1767 to Henry A Francken who founded 
a Chapter (Holy Empire) at Albany 
New York( in 1769. On page 146, we 
find “Rut the boldest flight was taken at 
Charleston. America by Dr. De la 
Motta, who re-establised in 1802, the old 
Rite of the “Empire of the Fast and 
West," under the name of the Ancient 
and Accepted Scottish Rite of 33 de- 
grees. To support this self-gonferred 
power, the name of Frederick the Great 
was forged to the Secret Constitutions 
or the Order and a legend of the same 


inserted in the degree itself. Under thi. 
large sums of money have been cal 
ıccted, which impudent hoax—mnt to call 
things by a harsher name—is utterly re 
pudiated by all Masonic histortans.“ 

The forgery is admitted. in Pikes 
"Statutes of the Ancient and .\ccepted 
Rite" New York, 1862, when he calle h: 
organization thc “Mother Council oi th 
world." 

Bro. Beswick in his work, “Sweden 
borgian Rite," New York 1870. savi- 
‘that Frederick the Great of Prussia wa. 


a declared enemy of the Ancient and 
Accepted Rite to the day of his death n 
1786."

hase their claim: to recognition we are 
satisfied to leave the matter to onr real- 
ers to judge.

SCALPED UNION SOLDIERS 
The battle of Pea Ridge was fought 


March 7, 1802, and in this fight Union 
soldiers were sealped and otherwise 
mutilated hy the Indians under the com 
mand of Albert Vike, and on his order, 
as will be seen by the following, which 
is quoted from his official rei ori, dated 
March. 14, 1862. Vike said: Cn, 
Drew (in command of an Indian regt 
ment) then came to zue (nh his test 
ment, about five hundred strong, aml | 
sent him across the field, directing him

These savages were mostly instigated 
and organized by Albert Pike, a New 
England man, who has long resided in 
Arkansas. and has become infamous by

November 30, 1862, Gen. Ilindman, 
Confederate, in his rerort, speaking of 
Gen. Pike, said: "Col. Cooper, who was 
next in rank and had succeeded to the 
command (of Gen. Pike), deemed it his 
duty to place Pike in arrest, and so in- 
formed mc, enclosing a copy of the cir- 
culir, and expressing the opinion that 
the author was insane or traitor. I ap- 


proved his action, and ordered Gen. Pike 
sent 10 Little Rock in custody. | also 
forwardei Col. Cooper's letter to Rich- 
mond, with indorsement, asking to with- 
draw my aprroval of Gen. ikes resig- 
nation, that I might bring him before a 
court martial on charges of falsehood, 
cowardice end treason." 


I submit thet this record needs no 
comment. As a loyal man, during the 
fearful struggle for national existence 
re.erred to, | can only exoress regret the 
keenest, and mortification the most tom- 
plete, that any man with an honorable 
record, a Senator of inteiligenee and 
wide reputation, should have introduced 
a bill in the Senate appropriating public 
moncy and prozerty for the purpose of 
keeping alive the memory of a man 
whose deeds deserve the execration nf 
every American, whether he wore the 
“blue” or the "gray" in chat struggle.

INJUNCTION DISSOLVED 


The negro Masons in Conway havc 


been having a discussion before the 
Chancery Judge, J. G. Wallace, of Rus- 
sellville, this past week. Ralph Amos, 
a negro minister, and Grand Master oi 
the A. F. and M. Masons of the State 
of Arkansas, was alleged to have initiated 
and advanced three negroes to Master 
Masons in 2c minutes. and members ot 
the loca! negro Masonic Lodge in Con- 
way secured an injunction from County 
Judge J. A. Lea restraining Amos from 
inifiatinzo candidates and performing 
other rites of a negro Masonic nature in 
Conway. Inthe trial before Judge Wal- 
lace, the Cenway Lodge contended that 
Amos was not a regular Mason, accord- 
ing to thcir tencts, and was violating thc 
principles of Masonry. Amos contended 
that the Conway Lodge had no record 
or legal document since its cxistence, 
and that it was accosdingly bogus, 
clandestine, irregular, spurious, and 
superficial, and simply trying to imitate 
the regular Masons. After listening to 
the evidence introduced by both sides 
and hearing the argument of the lawyers 
representing both parties to the suit, the 
judge decided that one organization of 
negro Masons is as clandestine as the 
other, in nature and reality, and that 
one Order has as much right to exist 
as the other, and henee sct aside thc 
injunction. issued by the County Judge, 
and permitted Amos to continuc his 
work. if he so chooses.—Gazcttc. 
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AS TO SCAPEGOATS 


It is related in an ancient hook of 
Hebrew history, that in the old times

XXIX). It docs not appear. however. 
that poor Billy Capricornus had the 
slightest ‘dea of the immense service he 
was rendering to a sin-burdened com- 
munity. nor that his involuntary assump- 
tion of their transgressions distressed 
hinv a particle.

The 
Icgislature made it a misdemcanor pun- 
ishable by a fine of $50 to $500 to print 
or circulate, plain or in cipher, the ritual 
of any society or order, without thc ex- 
pressed authority of such society or 
order. Nebraska has a similar law. 


We clip the foregoing from a Masonic 
exchange, and fail to sec the point. Tf 
it is an item of news. it is stale. If it 
is desired to educate the Masonic reader 
to the necessity of such legislation, then 
we think it will fail of its objcct.

TRINITY CHURCH VERY RICH 


The annual report of Trinity Church 
Corporation, New York City, shows that 
the receipts of the parish for the past 
year were $865,000, the largest item be- 
ing $750,000 from real esta:c sents. Pew 
rents were $16,000. The parish spent 
$950.000 for new buildings, $340,000 for 
the maintenance of its ten churches and 
eleven schools and $157,000 ior taxes. 

Trinity's balance sheet shows that the 
parish now owns productive property 
assesscd at $13,700,000. These figures 
do not include the property used for 
churches, chapels, schools and burying 
grounds.

Sedi ie: many years. There were two 
prosine Grand Lodges in South 
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Carolina. one the “Ancients” and the 
other the ` Moderns.” In this state of 
affairs the Brethren of the Rite of Per- 
fection in Charleston found themselves 
between two fires, and without a Su- 
preme head to their own Rite existing 
anywhere; and, as related by Sir Walter 
Scott. in “Quentin Durward.” one o; the 
Waverly Novels, in the reply made by 
Quentin Durward to Charles, Duke ot 
Burgundy, when he said, "And that 
finally, when I did avail myself of that 
imputed character, it was as if I had 
snatched up a shield to protect myself in 
a moment of emergency and used it, as 
| surely shou!d have done for myseli 
and others. without enquiring whether | 
had a right to the heraldic emblazon- 
ments which it displayed.” 

So it was with the Brethren at 
Charlston, S. C. They were in prosses- 
sion of the Grand Constitutions of 1786 
as well as 1762 together with the Rituals 
nf the new rite formed as the Ancicnt 
and Accepted Scottish Rite (and the 
new rite and Grand Constitutions of 
1786. became their shield of rro‘ectian 
and deiense, by their anprozriation and 
adoption. no rower then on earth cxist- 
ing to discute their right to them: and 
the parent Suoreme Council, which was 
farmed agreeahly to the Constitutions 
of 1786. was that founded at Charlston. 
S. C. on May 31, 1881, by Bros. John 
Mitchell and Frederick Dalcho. And 
so Was iormed the first Supreme Council. 

In 1802, the Supreme Council con. 
ferred the 33rd degrée on Bras. Count De 
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Grasse Tilley, Hacquet, and de la Hogue. 
and these brethren by its authority of 
Letters Patent dated February 21. 1802. 


established the Supreme Council oi 
France, and those of the French and 
Fnglish West India Colon:es. The Su 
preme Council of France was duly in- 
stalled by De Grasse Tilley on Decem 
ber 22, 1804, at Paris, in the hail known 
as the gallery of Pompeu, situated in 
the Rue Neuev des Petits Cham: s. This 
Surreme Council was the first and only 
onc established in France. and it was 
afterwards divided into two branches. 
one called the Supreme Council ot 
France and the other the Supreme 
Council of the Grand Orient o; France. 
These two bodies arc still in existence, 
(1902) but the former only is in relation 
of comity with the mother Supreme 
Council (which created it) and all the 
other regular Supreme Councils of the 
world. Bro. De Grasse Tiley also 
established the Supreme Councils of 
Italy, Naples, Spain, and the Nether 
lands.“ 


As to the truthfulness or importance 
of the foregoing we ask the reader to gu 
hackward in this epitome. commencing 
with the May number ıytı. Question 
6 Who was the Count De Grasse Tiley. 
and what did he have to do with Scot- 
tish Rite Masonry?" 

The great German Masonic Historian. 
Rro. J. G. Findel. says, in his hook, 
"The history of Free Masonry” page 437 
ct seq. “We have already called atten- 
tion to the fact that a certain Bro. 
Sterhen Morin. received from the 
Finperiors of the East and the West, 
in 1761. a warrant authorizing him to 
establish all over the New World. Per- 
fect and Sublime Masonry of the 25 de- 
grees. and to nominate inspectors, and 
that these 25 degrees were. in America. 
increased to 33 degrees. This Ritual 
was thence transrlanted to France, when 
it received the party word ' Ancient and 
Accerted Scotch Rite” Everything 
brought inrward in the present day tends 
to prove, that the Ancient and Accepted 


Scotch Rite is not older than ‘hc year 


1801, when it was established liv five 
Jews, John Mitchell. Frederick  Dalche, 
Emil de la Motta, Abraham A!cxande;. 
and Isaac Auld, who. merely ior th 


furtherance of their mercantile ans. 
lions, had portioned out amor. them 
selves the offices of a Great Con. ander. 
Lt Great Commander ete., and fi th 
whole administration of the me or 
their own hands; that at that cari 
period. of their existence the degree 
were not clearly defined; and ut the 
Rite did not assume its presenti -cited 
form till 1802. From this we mos je 
ceive how it was possible for coc 3 
preme Council of Charlston to lite. 
circular epistle, December 4, of tu. sam 
year, containing an account of th. ests. 
lishment of the Rite, and the number «i 
the degrees in it, without s; ecuying 
what manner this greiended ancient me 
had been delivered to them, or how i 
was connected with simnar systems ih 
the kind. In that year 1802. Cent de 
Grasse Tilley and several other brethret 
from the French Islands in America, f 
ceived warrants entitling tiem to found 
a Supreme Council of this Rite in Sunt 
Domingo, or any other place where the 
thought proper with the exception 
the United States and the Enzli- 
Antilles. 

In 1804. de Grasse Tilley ap; cured m 
Paris from America, with the coe" 
Sovereign. Grand Commander, inves © 
with power from the Constituens in 
1786. to found Supreme Councils in these 
States and Kingdoms where they ©" 
not as yet exist. His first care vi " 
procure partisans to assist in e.iabit 
ing a Supreme Council. To att hi- 
claims, he had what he called a gen 
kook, containing, however, no hi g mofe 
than a copy of the authorization an 
charter of Morin of the year (mol. ti 
charter drawn up for himself in 15292. th 
constitution oi 1762, of the Pr ce: ~ 
the Royal Secret in Bordeaux hing à 
articles, and that charter in 18 cles 
fabricated in America. but supposed te 
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„re originated with Frederich the Great 
21786 etc. When the signatures in the 
sossession of de Grasse, were tested the 
my well known name amongst them 
i5 that of his father-in-law, de la 
Hogue. the others being totally un- 
known. 

We will now turn to "Folger's Ma- 
onc History.“ another accepted author- 
Ww, and continue our investigations. 

“The Register of De la Hogue, 
(dather- in-law of De Grasse Tilley), 
contains as its first entry, the filiation of 
the powers of Morin, as Inspector Gen 
dd. It states then, that Morin gave 
ihe degree of Grand Deputy Inspector 
General to Franklin at Kingston, Jamaica; 
h to Moses M. Hays, at Boston; he to 
Si2er. at Charlston; all the Deputies 
n Sublime Council (themselves of 
course) to Moses Cohen; he to Hyman 
Isaac long; and he to De la Hogue, De 
Grasse etc., at Charlston.” 


Decming that all matters connected 
rüh the history of the Sublime degree 
vill be interesting, and more especially 
to show the effects which immediately 
blowed the establishment of the new 
Rite. we will here take occasion to iol- 
lw the Count De Gresse Tilley. On 
the 21-t of February 1802 Bro. Count 
Alexander Francis, August Tilley, Count 
de Grasse, Deputy Inspector General 
ras appointed by the Supreme Council 
à Grand Inspector General, and Grand 
Commander of the French West Indies, 
ac And, in their Annuary of 1802 they 
iretend to give the names of the officers 
ei the lodge of Perfection, Consistory 
te, cssiblished in St. Domingo by the 
Count, together with the Sovereign 
Gand inspectors General and Supreme 
Counci. of that island, in all of which 
^e Count is declared to be the Reprc- 
ental’ in St. Domingo, of the Charles- 
un body, viz; Representative of the 
tounct: of Princes of Jerusalem, also oi 
te Suliime Council oi Princes of the 
Royal Secret, and also of the Supreme 
(ounci! of the Thirty-third degree.” 


The French Masonic Historian 
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“Ragon, says, in this connection: "The 
Count never established a Council, nor a 
Supreme Council, in the island of Saint 
Domingo, as has been asserted, but 
came direct from South Carolina to 
l’rance. Previous to the Supreme Coun- 
cil established by the Grand Orient of 
Prance in the island of Hayti, in the 
year 1837, there never cxistcd at St. 
Domingo. any Council of Princes of 
Jerusalem, any Consistory of l'rinzes of 
the Royal Secret, nor »ny Supreme 
Council of the Thirty-third degrec. 


The Ineffable degrees, or the Rite of 
Perfection, were practiced in France 
from 1761 to 1804. At that time (1804) 
the Count De Grasse Tilley, who had 
taken the Thirty-third degree in the pre 
tended Charleston Council, brought the 
additional degrees, with the thirty-third, 
to France, as a ' novelty" or “curiosity,” 
not with the title o; the “Rite of Per- 
fection” or “Ineffable Degrees“ by which 
name or title they had always been 
known until then, but, unde; an entire 
new name, viz; that of the ‘Scottish 
Rite, Ancient and Accepted.” 


The same author says, "Count Dc 
Grasse in 1802, received Patents (rom the 
Supreme Council of Charleston, 10 
establish a Supreme Council at Cape 
Francais, St. Domingo. This pretended 
Supreme Council figures largely in thc 
Annuary oi the Charleston Council of 
that year, and they statc that it was thc 
only Supreme Council with which they 
were in correspondence. The truth is 
that the Supreme Council at St. Do 
mingo. never had an existence. In 1803, 
the Count returns to Paris, representing 
himself as the Supreme Chief of the 
Thirty-third degree, and on the 22nd of 
December 1804, the Supreme Council of 
the Thirty-third degrees was erected, 


and provisionally organized in Paris, but 


was not published, decreed, and def- 
nitely constituted until January 19, 1911." 


Returning to Bro. Gould's history, wc 
learn: Immediately after the establish- 
ment of this Council in Paris by the 
Count De Grasse, the Grand Orient. 


U 
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viewing it as a rival, began to resist 
the claim, on the ground, tnat she was 
in possession o, the degrees known as 
the Scottish Rite, and had practiced them 
since 1762, that the addition oí four or 
fivc un- important degrees did not make 
a new rite of it, and that thc claim of 
the Council was preposicrous. 

The Grand Orient claims to have rc 
ceived all the known rites of Masonry 
into her bosom, beginning with thc Rite 
of Perfection, or Scottish System, and 
consisting of twenty-five degrces, 
<ontinuing so to do until she had ab- 
sorbed the whole, thereby destroying the 
action of the numerous Masonic Bodies 
in the work of conferring degrees. 

The “French Modern Rite" was the 
work performed by the Grand Orient 
from 1782 down to 1804, when De Grassc 


Tilley arrived with his, so called, new 


rite, and attempted to sct it up as a 
rival to the Grand Orient. Whereupon 
the Grand Orient claimed that the rite 
was not a new one, but that she had al- 
ways been in possession oi it since 1758, 
had given it to Morin in 1761, and that 
it came back to her by the hands of 
German Hacquct in 1803, in its pure un- 
adulterated state." 


It is no wonuer then, that immediate 
ly after the formation of the Supreme 
Council by De Grasse Tilley, quarrels 
began between the two bodies. The 
Supreme Council attempted to establish 
a Grand Lodge, and confer the Symbolic 
dlegrees, under thc title of the ‘Scottish 
Grand Lodge.” This history of Mason- 
ry in France is claborately written and 
does not concern us just at this timc. 
However, we have to make bricf refer- 
ences to it, to show the discordant times 
that existed; first the amalgamation oi 
the two Grand Bodies. and then separa- 
tion of the same shortly after. and the 
pretendent absorption of the Scottish 
Rite by the Grand Orient. and the denial 
of the said claim by the other Suzremc 
Bodies. Vessal, the French Masonic 
writer says, “The Grand Lodge oi 
France possessed the Scottish Rite be- 


fore it was known in the New Word 
and that the Scottish Rite, brought in: 
France by the Count De Gra: vc, arhi 
rarily and abusively re-modelled, is th 
same as that which the Grau! Lodx 
had possessed for forty years. Il 
further says; "The Ancient and ereto 
Rite is the same as that which the Gran 
Lodge of France possessed, that the im 
portant degrees of the Ancient ond Ac 
cepted Rite, are the same that were ca: 
ricd to the United States by Stephen 
Morin, that most of the inter collate 
degrees arc foreign to Scottish \: asonry 
having been borrowed from otlic: rites 


Folger, writes of these tronblesan 
times as follows: The power whic 
De Grasse's Supreme Council claimed 
the doctrines which it promuig:w ed. an 
the innovation upon old and estalilisie 
usages and laws, which it atten: ted u 
mtroduce, were quite strange «n:l un 
heard of. The Grand Orient. at once 
declared herself possessed of all the de 
grees which the Count De Grasse an 
his Council pretended to have. and a 
sumed the control over them. The wat 
between the two bodies was severe 
especially as De Grasse had turned tH 
whole matter into a volitica! machine 
his Surreme Council being com%osed a 
Ronarartists and the Grand Orient o 
Rovalists. On ‘the downfall nf th 
Fmrire, and the restoration oi Law

Quoting from the Report at the 
Grand Orator of the Chamler of Rites 
(Paris), we find: "That Supreme Coun- 
ci! (Charleston). tabors under very 
serious errors as it regards the laws by 
which it is governed, and the rights 
which it arrogates to itself. It refers to 
à decree of May tst. 1786, fathered uon 
Frederick. TI. King of Prussia, and by 
which, according to their statement, the 
twenty-five degrees have been extended 
10 thirty-three, and the rules of the rite 
established for the future. This rite, in 
fact, has no other truc. regulations than 
those decreed at Bordeaux, and as it 
revards the laws of Frederick Tb. it is 
most certain that they never had an 
existence. No traces of them have ever 
yet been discovered, either in Paris or 
Berlin. before the year 1804, and then 
they were brought from Charleston to 
Paris by Count De Grasse. 

Findel says on page 449 of his his- 
tory: 

"UNS early as 1814, the Grand Orient 
of France. had become aware that the 
Scottish Rite was endeavoring to under- 
mine her, and therefore sne felt. it in. 
cumhent on her, heine urged thereto bz 
numerous Lodges and Chapters, to strive 
to obtain the lead. and to centralize all 
systems and all Rites. The Supreme 
Council pour la France issued a circular 
letter of remonsiranee, which, however 
role po effect. Since Ni o!eon's 
(aM. this laiter had much deterierated, 
and had gradual!v shown greater signs 
al weakness and inactivitv, so that this 
eirenlar epistle was the last evidence a: 
animation which ts manifesed. [t joined 
the Grand Orient. the Suriıeme Council 
of whieh undertook. the conduct of the 
Rites, whitest the administration a; the 
lis her Degrees, i. e. from the degree 
of Prince of the Royal Secret to the 
very highest derree, was transferred. to 
the Grand Consistory, composed af 33 
members. who were anpointed Novem- 
ber 21st.1Sıg. After the members of the 
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Supreme Council of France had joined 


the Grand Orient, this latter became 
the Icgitimate and actual depositary of 
the Scotch Rite, which was not only 
afterwards acknowledged in a paper is- 
sued against her, but was likewise con- 
firmed hy the sounder of the Sucreme 
Council himself; for when De Grasse 
Tilley, in the beginning of the vear 1815, 
had returned to France, after his release 
from imprisonment. he was sat shed with 
appearing on the stage with the "Si reme 
Council for America," December 27, and 
carried on a trade in the high degrees 
very advantageous to himsclf, with the 
vies: of paving his debts. It was natural 
Fee the Grand Orient to warn her 
lodges against such a Coune as this.“ 


We think we have followed the for- 
tunes of Count De Grasse Tilley, far 
enough to reply to the sixth question of 
our article. as In eo varther would only 
carry us into the Masonic wars that en- 
sucd in Prance. and unite us with the 
broil that has existed since 1815, in that 
country, and which is no concern of the 
writer and docs nat convey any infor- 
mation to the “enquirer.” 


Question seven reads, “Why da we 
have two Surreme Councils. in the 
United States—a Northern and a South- 
ern lurisdiction? 


We might consistently ask another 
auestion, why do we have two Methodist 
Churches in the United States, the one 
called the methodist Church North and 
the other the Methodist Church South? 
To answer this question would he to 
say, that even the worship of thc Diety 
has not obliterated the feeling produced 
hy the “late war.” and North and South 
cannot Kneel at thc same Alter. Albert 
Pike had two dominant characteristics: 
the onc, he was a very zealous adherent 
of the Sonthern cause, and conse yuently 
a general in the Southern army. the 
other that he was nat a professing 
Christian. as the ritualistic work of his 
Jurisdiction. will disclose. These state- 
ments may bc a little awry. or not 
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germane to this subject, as we cannet 
connect the Council of Albert Tike 
formed from the fragments nf the 
Charleston Council, in 1863. ith the 


original Council formed there in iSo 
jut, as the Count De Grasse e. had 
long before, passed to Ins accovot, wit 
all his imper;ections on his head. he can 
not he charged with any short suing 
of Scottish Rite Masonry. as dice 
by the Northern or Southern rische 
tion of the Unted States o \meriv 
However, to the question:

Onc of the mast interesting phases of 
the development of the irrizated country 
is the astonishing growth of the new 
towns which. spring up as soon as en- 
gincering work is finished. In laying out 
many of its irrigation. projects the 
Government reserved certain tracts for 
the location of towns to supply the 
needs oi the new agricultural commu- 
nities. These towns are plotted in an 
attractive manner, with a central park 
from which radiate business streets and 
hroad avenues. Near the outskirts of 
the $0wnsitcs the lots include several 
acres suitable for extensive lawns or 
for the growing of fruit or truck. 


In the beautiful Sun River Valley in 
Montana the Government is construct 
ing an irrigation project. embracing 
about 250.000 acres of exceptionally 
fertile land. The first unit, known as 
the Fort Shaw Unit, is completed. The 
town or Simns lies in the western por- 
tian of the tract.

" n announcement of peculiar interest 
is th preparation and immediate publi- 
catia, in these pages of an article, or, as 
it wi! appear. a series of articles, by 
that veteran Masonte writer and scholar, 
Broticr John Yarker, of West Didsbury, 
England. The title, “Neglected and Dif- 
frult Points of Masonic History, and 
Clic"^v the Ancient or Jacobite Mason- 
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ry, is sufficient to stir anticipation and 
to whet the appetites of informed or in- 
quiring readers. Sccaking of the period 
covered Bra. Yarker says that “it has 
been quite neglected by all the histor: 
ians. This fact, in itself, would give 
unusual value to the material. It has 
song been my o inion tnat the conne: 
tion of Masonry with English politics 
and with the English dynastic struggles 
of the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries is vet to be told. I believe that 
with a clearer view of such connection 
much that is now obscure or unexplain- 
able in Masonic history and ritual might 
he understood. There is no man in Eng- 
land. or elsewhere, so well fitted for thc 
task of cleaning: some of these obscuri- 
tes. lle bas ziven the years of more 
than an average life-time to the study of 
Masonry, following along some paths 
absolutely unknown to the majority of 
Craft students. Especially has he given 
a keen and trained attention to the sub- 
geet of ritnalism. and has had opportunity 
beyond most others in gaining access to 
difficult and occult sources of informa- 
tion. Writing me of this series our dis- 
tinguished brother says: 

The conclusions to which ] arrive, 
and which I contend are proven, are as 
follows: 

That Scottish Masonry is rightly 
so termed, and had its origin long beiore 
any Grand Lodge, and was Christian. 


2.—That it derived from the Harod 
or Masters’ Fraternities, and as such 
claimed and had power to create and 
legalize Craft bodies. Ience it still has 


that right. but wisely forgoes it wherever. 


there is a Grand Lodge! That it had 
three degrees or points. represented hy 
the rresent Royal Order of Scotland 
(which probably brought them into 
England). 


3.—That in 1740, and long before, the 
three degrees were the Red Cross, Rose 
Croix and Templar Kadosh, taken over 
hy Dunckerly in t79r. 

*,—'That in 1754 thev added the triad 
of the Thrce Crowned Skulls. This was 
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not used by Dunckerly, though he used 
the Kadosh ladder. That in 1754 they 
also, and not Dunckerly, added the last 
degree, Knight of God, our present 32 
degrec. 


I then pass to the (VII Chapter) 
Rite of 25 degree, and in the VIII to the 
Right of 33 degree, showing that they 
arose, not in Charleston in 1801. ] close 
by asking the last named, as some others 
have done, to climinate from rituals and 
history all traces of the Morin frauds, 
and thus pave the way for a Letter feel- 
ing. But | admit that all degrees save 
the tour are worthless. 


Such material as is here promised is 
especially of value to Master Masons, as 
it will enable them to judge for them- 
selves the claims of other and supposed 
ulterior Rites. The purpose of this 
magazine is educative, and whatever will 
widen the horizon of Masonic learning 
for its readers is welcomed. The ' high- 
er criticism" in Masonry has come to 
stay, and we but make ourselves and 
the institutions ridiculous by refusing to 
examine whatever is presented, if it 
promises to substitute facts for fables. 
If it be necessary, in some cases, to pive 
up cherished possessions and helicfs, 
the truth that remains is worth more 
than all else. .

lor the purpose of determining the 
time it would take to accomelish the 
feat. the New York Times, the other 
day, iorwarded a message oi nine words, 
around the world by wire. 

It took exactly sixteen. and one-half 
minutes for the message to make the 
journey of 28,613 miles overland and 
under the scas of the twa hemispheres. 
In that time it passed through the hands 
of eighteen different agencies. operating 
land and sub-imarinc lines in the new and 
ald world, traversed the United States, 
and touched at the tlawaian Islands. 
Guam, the Phillinines. China, two parts 
of India, Africa. Spain and the Azores. 
It lashed along the bottom of the Pacific. 
\tantie and Indian Ozeans, the Red and 
Mediterrannean Seas and Suez Canal, 
and fram Madras to Bombay buzzed its 
way through the primeval forests ot the 
man-cating tiger, panther, boa-con- 
strictor and python. aver the 620 miles 
of land owned by the Indian Govern- 
ment. 

The experiment has a special signi- 
ficance in view of the fact that fifty-four 
years ago this month, Cyrus W. Field.

van colonies. 

From the introduction of the cable dates 
most of the feats of electrical. engineer- 
ing and other marvels which have since 
stirred the universe and fired the imagi- 
nation of the progressive and thoughtful. 
Since then Alexander Graham Bell has 
given us the telephone, Edison. the 
wonders of the elcctric light, Bessimer 
his great secrct of modern stcel making, 
Holland and Lake their sub-marine de- 
stroyers, Dc'any. his time annihilating 
telopost automatic telegraph system. 
Westinghouse. his striking mechanical 
inventions, and Marconi, his marvelous 
wireless system, not to overlook the 
automobile, thc air ship. and the great 
inventions which have made possible the 
mile a minute railroad train, the skv- 
scraper, the great canais. viaducts and 
bridges, which facilitate communication 
hetwecn communities and add to their 
comfort and convenience.

The cizhth and last inquiry, is as fol- 
ws When, where. by whom and 
ader what authority were these two

dictions) organized? 

We have treated all the matters ap- 
enin to this question in former is- 


ses. and it must necessarily be that this 
ticle will be, largely. a recapitulation 
t dormer writings. However, as there 
e sonic points that will require more 
mphasıs than others it will be neces- 
ry to dwell at length upon them. 
The Southern Jurisdtetion, as it is now 
alled. was organized by Albert Vike 
ad Allo rt. Gallatin Mackey. in the Ma- 
anc Vall at Charleston S. C. on No- 
ember 17, 1865, at which meeting, so 
ras their historian, they commenced the 
reconstruction of the Rite, upon the old 
nnen: ens. 
Mbert Pike, has been dubbed, by the 
Serius of that Council, “the re-builder 
restorer of the ancient mysteries of 
* Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite.” 
Tis would answer the question as to 
Seathern Council, but it will be- 
"me necessary to go behind this and 
hen s few historical facts leading up 
this re-organization and re-constritc- 
kon. and what was re constructed. 
The sume historian says: “So it was 
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with the Brethren at Charleston S. C. 
They were in possession of the Grand 
Constitutions of 17860 as well as 1762, to- 
gether with the rituals af the new rite 
formed as the Anetent and Accepted 
Scottish Rite and the new rite and 
Grand Constitutions of 1780, became 
their shield of protection and defense, 
by their appropriation and adoption, no 
power on earth then existing to dispute 
their right to them; and the parent Su- 
preme Council. which was formed agree- 
ably to the Constitutions of 7786, was 
that founded at Charleston S. C. on May 
31. 1801, by Bros. John Mitchell and 
Frederick Dalcho—the former a colonel 
im the American Army, and the latter 
à protestant clergyman. nd so was 
formed the first Supreme Council. This 
Supreme Council, founded at Charles- 
ton S. C. though composed of but two 
lnspectors—General in the beginning. 
heeame the mother and grandmother of 
all other legitimate Supreme Councils 
that were hrought into existence after it 
was first established, and which, with 
itself are the only legal authority of the 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
"reemasonry in America or elsewhere.” 

This then is thc organization that Al- 
bert Pike and Albert Mackey re-built 
and reconstructed at Charleston S. C. 
on November 17. 1865, and which argan- 
ization is now known as the Southern 
Jurisdiction of the ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite. We will now take a rce- 
trospective view, of this original organ- 
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ization known as the Charleston Council, 
established in 1801, and the two authors 
of its existence, John Mitchell and Fred- 
erick Daleho. On page 50 of Volger's 
history of The Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite, we find the following: “Tt 
appears to be very clear that they, 
(Mitchell and Dalcho) were not in pos- 
session of what they call the ' Secret 
Constitutions’ ratified by Frederick. 
when they manufactured the new rite in 
1801. Tf they were in possession of 
them. where did they get them? They 
were never known in Europe before the 
vear 1804. and in this country before 
the year 1802. But supposing all they 
say fo be truc, there would have elapsed 
a period of fifteen or sixteen. years. he- 
tween the ratification by Frederick, and 
their arrival here, during which no onc 
in Europe or America had ever heard 
anything about them. They are said to 
have turned up in Charleston, at that 
time, very much damaged by “Sea water 
and Attrition,” but nevertheless suffi- 
ciently legible for them to found and 
establish the new rite. for which these 
articles gave then authority. TTaving 
them in possession, why did they not 
follow the direction which they gave? 
Why did they leave out entirely. two of 
the degrees, displace others, and put in 
degrees which these statutes did not call 
for? The simple truth is. that they had 
not the Constitutions at that time—thev 
had not vct manufactured them.” 

As it regards Frederick IT. we deem 
M unnecessary to say anything further 
than we have already said in this history. 
lle was not the Commander of the de- 
gree of the Prince of the Royal Secret, 
he had nothing to do with the Secret 
Constitutions of 1786, and the whole 
story concerning hath Frederick and the 
Secret Constitutions is the veriest hum- 
hug that was ever palmed off upon the 
Masonic fraternity.” 

Tn 1802. Mitchell and Dalcho, can- 
ferred the 33rd degree nn De Grasse 
Tilley, Macquet and De la Hogue, and 
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a number of other unimportant mem- 
bers and thus was the new rit pra 
mulgated. 

Ragon the French historian, speaking 
of this Council, says: "In 1783. Morin 
and his coadjuters, notwithstandisz the 
annulling oi his patent, and his r: 
1766, go on constituting Chapter: and 
Councils in different places. lu that 
year, they erect. in Charleston, South 
Carolina, the Grand Lodge of Ccrfe 
tion; but the Prince Masons at Charles: 
ton. who were all Jews, not satisted 
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with the Rite of Perfection, con-i-tinz 
of twenty-five degrees, in 1801 iret 
eight degrees more, making in all thirty 
three degrees; and, on their own iter 
itv. without any legal Masonic right 
whatever, constitute themselves the St 
preme Scottish Council of Ameri a and 
the French possessions. John Mitchell, 
Frederick Daleho, and Emanuel de |a 
Motta, Abraham Alexander, and Isar 
Auld, are the five persons who created 
à Supreme Council of the 33rd degree 
at Charleston. Three of the above are 
Jews; the other two had been invezglel 
into the concern.“ Mark, Albert Pike- 
historian says, that Mitchell and Dalehe 
alone, organized the Council. evidently 
Tike et al, were ashamed of their as 
sociates. 

Ragon. again says: “On the ph e 
December, this Supreme Council sues 
à circular, signed and purportso: t 
came irom the five before mentioned 
persons, defining the degrees which they 
practiced—in number thirty thre but 
never once intimating in the whole è!

The 
members of the Council as published in 
the year 1813 are as follows: John 
Mitchell, Frederick Dalcho, Emanuel De 
la Motta, Isaac Auld, and James 
Moultrie. Matters remained in this 
semidormant condition until 1822, when 
some little excitement, and consequent 
activity was created by the Sovereign 
Grand Consistory of New York, assum- 
ing an agressive attitude in Charleston. 
and with the sympathy of some other 
Masonic bodies, De la Motta. and onc 
Joseph MeCosh, took up arms. and quite 
à controversy was kept up, whieh finally 
brought about a revival in the Supreme 
Council, the number of its members in- 
creasing to cight, which was for them a 
considerable number. Jahn Mitehell and 
Isaae Auld were out. leaving three of 
the old members, with five additional 
ones, viz. Jacob De la Motta, the son oi 
Emanuel, Joseph McCosh, Alexander Me 
Donald, Horatio G. Street. and Moses 
Molbrook.

i ‘he month of January 1860, Albert 


Pike and Albert G. Mackey colecting to- 
gether a number of members or the old 
Supreme Council of New Orleans known 
as the Foulhouz Council, which had its 
origin in Louisiana, and created a union, 
so called, and obtained fron the Foul- 
houz members some of the old rituals, 
of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish 
Rite, and after appointing cach other ta 
the offices of Sovereign Grand Com- 
mander and Secretary General they at- 
tempted ta hold a meeting in Charles- 
ton, S. C. but à quorum not being pres- 
ent, they made a second effort. aud suc- 
ceeded in holding a meeting in Wash- 
ington D. C. on the 28th day oi March 
1860. At this meeting a strony effort 
was put forth to infuse a spark oi life 
into the old Charleston Council, which 
had laid dormant from 1828, at which 
time it went out of existence. In his al- 
locution of 1878. page 20. Abert Pike 
says, that he first heard of the Supreme 
Council in 1834, when it had only seven 
members and he further states that in 
Way. the Rite; had little life anywhere, 
except in Lonisianna, It is claimed that 
Albert Pike was made a 33rd degree Ma- 
son, by onc C. Samory. In 1870. Albert 
Pike, in his allocution to his Supreme 
Couneil states, that by union with that 
of the New Orleans (Eoulhouz) Council. 
the Charleston Dody obtained the 
Ancient Kecepted Scottish: Rituals 
through the cfforts of Samory and Iade- 
hat former members of the Foulhouz 
Council, and that nothing was. known 
beiore this union of the history of thc 
Rite, and that it was but the shadow oti 
a name. In the same allocution.. Pike 
says: “| am often asked why we do not 
publish. our old transactions. to which I 
am compelled to reply that we have 
none to publish. We have no recard af 
the transactions at Charleston trom: iso 
to 1860. On page 18 of the same, Al- 
bert Pike, states: “The memory of the 
Secretary General is the only proof of 
the election of any dignitary or member 
from 1802 to 1859. It is certain that no 
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regular record hook of the Transactions 
was ever kept either in the Supreme 
Council or Subardinate Bodies. as nonc 
has ever been known or seen; in fact 
they cannot be produced at the present 
time.” The claim is made that their re- 
Cords were destroyed by the negroes, 
who made a raid on the home of IE. T. 
Carson during the Civil War May wc 
ask what became oi the records of the 
Subordinate Bodies that composed this 
Supreme Couneil during the time he- 
tween 1804 and 1852, or the records from 
1852 to 1837 when Albert Pike was made 
4 33rd by C. Samory. The claim put 
forth by the Southern Jurisdiction that 
they are the ^ Mother Supreme Council 
of the World, cannot be sustained as 
‘many of the Supreme Councils of Europe 
were working during all these years. 
and for very many years before the 
Charleston Council was dreamed of, and 
‘whose Records prove, beyond a doubt, 


“that all the degrees up to the 25th, were 


being worked, at the time Stephen 
Morin. came to the West Indies with a 
Patent from France, to establish them 
in America. The additional eight de- 
grees, and the seven of them, are only a 
re-arrangement oi degrees that were 
known to, and worked in France, and 
had been held in abeyance for over fitv 
years by the Grand Orient of France. 
and she thirty-third was manufactured 
out of whole cloth by Mitchell, Dalcho 
et al, and is not a degree, but an insignia 
of presidency. History is emphatie in 
its declarations; and the Charleston 
Couneil has never attempted to deny. 
that Stephen Morin received his author: 
ity from the Supreme Council of France, 
and at was from him that the Charleston 
Council received its authority. If this is 
true, it is the most unwarranted arrog- 
ance for the Southern Jurisdiction to call 
itself the “Mother Council of the 
World.” 


During the time from its attempted 
ressurcction at the 1860 meeting and 
1866, it was m'a condition of inoecuous 


desuitudc, and only after the close a 
the war did it assume any appearance 
of life. 

Since 1866 its record is an open hock 
and can be consulted by anyone desirous 
of becoming acquainted with it hat © 
that part of its existence we have noth- 
ing to do. [n our next we will take ui 
the “Northern Jurisdiction, and histori 
ally review its existence, and show that 
irom 1813 to 1867, it positively, and un 
-quivically denied the truth oi the 
‘monstrous” Constitutions oi 1780. ant 
wouid have nothing to do with them, but

How are the BE. of the 
Lodges in the AN. M. F. represented in 
the Grand and Supreme Lodges? 

Answ.— The Daughter Lodge is rev- 
sented in the local Grand Lodge by ‘its 
R.W.M. and Wardens, and in the Su- 
preme Lodge by the Grand Master in 
the local Grand Lodge. 

Quest.—How was the Craft governed 
before the four London T.adwes formed 
in 1717 the Mother Grand Lodge of the 
world? 

Ans.—Beiore answering this ques- 
tion, the Bro. asking it had better learn 
that the Grand Lodge of England is 
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not the Mother Grand Lodge of the 
world. nor does it lay claim to that title, 
it is the Premier Grand Lodge of thc 
world. and with the Grand Lodges of 
Scotland and Ireland is one of the Moth- 
er Grand Lodges, as from these three 
all the Grand I.odges of the world de- 
rive their being. In England and Ire- 
land prior to the formation ai Grand 
Lodges in these countries—and, indeed, 
for many years thereafter—it was the 
custom when the requisite number of 


Masons were assembled together to iorm 
themselves into a Lodge, such a J. odge 
might only be tor making a new mem- 
ber or might be of a permanent charac- 
ter. In Scotland Lodges were formed 
either by branching off from a larger 
Lodge as in the case of the “Journey 
man Lodge of Edinburgh,’ which branch- 
ed oif from "Mary's Chapel,“ or more 
gencrally by warrants from a superior 
and morc ancient Lodge, known as the 
“ Mother Lodge,” a title borne from time 
immemorial by the ancient Lodge of 
Kilwinning. The government of its 
Daughter lodges by the Mother Lodge 
in no way resembled modern Grand 
Lodge Government and partook much of 
the feudal nature, the Daughter Lodge 
being largely independent, paying a 
yearly tribute to the Mother as a token 
of dependence. 

A good York Rite Brother asks why 
M wc of the Ancient Scottish Rite 
brand as a he the alleged connection 
of Frederick of Prussia with the Rite, 
do we use the Prussian Eagle as an 
Emblem ? The Bro. mistakes gricvously 
when he thinks that we do so: the 
double-headed “ Black and White Eagle 
of Kadosh” was an emblem of our Or- 
der before the Dukes of Brandenburgh 
became Kings of Prussia. The Eagle of 
the 33rd Degree is the Eagle of Kadosh 
Crowned, as what is now the 33d. was 
originally the installed degree of Ka- 
dosh.

Jose Peon del Valle, elected Grand 
First Watchman, entered the Masonic 
documents of his maternal grandfather. 
i Mason of the 30 deg., Louis Maria del 
Vall. from 1792 to 1828. (It is a com- 
mon Spanish custom for a man to bear 
his mother’s name, W.A.D.) These doc- 
uments prove the existence of Masonry 
in Cuba from the year 1818 to 1822, and 
the actual existence of Masonry in the 
Republic of Mexico, by the document or 
the Lodge “Tolerant School No. II.” 
Its cust at Jalapa in the year 1828. Bro. 
Peon del Valle, in a splendid discourse. 
related. the history covering the period 
af the great struggle for cmancipation. 
It was entered in the documents of the

CRAFT MASONRY AND THE 
GUILD CHARGES. 

The history of Craft Masonry is so 
fraught with legend. and mythical lorc, 
that it is extremely difticult tor the Ma- 
sonic student to separate the true from 
the false. However, we know that the 
virtues of Masonry have à foundation 
that entitles them to recognition, wheth- 
er that origin be ancient or modern. 
Whether or not the principles we expect 
to illustrate in these articles, had their 
origin in the building of Solomon's 
Temple, or whether they anti-datcd 
that period, or whether they were 
created or adopted during the transition 
period, between operative and specula- 
tive Masonry, or whether of a later 
period, this much we will vouch for, that 
they are good and praiseworthy. Solo- 
mon is credited with much wisdom, and 
among other things, he said, or it is 
related of him, that, “With all thy get- 
ting get understanding.” This seems 
to have heen the aim of Masonry from 
its inception, or at any rate from its 
recognition. We purpose, in a series o: 
articles in these pages, to cull out the 
wisdom of the ages as apphed to opera- 
tive Masonry and speculative Masonry, 
and lay that wisdom at the feet of Ma- 
sonic students. that they may profit 
withal. We will start out with the 
"Regius" MS.. date 1400, and preface it 
with a short biographical sketeh of King 
Athelstan. 

“Athelstan, King ol England. born 
Sos, died 04i. succeeded his father, Eel- 
ward the l-Ider. in 923. He was victoriou 
in his wars with the Danes of North- 
umberland. and the Scots. by whom 
they were assisted. After a signal over- 
throw of his enemies at Brunanburgh he 
governed in peace and with great abil- 
ity.”

It befell sometimes that great ford. 


had not such large possession»: thai 
they could well advance their tree 
begotten children for they had so many:

And they 
sent after wise Masters of the worthy 
science of geometry. that through their 
wisdom they might ordain them some 
honest living.

That no 
Master be found wittinzxly to help or 
procure to be a maintainer and sustainer 
of any common nightwalker to rob, by 
the which manner of nightwalking they 
may not fulfil their day's work and 
travel, and through the condition their 
Fellows might be wroth. 

“The eighth Article is this —That if 
it beiall that any Mason that he perfect, 
and cunning come for to seck work, and 
tnd an imperfect and uncunning Mason 
working, the Master. of the place shall 
receive the pertect and do away with the 
imperfect to the profit of his lord. 

"The ninth Article is this— That no 
Master shall supplant another: for it is 
said in the Art of Masonry, that no man 
can make an end so well of work, begun 
by another. to the profit af his lord, as 
he that began it, to end it by his matters, 
or ta whom he sheweth his matters. 

“This Council is made by divers Lords 
Masters of provinces, and 
divers Conzgregations of Masonry, and it 
is. to wit. that whose covetcth to come 
to the state 0; the foresaid Art it. be- 
haveth them: —

and not upon the work day, for hinder- 
ing of the work and profit of the lord. 

The seventh Point—That he covet 
not the wife. nor the daughter of his 
Master's neither o; his Fellows, but it 
he in marriage, nor hold concubines for 
discord that might fall among them. 

The eighth Point, lf it befall him to 
be Warden under his Master, that he be 
truc mean between his Master and his 
Fellows, and that he be busy in the ab- 
scence of his Master, to the honor ot 
his Master, and profit of the lord that 
he servcth. 

The ninth Point,—If he be wiser and 
subtler than his Fellow working with 
him in his Lodge, or any other place, and 
he perceiveth that he should leave the 
stone that he is working upon for defect 
of cunning, and can teach him and 
amend the stone. he shall inform him. 
and help him, that the morc love may 
increase among them, and that thc work 
of the lord be not lost.

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FREE MASON 
CHURCH AND CRAFT 


The question whether or not Masonic 
Lodges should attend church is frequent- 
ly mentioned in the reports ot Grand 
Lodges with various opinions according 
lo the personal view of the Grand Master 
speaking. We have been interested in 
the remarks made on this subject by 
Bro. Louis Block, committee on frater- 
nal correspondence in the Grand Lodge 
ot lowa. His remarks were suggested 
while reviewing the proceedings of the 
Grand Lodge of Canada. Speaking of 
the great number of dispetsations issued 
by the Grand Master, he says:—DBy far 
the greater proportion were issued for 
the purpose of permitting a Lodge to 
attend divine service, which we presume 
means allowing them to attend as a 
Lodge in a body. and perhaps wearing 
the insignia and full regalia oi the Order. 
Personally, says Bro. Block, we are de- 
cidedly opposed to the granting of a dis- 
pensation permitting a Lodge to attend 
as à Masonic body the services of any 
partienlar denominational church. To 
us this smacks entirely too much of 
making a public parade of something 
Which should be a seeret and sacred re- 
ligiaus service. We cannot conceive 
what possible good can come a. such a 
public exhibition. We do not believe 
that a Masonic Lodge has any right to 
require a Brother to attend the. church 
of a denomination in whose creed he 
has no belief. We cannot see how the 
persistence in a practice of this kind can 
fail to disrupt the Order, and contract 
the “common platform" upon which the 
Jew. the Christian, the Pharisec. and the 
Mohammedan have heretofore met in 
fraternal communion to the narrow con- 
fines of a creed. It strikes us so very 
queer to find Masons strenuously con- 
tending that Masonry is not a religious 
Order, and at the same time finding 
them making such desperate efforts to 
eet their lodges to turn out to church 
ina body. 

If the Masonic Order is to accomplish 
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anything toward bringing about a realiza- 
tion of its ideal of the brotherhood of 
man, it must be very carciul in no way 
10 emphasise the creedal and denomi- 
national differences that in the past have 
served only to divide and separate good 
men and true, and keep Brothers apart. 
On the contrary, it should strive to for- 


get these differences, that lead inevit- 


ably to dissension and disaster, and con- 


centrate its attention solely upon the 


great, essential, simple articles of faith 
that the Masonic Order has promulgated 


time immemorial—íaith in God, 
the hope of immortality, and the love 
of all ankind. A belief in these will be 
conceded by every one, and is quite 
enough. It is when we begin to drift 
away from these that we are wandering 
beyond the circumference of the circle 
oi Masonic harmony. chasing 
strange gods who will inevitably involve 
us in religious riots and sectarian scrim- 
mages. It seems to us that the only 
purpose the Brethren can have in mind 
in turning out to a church service in a 
body is to try to make an impression on 
the profanc, to show them that we arc 
not scoffers, atheists, and outcasts, but 
really so good and pious that we want 
to go to church in a body. Some of us 
secm to think that going to church in 
itself constitutes religion. The Order 
has no need to resort to this practice in 
order to defend its reputation in the 
minds of the profane, no more need to 
do this now than it has had in the past. 
It is not called upon to defend itself in 
this way, or make any public protesia- 
tion of its religious faith. We had far 
better obcy the injunction of the Master 
and retire into our closet to pray, rather 
than, like the Pharisee oi old, perform 
our devotions to be scen of men. Our 
religious faith is too sacred a matter to 
be made the subject of a public cxhibi- 
tion.

AN IMPORTANT DISCOVERY 


During a search in the vaults of the 
town hall, at Duns, Scotland, for curios 
and antiques for the forthcoming Scot- 
tish National Exhibition, several boxes 
were discovered thick with the dust of 
years. On being opened they were 
found to contain masonic aprons, batons, 
and cones belonging to the ancient Ma- 
sonic Lodg Duns, No. 23, which was in- 
stituted 150 vears ago.

which was opened in 1802, but which 
also slumbered for many years until 
growing Freemasonry had the chapter 
reopened a few months ago.—London

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MASONIC APPLAUSE 


As to correct. form of applause in a 
Masonic lodge, replying to à correspond- 
ent, we would say nothing of a definite 
character has been satisfactorily settled. 
In the Grand Lodge of England the 
form of Masonic applause, we under- 
Stand, is by striking the knee once with 
the hand, or, more usually, by a single 
clap. According to our English brethren 
continued appiause is quite out of or- 
der. Many of the English subordinate 
lodges adopt the Grand J.odge form. 

In thé Grand Lodge of Ireland the 
brethren clap their hands as in Canada, 
and there is no restriction as to the 
number of times. The same applies to 
the subordinate lodzes ın that country. 
The method adopted in the Scottish 
lodges is precisely.the same as that for 
the English lodges. In the United 
States a similar form prevails to that 
followed in our Canadian lodgces.— Na- 
sonic Sun.

Cambridge, Ohio, January 31, 1801. 
bert Pike, Esq. 

Dear Sir and Very IM Bro.: The 
iniculties and troubles Bro Yates and 
aseli, and a few others, have had to 
entend with, under the administration at 
ar venerable Past Grand Commanders. 
hogs and Raymond. have been great 
fre Gourgas has become aged and al- 
wit disgusted with the world, caused 
the \Vuoti- Masonite excitement, and the 
tachory of those he deemed friends and 
itliers, and by the continued efforts of 
‘n Cerneau party in New York. Il’cel- 
ar u all were unworthy, he did all 
ans power to cripple us, and retard the 
egress of the Rite. the continual 
tumbling of Bro Raymond and our 
mston friends. at the doings of Bro 
jürpas, and the promise, if they had 

power, everything should be done 
the welfare and spread of the Rite, 
duc ce us to effect a change in the gov- 
mment of the Council. Bros Christie 
lates, and self, resigned our official sta 
ms as officers of the Sup Council, re- 


Fani eur seats as inembers thereat, 
Our action. caused also [iro Gourgas te 
resign, and the post fell to Bro Raymond. 
The change has been from bad to almost 
total ruin. Bro Raymond has, and would 
continue to enjoy, the honors, but has 
ever been unwilling, ar unable; to ful 
All the many duties of hs high station, 
It decrees or resolutions have been pass- 
ed by the Council, they have not been 
carried into effect. The reason for his 
not doing so, has been sickness, or want 
of time to attend ta the duty. The Pod- 
ies of the Rite have, year alter year. 
prayed. the Supreme Council for some 
Rules and Regulations for their govern- 
ment. The matter has been delayed to. 
“give Bro Raymond time to examine the 
old Constitutions." Finding revolution 
would be the result of further delay, he 
requested me to prepare a full Code oi 
laws for the Government of the Su- 
preme Council and for the Bodies under 
it" and report at the May mecting of 
1460. 

I consulted. the old members ot the 
Council. and af the Order. and Bro 
Moore (one otc the committee), and sub- 
mitted the matter to Bro Raymond at 
that meetinee Ille then informed me he 
was not ready to report. as he wished to 
examine the old Constitutions, and claim- 
ing the right as Chairman to withhold 
the Report. Bra Moore and self being 
à majority of the Committee, determined 
to make the report; to prevent our doing 
so, the M. P. Grand Commander would 
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not open the Council. 

Previous to the removal of the Coun 
«il to Boston. they passed an order for 
the organization of a Sov. Cons. of Suh 
l. of the R. S. Bro Raymond, npon tak- 
ing his scat as M. P Sov. Gr Com. 
would not permit its organization. Im 
Maec at it, he resolved the Sup Council 
into a Sov Consistory, and invited the 
Bodies of the Jurisdiction to send three 
delegates to it, the M. 1% Gr Comme and 
afficers of the Sup. Council, presiding 
thereat. [n that irregular and uncansti- 
tutional body, without form, Rules or 
Regulations, we transacted our business 
and conferred degrees ete. In May 1860, 
our Princes of the R. S. were in open 
revolt, and ready far rebellion, unless 
something was done for them. & mia- 
jority of the Sup Council took the matter 
in hand, and carried a resolution for thc 
immediate organization of a Sov.

We will now see what the historian 
Folger says ol this Combination: 

In this Union of the Haves and Ray- 
mond bodies there ts presented a most 
marvellous spectacle. On the one hand 
was the Hayes Council, assuming to he 
the successor of Joseph Cernenu. who 
establishel it in 1807, ignoring the Secret 
Constitutions of Frederick, said to have 
been made by him in 1786, declaring itseli 
to be governed by the Constitutions of 
1702. and the General Laws, Rules, and 
Regulations of the Masonic. Order its 
officers elective -its ruling body strictly 
representative—the powers of its offic- 
ers delegated, and limited, and all its ac- 
tions governed by a majority. As such 
it nad friendly relations, and Represen- 
tatives in the Grand Orient of France-- 
the Sup. Council of Franee——the Su- 
preme Council of Belgium—the Sup. 
Council of Brazil, and the Sup. Council 
of New Granada. As long as it main- 
tained its ground, in the face of the op- 
position which was raised against it, the 
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position of the Cerneau-Hayes Council 
was gand, and growing mare popular ev 
ery year. 

On the other hand, was the Raymond 
body, which was established by Gourgas 
as à body in 1848, had its East in New 
York City tor two or three years, and 
then removed to Boston, Mass. about 
ISat. In this body Mr. Raymond be 
came Sov. Grand Commander, as ste- 
cessor ol Giles Fonda Yates, who re- 
signed in his favor. Mr. Raymond was 
4 very strong and decided believer in 
the doctrine of the Seeret Constitutions 
oi Frederick, and during his Presidency, 
endeavored to carry them out to. the 
letter. All the members that he received 
were, at first, entirely of the same opinion 
as himself, and their secret, as well as 
their open denunciations of their oppon- 
ents, were, “neither few nor small."

Council resuscitated, and the Cerneau 
body was left to itself. 

To follow the fortunes of the Cerncan 
sody. under the conditions that existed

MASONIC TEMPLARS LITIGATING 


The record was closed in an action by 
the Grand Encampment of the Temple 
and Malta in Scotland against the Grand 
Priory oi the Religious and Military Or- 
der of the Temple and Malta in Seat- 
land in whieh declarator is asked that 
à resolution passed at a meeting of the 
Grand Encampment held in Glasgow in 
Iebruary, 1909. approving of the amalgi 
mation of the Grand Encampment and 
the Great Priory was moved and carried 
in breach of the constitution of the Grand 
Encampment: that the Grand Eneamp- 
ment has never validly executed. the 
agreement of amalgamation, and that the 
pretended execution of the agreement at 
a jomt meeting of the Grand Encanip- 
ment and the Great Priory at Edinburgh 
in April. 1909. was null and void. Dec- 
laratec is also asked that the pursuers 
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still exist as à separate society, aoul tha 
the Great Priory has no righi any 
part of their funds. The pursuers ack 
that the defenders should be ordained i 
deliver the archives and insignia oo the 
Grand Encampment in their prossession 
to give an accounting of the funts he- 
longing to the Grand Encampment, and 
to pay £200 or such sum as shall appear 
to be due. Interdiet is sought aun ch, 
Great Priory interfering. with Eucamy 
ments which have not consented to the 
amalgamation. 

The pusuers are (0) the Grawl La 
campment and three of the offteec-bearer 
as representing it, (2) a number oi in 
dividual members of it. (3) Ayr Encamp 
ment of Knight Templars Xo. and 
number of the office-bearers, C41 num 
her of individual members of the vor En 
campment, (3) the Loudoun FPucamp 
ment No. 6 and office-bearers, io 
number wor individual members i the 
Loudoun Encampment, and (2) an in 
dividual member of Moira Umen En- 
vampment No. 2.

Te 
Grand Kneampment and the other Er 
campments, of which there are a con 
siderable number besides those pursuing, 
are Masonic bodies carrying on Templa- 
Masonry in Scotland. and are venta 
association, The Eneampments arc in 
dependent societies, and the Grand pg 
campment regulates certain matters at 
common interest. While formerly hold. 
ing charters and working under the 
Karly Grand Encampment o ql 
Knights Templars of Ireland haus 
of great antiquity--the Scottish Uucamp 
ments in 1822 organised. a Grand] En. 
campment to which the Early Grand Ew 
campnmnent transferred its who! powe 
and authority as regarded the Scotus! 
Fncampments. They state that the Grea 
Priory is a body which naw chan u 
carry on Templar Masonry in Scotland 
but it has not an unbroken and leciti 
mate connection with the Tempe Ma 
onn of the eighteenth century, and 
within resent times, it was nota Mason 
bady. 

For some years past there has heen: 


srt both among the members of the 
Grand Encampment and of the Great 
Pnory in favour of amalgamating the 
we bodtes, and negotiations have taken 
dace. In 1908 the Grand Master's Coun- 
eil a the Grand Encampment opened 
negotiations with the Great Priory for 
the purpose of effecting an amalgama- 
ton. These negotiations were not an- 
thorized by the Grand Eneampment or 
by any of the subordinate Encampments, 
ind during the course oi the negotiations 
they were not informed of the progress 
that was being made nor of the terms 
upon which it was proposed to amalga- 
mate. At a quarterly assembly of the 
Grand Encampment held in Glasgow on 
February 20, 1909. an agreement af amal- 
zumatian was approved. The agreement 
was signed by commissioners represent- 
me the Grand Encampment and by rep- 
resentatives of the Great Priory at a 
mint meeting held in Edinburgh on April 
4.1009. The pursuers say that the mo: 
lian approving of the agreement was 
made im breach of the constitution. and 
contrary to the general statutes and ordi- 
nances of the Grand Encampments, and 
n particular of rule 28, which is—" No 
motion for altering or abrogating an 
existing law. or for enacting à new one, 
ir for disposing of any of the property 
er junds of Grand Encampment, except 
‘or charitable purposes shall be made 
except at a quarterly meeting: and such 
motion shall not be discussed until the 
a3cceeding regular meeting.“ it is fur- 
ther said that the motion was incompet- 
ent, because the views upon it of the sub- 
ordinate Eneampments had not been ob- 
ined. Tt was not within the power of 
the Grand Eneampment to enter mto the 
amalgamation without the consent of the 
subordinate Encampments, The pur- 
wers aver that the opposition to the 
ama! Zamation was so strong in the sub- 
ordinate Encampments that it would 
have been impossible to bring it about 
lad the proceedings been carried through 
regularly and in accordance with the 
rules and constitution. Irrespective of 
the procedure adopted the agreement 
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was, the pursuers sav, ultra vires of the 
Grand Eneampment and the subordinate 
lencampments in respect that it ato 
tempted to bring about their own extine- 
tion and the loss of their identity in a 
body which cannot. claim an unbroken 
and legitimate descent trom any Templar 
body whose history goes further hack 
than the beginning of the nineteenth 
century, and cannot trace its descent fur- 
ther back than 1850 except through a 
calling itself the Grand Priory. founded 
body calling itself the Grand Priory 
founded in 1843. of which non- Masons 
could. and did become members, 

The defenders plead that the pursuers 
not having. either as associations or as 
individuals, title to suc the action should 
be sdismissed; that the pursuers’ avcr- 
ments arc irrelevant: that all parties arc 
not. called: that the amalgamation was 
competently, regularly, and effectually 
resolved upon. and carried through ac- 
cording to law: and that the amalgama- 
tion being valid and binding on all en 
campments in connection with the Grand 
Encampment as at the date of the amal- 
vamation, and no other bodies havmg 
any right to challenge the same the pur- 
suers were not entitled ta decree that 
the encampments named were not bound 
by the amalgamation. They deny that 
the Grand Encampment or any bodies 
or individuals entitled to represent it arc 
pursuers in this action. They deny the 
pursuers other averments, and in a state- 
ment of facts they explain that the Great 
Priory represents Masonic Templar 
badies whieh existed in Scotland prior 
to i811, and ultimately in 1907 adopted 
its present designation. Early in the 
present century à movement develoned 
tor the amalgamation of all the Masonic 
bodies associated under these two 
governing bodies under one supreme cen- 
tral authority which would unite and 
absorb both. Negotiations were carried 
on for some years and the proposals 
were fully considered by both organiza: 
tions and the subordinate Preceptories 
and Tncampments. The agreement in 
question was arrived at and executed in 
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strict conformity with the constitutions 


of ang is binding upon both the uniting 
organizations and their subordinate 
bodies The Moira Union Encampment 
was à party to it, and was represented at 
the mecting at which the agreement 
was signed and it is said that nonc oi 
the bodies claming to pursuc the action 
has any right or title to the designations 
claimed by them. 

The pursuers deny these statements in 
so ſa as not in accordance with their 
^ verments.

pure fountain of all Scottish Masonry, 
the ancient Mother Lodge of Kibwin- 
ing. David Reid. Secretary of the 
G. L. of Scotland at the instiga- 
tion of the American York Rite, (which 
refuses to recognize Masons made in 
Scotland.) says the A. NI. 1% is unree- 
agnized, this is his personal unsupported 
statement as the question has not vet 
heen passed on by the G. L. but the . 
M. F. is recognized by many foreign 
grand bodies who are also in amity with 
the Grand Lodge of Scotland, and should 
that latter body he so ill advised as to de- 
clare nan-intercourse wi th the X. M. E. 
the A. M. F. like the famous Jack Daw oi 
Reihms will be “never a bit the worse” 
while the Grand J.odge of Scotland may 
be laying up a pile of trouble on which 
it will pay interest in the future.

From the foregoing it scem that the

happens in America. The writer cf the 
item says, and says truly, that “taere is 
an undoubted tendency in America to- 
ward making a snap judgment of cvery- 
thing Masonic; and in cvery case it 
would be well to go to the original 
source for information."

Does the 
writer mean that he acknowledges Scut- 
land to be the original source of all 
Masonry, and therefore a sort of Cour: 
of last resort in Masonic disputes? We 
hardly think he would go that length. 
and if hc did, that Masons hailing from 
England and Ireland would agree with 
him. 1f he means that the American 
Masonic Federation claims to derive its 
authority from the Grand Lodge of Scot- 
land. then he does not understand our 
position, We claim it is true that we 
practice Scottish Masonry: that the 
souree from which we derive it we trace 
direct to Scotland. Burt. it left Scotland 
before the Grand Lodge of Scotland was 
formed in 1736. and hails through An- 
drew Michael Ramsey and the Mother 
Lodge, Kilwinning. 
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The only tie which binds us to Scot- 
land in the Symbolic degree is a senti- 


mental one; we trace our descent from 
there and we practice the system worked 
there: and for the sake of “auld lang 
syne” our hearts all warm to the name 
of Scotland and Scottish Masonary; 
while many of us, also, first saw material 
and Masonic Light in the dear old land, 
and if we had any dispute to settle or 
difficulty to arbitrate, we know of none 
to whom we could morc readily submit 
our claim than the Grand Lodge of Scot- 
land. as it is, however, we arc unaware 
of any such existing. It is true our York 
Rite BR. have opposed and persecuted 
us on every possible occasion and it may 
be that we have been more human than 
Christian and failed to turn the other 
cheek; all we ask ts to be let alone to 
work out our own destiny and promul- 
gate our own Masonic ideas. 


That the Grand Lodge of Scotland. 
through misrepresentation from York 
Rite sources. has been led to believe 
that we claim to work by her authority 
we can readily credit, and that she will 
enquire as to the truth of such state- 
ments is also credible: as vet, how- 
ever. the A. MI. Fo has not been ap- 
proached and we do not believe that the 
Grand Lodge of Scotland will fallow the 
example of the country justice who 
would only listen to one side lest the 
other would upset the opinion he had 
already formed 


Neither do we think that any decision 
rendered by the Grand Lodge of Scot- 
land would be accepted as binding by 
the American York Rite unless it agrecd 
with them. 


There ts one other thing that has to 
be considered, and that is this: tha: 
though we arc proud of the fact that we 
can trace our Masonic ancestry hack to 
Scotland. which we believe to be the 
birth-place of Masonry, and revere as 
such, that we are an American organi- 
zation, incorporated in one of the States 
of the American Union and amenable 
cn the Blue degrees to no onc unless we 
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ourselves ask them to act for us. 


There is one thing so clearly to 


cen from this effort of the Yorkists 
embroil the A. XI.

So, we can 
assert that in Caledonia and Hibernia 
Freemasonry was practised from time 
immemorial. For instance, there is no 
fixed date as to the establishment or 
the time of the constitution of “Mother 
Ladge” of Kilwinning ot Scotland. The 
same can be said of the “First Lodge" 
of Ireland. Mother Lodge of Kilwinning 
and the first lodge of Ireland, both cast 
the rays of Masonic light on above over 
thosc two kindoms, Caledonia and Hi- 
hernia respectively. We are not partial 
to the ancient kindoms of Caledonia and 
Hibernia; for we maintain that the 
masonic craft was known and practised 
in Britian, including Wales Jong before 
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Abraham, Moses, Solomon King ot 
Israel, Hiram, King of Tyre. Hiram, the 
Builder and Sesostris of Egypt. Were 
they the great patrons of Masonry by 
whom it was systematized into degree 
work, corresponding to or resembling 
the systematic Masonic works of the 
present age. Or had it been handed 
down in systematic form from preceding 
ages? Those queries are suggestive to 
the Masonic student. But, we maintain 
that Egypt above other nations ot an- 
tiquity, had stood foremost in the pos 
session and practice of Freemasonry in 
regular degree form, with work symbolic 
in instruction; and that the same was 
subsequently carried into Europe from 
Egypt at an early age or period of time, 
before the Patriarchal age, is clearly 
evident. 

Phoenicia, Greeee, Spain, once known 
as Hispania and Iberia and "The Isles ot 
the Gentiles”, known as Britannia, Cale 
donia and Hibernia were in possession 
of Ancient Masonry. Masons in those 
countries were acknowledged as such, 
at home and abroad among their breth- 
ren everywhere long before the time 
that Hiram the King or Hiram the Build- 
er with other illustrious brethren of 
Tyre had embellished and adorned the 
Isrealitish Rite of Masonry, as it was 
then known and practised hy King Solo- 
mon and his predecessors. Caledonia 
and Hebernia, and undoubtedly Britan- 
nia were all in possession of Ancient Ma- 
sonry centuries before York was known 
or the Ancient Craft in England termed 
the York Rite. The appellation of term 
York, caused no change in the work of 
Ancient Masonry. The York Rite is 
genuine Masonry: tor the term York 
simply designates the Ancient Crait 
work known now az the Ancient York 
Rite, and which was the same ancient 
rite practised in the kingdoms of Scot- 
land and Ireland from time immemorial.

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SCOTCH MASONRY. 


The history, or rather histories. for 
they are many, of Masonry in Scotland, 
is so interspersed with fable, and myth- 
dozical lore, that, for educational pur- 


poses, it is better to deal only with such 
matter as will bear the closest scrutiny. 
and Convey truth to the mind of the Ma- 
sonic student. As truth and not fiction 
is (he aim and object of Masonry, we 
will deal only with that part of Scottish 
Masonic history which can be well au 
lhenticated and proven beyond all rea- 
sonable doubt. With this end in view 
we will briefly pass over the transition 
period, between operative and specula 
live Masonry in that country, and when 
speculative Masonry has become firmly 
and truthfully established, heyond cavil, 
we will take up the threads and weave 
into à truthful fabric, all the prominent 
features constituting the warp and woof 
of Scots Masonry, and connect it with 
the system advocated by us, and show 
an unbroken descent from the earliest 
limes to the present. We are led to 
this necessity, hy the warring elements 
of Masonry in America and elsewhere, 
mat, like the many anti-Christs. the cry 
has zone forth, lo. here is Christ, and 
lo. there is Christ. until the seeker after 


tuti. is led into a labyrinth of theories 


and practices, that make confusion con 
founded. 

The originators of the American Ma 
whi Federation, had but one governing 
object in dts organization, and that was 
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the establishment of a universal sys- 


(em of Masonry, so that a Mason could 
find in every brother a friend and in 
every land a home. To enable them to 
do this they were called upon to build 
à better Masonic habitation than (hose 
occupied by the many divisions of Ma- 


sonry, as they exist today, whether 


their claims he fact or tietion, and to 
lead them to the goal of Masonic truth. 
The Apostle Pau) says, about the gospel 
he was dispensing in his day, that it 
was "One Lord, cnc faith, and one bap- 
tis," Masonry should have but one di- 
rection and one goal.

Suffice it to say, that 
namely, the parent 
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it such appendages as will partake of 
(he succor of the parent, and not entail 


upon it any deleterious substance taat 
will either poison its fountain or hybri- 
dize its fruit, or retard its srowth. The 
progress of the earth and its inhabitants 
is eternal, and this progress is suscep- 
tible of revelation; as its growth in- 
creases such development must be ac- 
cepted. in the spirit of progress. 

To erect this Masonic structure, it is 
not necessary that new or strange prin- 
ciples he introduced, but that the foun- 
dation be solid and true and that the 
skill of the architect and builder be 
known and proven. In tlie early ages ot 
Masonry before a structure of import- 
ance was erected, the place of its con- 
struction was well marked. These were 
called, by operative Masons, "land. 
marks," and a severe penalty was im 
posed upon those who removed them or 
caused them to be misplaced. We have 
established our "landmarks" and before 
we commence the erection of our home 
we must lay our foundation, firm and 
steadfast and of such material that neith- 
er time nor decay can efface it. For this 
purpose we will now make good our ob- 
ject and establish our name so 
that we may not be misunderstood 
or he charged with deception. Our ap 
pellation is: Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite" (Symbolic), as applied to 
craft Masonry, and “National Scottish 
Kite Ancient and Accepted," as applied 
to (he haute grades. To carry Into effect 
the object of our creation we have 
named our organization "The Am- 
erican Masonic Federation,” incorporat- 
ed with the “Confederated Supreme 
Councils of America,” the latter being 
a member of the “Imperial Confedera- 
tion of Rites of the World." Our object 
the establishment of “Universal Ma- 
sonry. 

We will quote by way of preface from 
“Chamber's Encyclopedia," a recognized 
authority in Britain. 

“The Masonic brotherhoods of the 
middle ages were organized incorpor-

utlons, not substantially different in 
their nature from the other guilds, zov- 
erened by rules of their own, and re 
cruited from a body of apprentices who 
had undergone a period of probationary 
servitude. Fable and imagination have 
traced back the origin of Freemasonry 
to the old Roman empire, the Pherriohs. 
The Temple of Solomon, or even tie time 
of Tower of Babel and of the Ark ol 


Noah. The Masonic craft in reality sprung 
inta being about the same time, and trom 
tue same set of causes as other jneorpor: 
ated crafts: but a variety of circum. 
stances combined to give it an importance 
and influence beyond the rest. Men skilled 
in the hewing and setting of stones were 
naturally prized in an eminently church 
building age. Their vocation necessa 
ily involved travelling from place to 
place in search of employment. Wher 
ever a great church or cathedral was 
built the local masons had io be rein- 
forced bv a large accession of crafts 
men from other parts; and the masons 
from neighboring towns and districts 
flocked to the spot and took part in the 
work. A master presided over the 
whole, and every tenth man was a ward. 
en having surveillance of the rest. A 
mason, therefore. after going throuzh 
his apprenticeship and probations, could 
not settle down like another craftsman. 
among his neighbors and acquaintances, 
but must travel from place to place to 
find employment; hence it became de 
sireable or necessary to devise means 
by which a person once a member of the 
fraternity might be universally accepted 
as such, without requiring, wherever he 
went, to give fresh evidence of his skill. 
or having to undergo a renewed exam. 
ination on his qualifications. in order 
to accomplish this end, and to cuable 
a mason travelling to his work to claim 
the hospitality of his brother-masons on 
his way, a system of symbols was de 
vised in which every mason was iniliat 
ed. and which he was bound ta keep se 
cret. The masons who worked fron the 
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pelea tc sene rare nol pére hu 


uan machines that modern workmen too 
generally are. but men who in carrying 
ot anu idea imparted to them, could 
damp an individuality of their own on 
everv stone. The epithet "free" was np- 
plied 10 the craft of masons in conse 
qence of their being exempted by sev- 
eal papal bulls from the laws which 
egulited common laborers, and exon 
seated from various burdens thrown on 


te working classes at large in England 
ad on the continent. Like all the 
aher guilds, the masons were bound hy 
heir own rules to the performance of 
gecific religious duties; but a craft, one 
eo whose principal functions was church- 
building. was naturally under the more 
«special protection of the clergy. Yet 
a considerable time before the Refor- 
milion we find the jealousy of the 
church, excited from time to time by the 
misonic brethren, partly in consequence 
wo their assuming other functions De- 
sides those of mere builders. In Eng- 
bnd, an act, passed in the minority of 
Henry VL, at the instigation of Henry 
€ Beaufort. Cardinal of Winchester. 
wohihiled the masons from holding their 
“nied chapters and assemblies. Rul 
bis act was never enforced, and Henry 
YI. on coming of age, himself counten 
enced the masons, and was a member of 
he fraternity. Henry VII. became their 
&and master in England." 


The history of freemasonry has been 
werlaid with fiction and = absurdity, 
marth from exaggerated estimate of its 
impr!ance in the development of ar- 
thiteclure, and partly from a wish to 
connect medieval masonry with the in- 
titution that passes under the same 
ame in the present day. Modern (or 
focali cd "speculative") freemasonry is 
en innocent mystification unconnected 
either with the building craft or with ar- 
thitecture. It is of British origin, and 
dates from the 17th century. According 
0 the peculfar phraseology of the 
masonic brethren, it is founded in the 
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“partive 13 miwal and PETE E 
üs distinguishing characteristic is char 
ity. in its most extended sense; ane 


brotherly love, relief, and truth are in- 
culcated by its precepts. lts real foun 
ders were Elias Ashmole and some ot 
his literary friends, who amused them- 
selves by devising a set ot symbols, bor- 
rowed in part from the Knights Tem 
plars, between whom and the old ma- 
sons an intimate relation is' said to have 
subsisted, and in part from the Rosi- 
erucians. These symbols have since 
been adopted as the distinguishing badge 
ot the brotherhood of “Free and Ac 
cepted Masons." 

The foregoing has not been introduced 
to invite either criticism or censure, but 
as accepted English Masonic history, and 
as it is not our desire to create à contro 
versy, we submit it to the consideration 
of our readers by way of comparison, in 
the absence of more or other profitable 
history. The above briuzs us to the con- 
sideration of other matters that will nec. 
essarily be involved in our progress. 
Charles II. and William III of England 
were Masons: and the appearance of 
à connection with operative masonry was 
kept up by the appointment of Sir Chris- 
topher Wren to tae office of Grand Mas- 
ler. We will lenve this matter for the 
present and proceed to one more closely 
connected with our subject. 


“The ‘Lodges’ ot Scotland profess to 
trace their origin to the foreign Masons 
who came to Scotland in 1150 to build 
Kilwinning Abbey; those of England go 
still further back, ſo an assemblage of 
Masons held by St. Alban, the proto. mar- 
tyr. at York in 926; and the mother 
Lodges of York and Kilwinning were, 
with insignificant exceptions, the parents 
of all the several Lodges erected in dif. 
ferent parts of Great Britain." (These 
professions, however, lack confirmation.) 

In Scotland, the Grand Master of the 
Masons, where they were a real com- 
pany of artificers, was for a considerable 
time hereditary in the family of the bar- 
ons of Rosslyn. and annual meetings of 
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the (fraternite were bald st the town of 
KNilwinminz. On the introduction of mod 
ern, or speculative, Masonry, William St. 
Clair of Rosslyn, was made Grand Mas 
ter of all Scotland, and the Grand Lodge 
of Scotland was instituted in 176. The 
Masons of Scotland held. communication 


only with the more ancient English Ma- 
sons till 1805, when they established au 
alliance with the Grand Lodge of Eng- 
land, and elected the Prince of Wales 
their Grand Patron. In 1744 “Masonic 
Brotherly Love’ was interrupted by a dis- 
pute between Kilwinning Lodge and the 
lodge of the Chapel of St. Mary, each 
Claiming the posi of honor as the oldest 
Lodge in Scotland. The Grand Lodge de 
cided in favor of the latter, as being pos. 
sessed of the older minutes; and the Kil- 
winning Lodge feeling aggrieved, with. 
drew from the control of the Grand 
lodge, and established the "Grand Chap- 
ter of the Royal Order of Kilwinning.’ 

Masonry soon spread from Great Brit- 
ain to the continent. Lord Derwentwater 
and other lenglishmen introduced il into 
France in 1725. where it established it 
self, although discountenanced by Louis 
XV, and by the clergy. In 1756 the French 
Masons became independent of the Eng 
lish Grand Master, and in 1772, the two 
Grand Lodges of "Le Grand Orient" and 
"La Grande Loge de France” were 
formed, which became united in 1799. 

Referring to the establishment of the 
arand Lodge of Scotland, Murray Lyon, 
the Scottish historian says: 


"On the 15th of October, 1736, à form 
of circular was agreed upon, by four (out 
of the six) Lodges "in and about Edin— 
burgh,” to be sent to all the Scottish 
Lodges. inviting their attendance either 
in person or by proxy, for the purpose of 
clecting a Grand Master. The eiection 
took place in Mary's Chapel on Tuesday, 
November 30th. and thirty-three of the 
hundred or more Lodges that had been 
invited, were found to be represented.

possess 'to he patron, protector, judge or 
master of the Masons in Scotland. ond 


so fascinated do the brethren seem to 
have been with the apparent magnanimi: 
ty, disinterestedness, and zeal for the Or- 
der, displayed in his “resignation.” that 
the success of the scheme tor his election 
was complete—the deed was accepted 
and with an unanimity that must have 
been grateful to the Lodge (Cannongate 
Kilwinning), at whose instance il iad 
been drawn, the abdication of an abso 
lete office in Operative Masonry was 
made the ground of St. Clair being chosen 
to fill the post of first Grand Master in 
the Scottish Grand Lodge of Speculative 
Masons.” 

Writing of these times, Mr. Gould says: 
"For a great many years, however, tlie 
Grand Lodge of Scotland stood on a very 
anomalous footing with regard to tho 
ancient Lodges in that kingdom. Ther: 
were several Lodges yhich never joined 
(he Grand Lodge at all, while others did 
so and retired, though of the latter some 
renewed their allegiance. For example. 
the Haughfoot Lodge (1702) never re 
signed its independence: Glasgow St. 
John (1628) only did so in 1850; and the 
Lodge of Melrose (1674) until so late a 
date as 1891, refused to recognize any 
superior authority to its own. The Com- 
pany of Atchison Haven (1601-2) was 
struck off the role in 1727, and only re- 
admitted into the field in 1814. 


"The ancient Lodge, Dundee 16281. ap 
pears not to have definitely joined the 
new organization until 1745, while other 
Lodges accepted charters of confirmation 
in the following order. Dumfries Kilwin- 
ning (1687), 1750; St. John's Kelso (1.01). 
1754; St. Ninian's Brechin (1714), 736. 
The Lodge of Dunblane 1696). 1766: St. 
John, Jedburgh (1730), 1767; The T.odge 
of Scoon and Perth (1658), which re 
ceived a charter of confirmation in 1:4? 
was in 1807, upon a memorial to that ef- 
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yo readmitted into the bosom of the 
Gand Lodge from which for some years 
av she had been estranged.’

ie early Scotch Masons in France 
uu ht that the Rose Croix was the “true 
er mony of the Master Mason." The 
ho * modern historians of France assert 
il: it was a portion of the ceremonies 
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of the Lodge Canongate Kilwinning, and 
I see no reason why this should not be 
true. Their early minutes show that 
they had a separate Master's Grade, but 
gives no hint as to the nature of the 
ceremony. If they had such a ceremony, 
and it was ancient, the members must 
have obtained it from the Incorporation." 
— Yarker. 

We quote the following letter from 
Brother Yarker to the same Journal: 


'Dear Sir and Brother.—1f Ramsey's 


speech of 1131, is to be taken as author- 
ity, either we know nothing of the cere- 
monies of Kilwinning or Ramsey could 
not have received initiation there any 
more than he could under the Grand 
Lodge of London. Where then was he in- 
itiated? In (he 1737 speech he describes 
Masonry as of three Grades, and says 
that the Order consists of Novices or Ap- 
prentices, who are taught the moral vir- 
tues; Fellows, or  Professed Brothers. 
who ire taught the heroic virtues (as in 
the presen: 2rd degree); and Masters. 
or perfected Brothers, who iearn the 
Christian virtues (as in the Grade of 
Heredom). 


The “Scot's Lodge" existing in Lon 
don, 1733, had a separate "Master's 
lodge upon the same lines as that of 
the Canongate, Kilwinning: a Jacobite 
Lodge meeting in Edinburgh. Arch Tem. 
plary of last century would, therefore. 
seem to be a remodeling of older  de- 
grees by Scottish Jacobite Templars of 
the ancient Order, who spread the sys 
tem amongst their followers in this and 
other countries. —Yarker. 

While upon this subject it may be in 
place to quote Drother Yarker in another 
letter, addressed to the same Journal, of 


à later date: 


Dear Sir and Brother.—To say the 
least it is singular that the Masonry de 
scribed by Ramsey is an exact corres- 
pondence with the modern French Com- 
pagnionage of Master Jacques, and in dis- 
tant opposition to the system of 'Sons of 
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Solomon' which represents again Dritish 
Freemasonry. 

“Brother R. F. Gould, in his ‘History 
of the Craft, has very closely shown in 
an exhaustive enquiry as to tbe Chev- 
elier Ramsey, that this Brother has not 
the merit, or demerit, of inventing any 
of those degrees with which he has been 
credited; but that he was the author of 
a false and unhistoric theory as to the 
Knightly origin of the craft upon which 
his followers elaborated a Templar sys 
tem. Now, as a matter of fact, apart from 
the legendary connection of the Tem- 
plars with the English craft and one sec- 
tion of the French Campagnionage, ev- 
erything in government, rites, dates, and 
symbolism, point to the Templars as au- 
thors or introducers from the East, of the 
present English system of craft Masonry, 
which with its Semitic legends gradually 
superceded the older AngloSaxon Con- 
stitution, and which with the 1356 sanc- 
tion of the sheriff and mayor of Landon 
became the origin of the London Company 
of Masons, for the translated text of 
which regulation of the Masons and Free. 
masons see Gould's History. In a general 
way we may consider Ramsay correct 
but not exhaustive. No doubt the Scot- 
tish Jacobites did improve on Ramsey’s 
theory by propagating Arch-Templary, 
but there seems to be no doubt that Bon- 
nie Dundee was Grand Master of Scot. 
tish Templars when he fell at Killie- 
krankie in 1689. A Masonic connection 
would be a gradual growth; there were 
old symbols and legends connecting the 
two orders. Gentlemen of the rank from 
which the Knightly Orders were recrull- 
ed were also Speculative Masons, as we 
know from an examination of Scottish 
minutes, and in the lapse of time the two 
associations begun to be considered indis- 
solubly connected, and Arch-Templary 
arose. Fraternally yours, John Yarker." 

The same Journal of date September, 
1905, says: ‘We are undcr obligation to

France. Afterwards, in Continental 
Europe, besides the legion of Scots de- 
erees, we meet with the strict observ 
ance, and the Royal Order of Scotland, 
ach placing its origin in North Britain. 
A still later example of the common 
practice of affecting a connection with 
scotland, is afforded by a well known 
and influential body—the Ancient and 
Accepted. Scottish Rite. 

From the circumstance that Scots 
Masonry was unknown in France before 
the delivery by Andrew Michael Ramsay 
of his famous speech in 1737. and ap- 
peared shortly afterwards, the two have 
been represented as cause and effect— 
which, indeed, was almost certainly the 
case. but the oration of the “Chevalier” 
and the Continental perversions of Ma- 
nry that followed in its train, are sup- 
posed by some good authorities to be 
themselves merely links in a far reach- 
ing chain of events, extending over a 
long series of years. 

The Scots Degrees smoothed the way 
ior ihe Templar movement in Masonry, 
called the Strict Observance, and the 
key to the problem which confronts us 
in cither instance, it is contended, may 
ve found in the extent to which the 
Jesuits moulded the Stuart agitation, 
ending with the rising of 1745-6. 


Ecarly in the eighteenth century, 
when the English Masonry put on its 
moiern attire, its secret organization 
was continued under a Grand Lodge, 
and this body was established during 
the same period, which, after the death 
ot Louis XIV. became the signal for the 
Jacobite risings that were suppressed in 
171. Among those who took up arms 
for ‘he Pretender were many prominent 
Fre: masons. Some were executed, and 
others found refuge on the continent. 
Among the latter was the Earl of Win- 
tor. afterwards Master of the famous 
“Roman Lodge" (founded by Scottish 
Masons in Rome) at the time of its sup- 
pression in 1737; and if we may believe 
the French historians, it was by an- 
other of these exiles, Charles Radcliffe, 
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who, after his elder brother was buvad- 
ed, assumed the title of the Karl o: Ber- 
the first Lodz- in 
France was founded at Paris in 1723.

mous speech ot 1137, "Ramser—wm- 
nected by his hearers, with the „Hung 
Pretender, both bw religion and ‘stor. 
ship— was appealing in the name ot wu- 
sading tradition, to a society of nich 
the backbone consisted of Sco'ctimen 
waltng only for a favorable opportunity. 
eventually presented in 1745, for invad- 
ing England with French assistan:s to 
enthrone a Romanist aspirant = aiveady 
seriously preparing himself for th: :on- 
test." Shortly after the speech vas 
delivered, there followed the delus- of 
Scots degrees, and throughout the whole 
of them the influence of Ramsay's het- 
orie is apparent, in the underlving fi. mon 
that Scottish Crusaders—sword in me 
hand and trowel in the  other—d:-«:ov- 
ered a lost and sacred word in the vult 
of the temple at Jerusalem. 

The numerous Scots Lodges Soon as- 
sumed the powers of Grand Lodges. 1nd 
at an early stage began to manufacture 
new degrees connecting the Scots Ma- 
sons with the Knights Templars. 


The Baron Von Hund declared tha ie 
was received into the Order of ‘he 
Temple at Paris. by the Knight witi: he 
Red Feather (or Chief Supcrior), in rhe 
presence of the Earl of Kilmarnock. tnd 
with Lord Clifford acting as Prior <A 
solemn pledge, he averred. prevented 
his revealing the identity of the Knight 
with the Red Feather, rnough in effect 
he allowed it to be inferred that the pre- 
siding officer on the occasion of his he- 
ing knighted as a Templar, was no other 
than the Young Pretender himself. He 
stated, moreover, that he had becu es- 
pecially presented, as a distinguisked 
member of the Order, to Prince Charles 
Edward shortly after the ceremon7 of 
1743." 

Tf we adopt the conclusions of Mr. 
Greeven and the late Dr. Kloss. the in- 
fluence of “Scots abroad" and of Scot- 
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lish legend (real or supposed), on the 
Masonry of the Continent, ceases to be 
a wholly obscure enigma. If we do not, 
however,—and in the absence of further 
cvidence there will always be a conflict 
of opinion with regard to the direction 
i» which our judgment ought to incline 
—'hen the wholesale manufacture of de- 
grees, supposed to hail from Scotland, 
but having no real connection with that 
country, which spread like a pestilence 
throughout Europe, wil) remain among 
fh phenomena that baftle the research 
ol all students of Freemasonry.” 

We have dealt at greater lengih with 
(li^ subject introduced to us by the his- 
torian Gould, for the reason that we be- 
lieve that all that can be produced from 
reputable historv and research should 
hi presented so that the matter may 
have a complete and truthful airing. 

We will, in our next, continue this 
Ihread along the lines laid out by Scot- 
tini historians. and will take up the 
mi cer in the light of Bro. Murray Lyon, 
who has detailed more of Scottish Free- 
masonry than all other historians com- 
bined, and upon whose word we may

R. Freemasons Lodges in San Francisco 
are also prominent members and workers 


of some of the biggest Lodges in San 
Francisco of other organizations, and 
that our members as a whole have fust 
as much influence in the city as the State 
Masons have, and it was indeed proven 
that we are a power behind some throne 
by the election, for when tlie votes were 
counted our Brother that they tried to 
injure became the victor of the election 
by a large majority and was elected to 
his office. 

When, oh, when, will taese State Ma 
sons learn to keep their hands off of pol. 
itics, especially trying to persecute when 
a man does not believe thelr wav.

Witn this act, and the subsequent ex- 
patrıation of those knights who held by 
the 3tomish See, under the leadership of 
David Seaton, Grand Prior of Scotland, 
ends tne history of the Scottish Templars 
as i. military and religious body. Such 
o! the knights, and they were many, who 
adopted the reformed religion, created a 
new ^istory for themselves by uniting 


wite he building fraternities, under 
shelter of whose esoteric character they 
coniinued to practice the Temple rites 
and ceremonies. Their subsequent his- 
tory during the troublesome period of 
civi! and religious strife which followed 
the Rerormation, is little known until 
we fird them appearing, in the early part 
of tbe eighteenth century, as the pro- 
teclars and conservators of Ilighgrade 
Masonry, ruling all zrades above the Blue 
or Craft Degrees.

But this was not he, as 
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tie latter of whom they created Grand 
rig: of England, thus repaving England 
or ..ssisting them in their secession from 
the Mother Jurisdiction by invading Eng- 
lish territory. This body proved to be 
more short-lived than its predecessor, as 
inorer remodelling process took place 
in 1856, when the old system ot Masonic 
qualification as a prerequisite was rever- 
ed to.

Far from it; but while they desired tbe 
Order in Scotlaud to have a national 
head, they were equally anxious that the 
end should be gained bv regular and lesi- 
timate means. To this end Frater Robert 
Martin, E. C., of No. 33 Encampment, 
Kilmarnock, presented a petition to the 
Earlv Grand Encampments from En- 
capments Number 28 Muirkirk, Nos. 
40 and 42 Kilmarnock, and No. 39 Ayr, 
praying that the Scottish Encampments 
be erected into a Sovereign Jurisdiction. 
The prayer of this petition was favorab- 
lv considered at a meeting of the larly 
Grand Encampment of Ireland, held in 
Sir Peter Kelly's Wood Quay, Dublin, on 
the 22nd day of June, 1822, and Fra Mar- 
tin was commissioned Provisional Grand 
Master, pending a representative meet- 
ing of the Scottish Encampment. This 
was immediately done on Fra. Martin's 
return to Scotland, at a meeting held in 
Kilmarnock in July, 1822. To this meet- 
ing he presented an excerpt of the min- 
utes of the Dublin meting, renouncing all 
authority over the Scottish Encamp- 
ments, signed by Josepu Cuthbertson, 
Grand Master, and sealed with the Grand 
Seal of the Order; also his Provisional 
Commission as M. E. G. M., which the 
Fratres present unanimously confirmed. 
At the meeting Encampments No. 60 
Newmilns, and 61 Saltcoats, were in- 
stalled. These were the last charters 
granted bv the Irish Grand Encampment 
to work in Scotland. It, however, sent 
a circular letter to all Encampments 
chartered by it, notifying them of the 
erection of the Scottish Grand Encamp- 
ment; and subsequently, on the 24th of 
June, 1826, sent a formal Charter of Re- 
nunciation to the latter body.

OFFICIAL SUPREME LODGE. 


One of the most important meetings 
ever held by the A. M. F. was that of 
the four day session of the Supreme 


Lodge held at Salt Lake City from 
the fourth to the eighth of last month, 
Every Grand and District Lodge in the 
Federation was represented, and when 
it is considered that most of the dele- 
gates came from long distances, and 
bore all their own expenses it speaks 
highly tor the zeal and disinterested of 
the BB. and in some measure explains 
the phenomenal growth of the Ameri- 
can Masonic Federation. 


As a full detailed report of the pro- 
ceedings will be published later, a few 
of the more important items of business 
transacted will only be given here. The 
most important of these was the sub- 
stitution of the local Grand Lodge sys- 
tem by a system whereby an Officer 
designated “Provincial Grand Master” 
will directly represent the Supreme 
Lodge in the several states; this of- 
ficer will be commissioned by the Grand 
Master Mason in the Supreme Lodge 
on the recommendation of the Lodges 
in the state, and he will be intrusted 
with the general supervision of the 
work in his state. The present Grand 
Masters of local Grand Lodges become 
the first Provincial Grand Masters, the 
Grand Lodge Deputies will for the pres- 
ent become Deputy Provincia] Grand 
Masters and Grand Secretaries, Provin- 
cial Grand Secretaries, the duties of 
these several officers will be given at 
length in the amended edition of the 
A. M, F. laws now in the press. 

Another matter of importance was 
the decision to give the Daughter 
Lodges a more direct representation in 
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the Supreme Lodge than was pos-ihle 
under the local Grand Lodge system, 
thus securing a more direct ani eu- 
larged representation, with a deci ed 
amount of taxatlon, 

Steps were also taken to raise : und 
for the support of aged Masons an Ma 
sons’ orphans, the amount to be ‘ised 
and the mode of assessment to be de 
cided by a plebiscite of the lodges. 

Numerous alterations were also made 
in the department of organization. 
changes which will necessitate new 
commissions being issued to all the BB. 
at present serving in that capacity, the 
title of these BB. for the future will be 
"Deputy and District Deputy Grand Or- 
ganizers," not “District Deputy (rand 
Masters," as heretofore.

In the beginning of the 
cighreenth century all writers agree that 
Michael Andrew Ramsay was a promi- 
ven figure in Scottish Masonry in 
France, and in 1749 Lord Kilmarnock was 
a tue same time Grand Master of the 
ieceitly formed Grand Lodge of Scotland 
end of the Ancient Mother Lodge of Kil- 
wjnuing (then working independent of the 
Grand Lodge and of the Scottish Masons 
ib F: ance. In this capacity he founded the 
Motier Lodges of Toulouse, Montpelier 
id Marseilles, the latter under the dis- 
ine ve title of St. John of Scotland. 


It was under charter from this Mother 
lod. of Marseilles that the Lodge Po- 
lar > ar" was formed in 1794, in the City 
f New Orleans, (Louisiana being then 
F: nch colony). The brethren of tnis 
ml other Lodges afterwards chartered 
.0 France, were erected into a Grand 
fon. story of Princess of the Royal Se- 
‘ter vith control of all the lower degrees, 
el: line the three Symbolic Degrees;

the right of the Grand Consistory to 


exercise this control over the Syiibolie 
Grades was recognized hy the newly es- 
tablished Grand J.odge of the State by a 
Degree or June Sth, 1833. establishing 
within her bosom a Scottish Symbolic 
Chamber, and requesting the Grand Con- 
sistory to “divest itself of the right of 
constituting Scottish Lodges, and to 
transfer the same to the said Chamber." 
The Scottish Lodges continued to be thus 
soverned until the ath of March. 1850, 
when the Grand T.odge notified the Su- 
preme Council of f.ouisiana (the Grand 
Consistory had been erected into a Su- 
preme Council in 1839), “that henceforth 
she would not administer or constitute 
ony other Lodge but those professing ex- 
clusively the York Rite." 

In consequence of this, the Scottish 
Lodges returned to the jurisdiction of 
the Supreme Council to which they have 
since belonged. 


We will now trace the succession of 
Sup. Com. from the establishment of the 
Supreme Council in 1839 (for an account 
of which, as for the foregoing relating 
to Louisiana, see Folger's History of the 
Scottish Rite), until the organization of 
the Grand Lodge Inter-Montana, by its 
authority, in 1907. 

The founder and first Sovereign Grand 
Commander was the illustrious brother 
Onazio de Santangelo, from Oct. 27th, 
1839, succeeded by Jean Jacques Conti, 
January 29, 1842; J. F. Canonge, Sept. 
20, 1845; James Foulhouze, Jan. 21, 1848: 
Chas. Chiborne, Jan. 7, 1854; J. J. Mas- 
sicot, Oct. 7, 1856: James Foulhauze (sec- 
ond term), April 22, 1857; Eug. Chas. 
Saiznac, Jan. 7, 1867: Eduard Marc, Jan. 
3, 1872; Armand Bertel, Feb. 23, 1875; J. 
Gentil, June 20, 1876: Armand Bertil (sec- 
ond term), Feb. 27, 1877: M. J. Peron, 
Sept. 17, 1887: A. J. Guisanovich, Sept. 
17, 1889; Jos. N. Cheri, Sept. 4, 1891; R. 
A. Chiapella, Feb. 24, 1893; Jos. N. Cheri 
(second term), Feb. 23, 1894. Ith Bro. 
Cheri was still S. G. Commander of the 
S. C. in 1906, when authority was grantted 
the writer under the Grand Seal of the S. 
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C. to establish Lodges ot the Scottish 
Rite Symbolic in the State of Idaho, the 
consequence was the organization of the 
Grand Lodge Inter-Montana on the sth 
day of January, 1907, and it in turn was 
the founder of the A. M. F. 

This is, in brief, the abstract of or des- 
cent from the ancient Masonry of Scot- 
land, dating. back long before the days of 
Modern Grand Lodge System.

IHE PARENT OF ALL SCOTTISH 
MASONRY. 


The following letter written in reply 
„a communication from a prominent 
Yurka-Scottish” Rite Mason may he of 
aterest to our readers.

^t several bodies of that Rite in the 
US. K. was the onc founded by Joseph 
terncau in New York in 1807. There 
* however, a reasonable doubt as ta 
shetuer there is at present existing a 
egitinate representative of that Coun- 


4. Prussia. 
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il. or indeed. of ans el the Supreme 
Councils existing in this country in the 
beginning of the present century, unless 
it be the Supreme Council of Louisiana, 
which was regularly formed as the rep- 
resentative, and successor of the "Su- 


preme Council for the Western Hemi- 
spherc." 

The subject is however, of only acad 
emic interest. to the Scottish Mason, 
(by which I mean those who work the 
degrees after the Scottish fashion, and 
preserve the Scottish Masonic ideals.) 
to whom the Constitutions of 1762 Hr 
1786 arc of no more importance, and 
carry no more weight than do the law: 
of the Grand Orient or Grand Lodge o? 
France. of which country they are equaly 
a product. 


You ask, "what was the parent body 
of the Rite in 33 degrecs?", its immedi- 
ate progenitor has been clearly shown 
to he the 25 degrees Rite of the “Em- 
perors of the East and West.“ If how- 
ever we seck the original source from 
which all Scottish Rite Masonry sprung. 
the Rite of 33 degrees included, we must 
discard all these French and psuedo 
French organizations, which arc but the 
children (often illegitimate) of a common 
parent, and seek that parent in her na- 
tive home, in Scotland. 


It is true that some modern writers on 
Masonry state, and try to prove, that 
what is known as "Scottish" Masonry 
did not originate in Scotland. They do 
this in an attempt to lessen the effect 
that the constant denial by the Scottish 
Masonic authorities of the absurd claims 
of the Pike Council and its offspring. 
might have upon the dupes whose shek- 
cls they seek to gather in. Rebold the 
French Historian asserts that there were 
Scottish bodies in France before the 
modern Grand Lodge of England (1717) 
established Lodges there, and further 
states that there was friction between the 
older Scottish, and the newly introduced 
English Lodges from their first introduc- 
tion, and for years afterwards. Bro. 
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Inhn Yarka ol England, whe is ae 
knowledged to be a leading authority on 
the history of the Higher Grades, claims 
that Scottish Masons founded Lodges in 
France as early as the middle of the 
i7th century. 

These statements by BB. Folger of 
France, and Varker of England, must 
be acknowledged as historical facts, and 
cannot be gainsaid, but the "Pikist" re- 
torts. these were only Craft Lodges and 
their members knew nothing of the high- 
er grades, to this | reply that all the 
early propogators of thc high grades 
were Scotsmen. Ramsey who introduced 
the degrees before the Grand Lodge of 
Scotland was formed, Lord Kilmarnock 
who was at the same time Grand Master 
of the newly formed Grand T.odge, and 
Right Worshipful Master of the ancient 
Mother Lodge of Kilwinning, the Lords 
l.ovat and Balmerino who were beheaded 
for partisanship to the house of Stuart, 
and the head of that party Prince Charles 
Edward Stuart himself Chartered the 
first Chapter of Rosy Cross in France. 
If these degrees were not Scottish, how 
was it that Scotchmen, and Scotchmen 
only, dessiminated them? 


Some of the degrees embraced in the 
usual list of the 33 degrees have never 
been worked in Scotland, and the "Elu" 
degrees the Scottish Masons repudiate 
entirely. as being both nonsensical, and 
an anachronism, contrary to the Scot- 
tish legend of the third degree. 

The system of governing the degrees 
beyond the Craft was different in Scot- 
land from that afterwards adopted by 
the Scottish Masons in France. In Scot- 
land prior to the year 1800 all degrees of 
Masonry were worked in the Craft 
lodge. the officers possessing all the de- 
zrees known to any of the RP. 


The BB. who were in possession. of 
these higher degrees were known as the 
council of Patriarchs or Ancient” and 
they after the work of the Blue or 
Craft Lodge Had been finished, opened a 
lodge of the “Red,” “Black,” “Green,” 
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cr White” do ad ance candidate 
minutes were kept ol these meetin ln 
there are an abundance of old Dipi ari. 
still in existance which amply preso chy 
these degrees were thus given. 

In 1800 the Grand lodge of Seorland 
moved by jealousy of the Mother | odg 
of Kilwinning, which was acknowl: 
edged as the source of the high grades | 


and then had a separate and independem 
existance as a governing and char 
ter granting authority, issued an edict 
forbidding her Daughter Lodges to work 
any other degrees than the first thirec. 
The Scottish Masons have ever as a rule 
heen strict in their obedience to consti- 
tuted authority, and being forbidden 
at home to work their degrees in 
the immemorial fashion, sought for 
some outside authority from which 
they could obtain warrants to work. 
Ireland was the only division oi 
zritiau that then had a high grade 
governing body and to it the BB. 
applied and obtained charters to work 
the degrees they already possessed. 
These’ charters were from the “Early 
Grand Encampment of Iligh Knight 
Templars,” and under the Templar cliar- 
ter the Scottish BR. worked all degrec- 
above the Craft until 1822 when the Trish 
body granted them a “Charter of renun. 
ciation.” as this Charter specifically men 
tioned the degrees over which authority 
was resigned. and as the majority of the 
degrees worked by the Scottish Masons 
were not included in the list, it was de 
creed that the Patriarchs form them- 
selves into a body to be known as tlic 
“Scottish Grand Council of Rites. tlie 
whole degrees then practiced (475. he 
termed the Early Grand or Nationa ] 
Scottish Rite. 


The Grand Council only controll.) the 
Green and White degrees, the Red and 
Black being controlled by the ‘rand 
Encampment. This system continued 
until 1876, when by arrangement witli 
Grand Encampment, the Red degrees 
took a separate government as the Early 
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urand Royal Arch Chapter of Scotland. 
In 1903 this Grand Chapter united with 
wtner Grand Chapter, and again a 
unber of the old Scottish degrees were 
"D without a head, these were taken 
wr by the Grand Council of Rites. 
Owing to the number of the old de- 
“ces thus detached under different heads 
tie Red under the Grand Chapter, and 
e Mack under the Grand Encampment. 
se Grand Council found itself nominally 


! possession of 47 and actually of only 
i degrees, from then the Early Grand 
f National Scottish Rite of Ancient and 
\ccepted Masons (this is the full title 
wich usually given National Scottish 
ite Ancient and Accepted) has num- 
ered only the degrees which it actually 
üutrolled.

William Martin was the son of the 
rt Commander of onc of the first En- 
mpments after the edict of 1800. and 
a the rst Grand Master of the Temple 
ul Malta in Scotland after the Charter 
f renunciation. 


| have never scen the Ritual of the 
Order of Christ,” which I have all ways 
nderstood to be a Portuguese civil Or- 
r of Knighthood, into which the Por- 
"guese Templars were formed on the 
spersion of the Order.. 

I do not think that the Old Order of 
c Temple is the Scottish Rite under an- 
her name as vou suggest. The only 
mr in the world where the ancient 
nichts Templar were not persecuted 


and dispersed was in Scotland. At the 
time of the dispersion of the Order in 
other countries, the Scots were engaged 
in a life and death struggle with the 
English, and at the decisive battle when 
the Scots under their patriot king, King 
Robert Bruce finely defeated the English 
at Bannockburn, he was assisted greatly 
by the Knights Templar. under his pro- 
tection the Templars united with the Or- 
der of the llospitii of St. John, and the 
Orders were subsequently known in 
Scottish legal documents as the Orders 
of the Temple and of St. John, and con- 
tinued so to exist until the dissolution 
of Monastic Orders at the Reformation, 


when the last Prior Sir John Sandilands 
surrendered the lands of the united Or- 
ders to the Scottish Parliment. 

That there was an intimate connection 
between the Knights Templar and the Ma- 
sons of Scotland is conceeded by all who 
have given the subject any study, the old 
Lodge of Aberdeen (near where at Mary- 
coulter there was a Priory of the ancient 
Knights) has a minute of the admission 
of Knights Templar, and the Burghal re- 
cords of Aberdeen give special privileges 
to those Templars who were members of 
the Masons Guild. Charles Edward 
Stuart during the time his forces held 
Edinburg. presided over a Chapter of the 
Knights of the Temple in the ancient 
Palace of Holyrood, all of which shows 
in my opinion that though the Tem- 
plars and the Freemasons in Scotland 
had an intimate connection and were 
finaly associated together, they retained 
their own identity. 


l fear I have infllicted to much on 
vou in this, but I wanted to show you 
that Scottish Masonry was “Scottish” 
not French, and that we can no more 
consistantly begin the history of Scottish 
Masonry with France, than we could the 
history of English Masonry with the Dis- 
pensation given to Price in Massachusets, 
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CARDINALS’ OATH. 


The following is taken from the pub- 
lic press and needs no comment from 
Masonic writers. Acentuation, however, 
shoculd be given to such passages that 
refer to the "Roman Church of our Lord 
the Pope" and the "Holy Roman Apostol- 
ic Church and the Most Holy Lord Pius 
X, and also his canonically elected suc- 
cessors.

I swear to give no counsel, not to 
“oncur in anything, and not to aid in any 
way against the pontifical majesty or 
person; never to disclose affairs entrust 
ed to me by their nuncios, or in their 
letters, willingly, or knowingly, to their 
detriment or dishonor; to be ever ready 
to ald them to retain, defend, or recover 
thelr rights against all. I shall fight with 
all my soul and all mv forces for their 
honor and dignity. ] shall defend the 
legates and nuncios of the apostolic see 
in all places under my jurisdiction, pro- 
vide for their safe journey, treat them 
honorably on their coming, during their 
stay and on their return and resist even 
to the shedding of blood, whomever 
would attempt anything against them. 
“I shall try in every way to assert, up- 
hold, preserve, increase and promote the 
rights, even temporaily, the liberty, hon 
or, privileges and authority of the Ro 
man church of our Lord, the pope and 
his successors. When it shall come to 
my knowledge that some machination, 
prejudicial to those rights, which 1 cau 
not prevent is occurring, | shall immedi- 
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ately make it known to the pope. ‘is su 
ccrsor or some one qualified to conve 
such knowledge to him. 

“1 swear to observe and fulfill, aud seg 
that others observe and fulfill the regu 
lations, decrees, ordinances, dispensa 
tions, reservations and provisions e! the 
apostolic mandates and constitution o 
Sixtus First of happy memory end ( 
combat with every effort, he cties 
schismatics and rebellious utterance: 
against our Lord, the pope and his suc 
vessors. 

"When summoned for any reason hv ti 
Holy Father or his successor, | sla 
obey, or when detained by just cause, 
shall send some one to present niv cx 
euses, to show due reverence and obedi 
ence. 

shall never sell, give away. morg 
rage or alienate, without the consent of 
the Roman pontiff, the convents, church 
es, monasteries or thelr benefices com

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SCOTCH. MASONRY. 
(Continued.) 

Tie Supreme Council of the Northern 
Jurisdiction, Ancient and Accepted Scot- 
ish Rite of America, makes, through 
ts historian, the following statement: 
"The Supreme Council for the North- 
en Jurisdiction of the United States of 


America created the Supreme Council of 


England and Wales in March, 1846, and 
this body in its turn created the Supreme 
Councils of Scotland and the Canadian 
Deminion.” 


We will now sec what was happening 
in Scotland before the Southern or 
\orthern Jurisdiction were dreamed 
si, and before Cerneau the Frenchman, 
Morin the Jew or Dalcho the American, 
knew aught of Masonry in Scotland. 
The greatest of Scottish Masonic his— 
torians, David Murray Lyon, tells us in 
the tollowing language, just what was 
happening before 1801, in Scotland, 
relative to what is now termed the “high 
degrees.” In his famous (1879) "History 
3 Freemasonry in Scotland," page 292, 
he says; “The custom of Knight Temp- 
hr Incampments fraternising with Lod- 
xs prevailed to a considerable extent in 
Scotl ind, particularly in the western 
provinces, at the end of the last and 
deginning of the present centuries, and 
‘ie distinction of honorary membership 
tas frequently conferred on Knight 
lem lars as an expression of the 
Pret zen's admiration of the High Dc- 
seco The Encampments on their part, 
tip ncated the compliment by initiating 
he ffice-bearers of Lodges in which 
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they were received into the severii ede- 
grees worked by them. This exchange 
ol courtesies tended to a wide dissem- 
mation in Lodges of a taste for the Arch 


and ‘Templar degrees—so much so. “hat 
possession of these was in sone in- 
stances made a sinc qua non to cHice 
holding under charters of the Grand 
Lodge. It was to the Military Lodge 
Ayr and Renfrew Militia St Paul, into 
which thc Royal Arch had been intro- 
duced by the Lodge St. Janes, Newton- 
on-Ayr, that in 1799 the Lodges in 
Stirling were indebted ior their kuowl- 
edge of that Order. The connection 
which then subsisted between Scotch 
Lodges and the Orders of which we 
have been speaking cannot, as a vulc, 
be traced in the minute-book or the 
Craft; but in some such records that 
we have seen, the nature and extent ol 
the union referred to are clearly cnough 
defined. In this respect the records of 
Ayr St. Paul are unique, and go far to 
show the chaotic condition in which 
the Royal Arch and Knight Templar 
degrces cxisted at the close of the last 
century. The following extracts will 
suffice as  illustrations:—" Linlithgow 
February 15, 1799. At a meeting of 
emergency of Ayr and Renfrew St.

Master Masons, after having 
regularly passed the chair of this Lodge, 
were admitted to that of Excellent and 
Surer-Excellent Royal Arch Masons, 
and tikewise duly dubbed Knight Temp- 
lars, viz., the K. W. Master of Stirling 
Koval Arch. ..“ "Stirling, December 
3, 170%. .\t a monthly meeting of the 
Avr and Rentrew St. Paul's Lodge, the 
R. W. M. in the chair, it was unanimous- 
Iv agreed that no brother, unless he had 
attained the degree of Knight Templar, 
should bear any office in the I. odge.“ 
To such an extent had the work of 
Lodges at this period become associated 
with that of the Royal Arch and Temp- 
lar degrees, that in October 1800 the 
Grand Lodge of Scotland issucd a circu- 
lar' prohibiting and = discharging its 
daughters to hold any meetings above 
the degree ot Master Mason, under pen- 
altv of the forfeiture of their charter.” 
Though putting an end to their practice 
against which it was directed, this enact- 
ment did not prevent the votaries of the

The 
td Lodge, at its quarterly communi- 
i n in November of the same year, 
daun farther evidence of its hostility to 
the ligh Degrees, in resolving, by a ma- 
St voi 155 to 27, “That from and after 
the 27th of December next, (1818), no 
zer on holding an official situation in any 
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Masonic body which sanctions higher 
degrees than those of St. John's Mas- 
nr. shail be entitled to sit, act, or vote, 
m the Grand Lodge ot Scotland. 

At the date of this enactment. the 
I’rinee Regent was at once Grand l'atron 
at the Grand Lodge of England and 
Grand Lodge ot Scotland, in virtue of 
which offices he was entitled to preside 
in either Grand Lodge. The Grand 
l.odge of England sanctioned the prac- 
tice ot the JToly Royal Arch; vet the 
Grand Lodge ot Scotland. whiie de- 
barring trom its membership Master 
Masons who are also officials m Royal 
Arch Chapters, continucd to clect as its 
Grand Master the Grand l'atron ot Eng- 
lish Freeinasonrx, which then, as now 
included the Roval Arch Degree. An 
impartial application of the provisions 
of the act in question would have pre- 
vented Ilis Royal Highness's re-election 
by the Grand Lodge oi Scotland tn 1818 
and subsequent years, and would have 
precluded Grand T.odee iram continuing 
fraternal intercourse with the Grand 
Lodge of England. It was an unneces- 
sary piece of legislation, levelled against 
a few brethren whose persistent opposi- 
tion to the gencral policy of Grand 
Lodge had made their presence distaste- 
ful to its office-bearers and whose known 
connection with the High Degrecs ren- 
dered their exclusion from Grand [.odge 
almost a matter of certainty. 

About this time the recently-clected 
Supreme Grand Roval Arch Chapter ot 
Scotland resolved to attempt to bring 
about a union between itself and the 
Grand Lodge of Scotland, upon princi- 
ples similar to those that had in 1813 
bcen established in England. In pursu- 
ance of a resolution of the Grand Cliap- 
ter, à communication in which the Koyal 
Arch characterized as “a real and intrin- 
sic part of Master Masonry," was trans- 
mitted to the Grand Secretary, with a 
request that it might be laid bcíor^ 
Grand Lodge. Notwithstanding tia: it 
was couched in courteous terms and boze 
the signatures af two Past Grand Mas- 
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ters—the Earls of Moray and Aboyne— 


Proxy Master oi Mother Kilwinning. re- 
ſusc io allow the letter to be read. 
Though thus summarily rejecting the 
overtures from without for a recognition 
of the Higher Degrees, the sprzac ol 
the latter throughout the country, and 
their espousal by brethren of rank and 
influence, would appear to have impress- 
ed some of its own adherents with the 
impolicy of the position taken cip bY 
Grand J.odge. We therefore nnd thzt 
in 1820 efforts were made within its 
owr pale to induce Grand Jody tu 
recede from the attitude it had assumed: 
and at the Grand Communication in 
August of that year the Master of 
Mary's Chapel moved, "That the law 
passed at the quarterly communication 1n 
November 1817. prohibiting brethren 
whe: hold official situations in any Or 
der af Masonry other than that di the 
Order of St. John, from being members 
of the Grand Lodge be recinded.” This 
motion was negatived by a majority of 
32 tc 22. Though still withholding its 
recognition of other than Craft Maron v, 
the Grand Lodge has long since set aside 
its prohibitory cnactments against wear- 
ing in Lodge communications the in- 
signia of, or holding office under, the 
High Degrees.“ 

This should set at rest all questions 
and arguments respecting the Grand 
Lodge of Scotland, intermeddling with 
the High Degrees. The Grand Lodge 
of Scotland, neither knows nor cares 
what other Orders its members belong 
to, so long as their fealty to St. Join’s 
Masonry is not interferred with. [t 
would be à good and proper thing for 
the Grand. Lodges of the “American 
Rite" to consider, and relieve tneir 
members from thc humiliating position 
they now occupy, of accepting the High 
Degrees from the sources designated by 
the said Grand Lodges.

R D. M. K. D. S. II. under the 
hanl of the Duke of Kent, then head of 
the Masonic Templars in England, and 
Devchar was appointed for life, and then 
tollowed the “Deuchar Charters.” and 
dissolution lurked in its wake. 

It is not our purpose at this time to 
so into the history of Knight Templary, 
m scotland, as that will become a part 
of a detailed authoritative account 
leading up to our present contention, 
that we, i. c. the Confederated Councils 
ire the only simon pure successors to 
the Early Grand Encampment, of Scot- 
ling. but it will not be out of place to 
mention a few matters that will prepare 
sur readers for coming historical events, 


as We expect to portray them. 

Sir Charles A. Cameron C. 
interesting booklet, "On the origin ind 
progress of Chivalrie Freemasonry in the 
British Isles," details some very import- 
ant events in Chivalrie Masonry in Scot- 
land. “The Early Grand Encampment 
of Ireland granted warrants not only in 
Ireland but in England, and. especially 
in Scotland. The last warrants which it 
sent to Scotland, and very likely its Anal 
ones, were granted in 1822 to brethren 
in Newmilns and Silteoats, and were 
numbered Go and At. About this cane 
the Early Grand Encampment exhibited 
ol internal troubles. The

minutes or Grand Encamrement No 25 
for 25th June 1822. record that it was 
resolved “that Sir Janies Kelly should 
not be admitted into this. Encampment 
until he gives up the seal and books of 
the Karly Grind Encampment ir his 
Possession.” 

The last act o£ the Early Grane en- 
campment whieh U have heen able ta 
discover took place on the 24th of zune 
1820. and was a renunciation of rights 
over its Encampments in Scotland. fly 
18.30 it had ceased to exist. Thu- was 
formed the Scottish Grand Enceampr:cnt, 
and is now known as the "Grand en— 
campment of the Temple and Maiti in 
Scotland." This Grand Encamprrent 
rightly claims to he the only Terolar 
Organization in the world which <an 
show unbroken connection with the 
ightecnth Century. Its Roll af Grand 
Officers shows an un-broken sucecssion 
from its first Grand Master to Matthew 
MeB. Thomson. who is now the head of 
the Organization in America. The tall

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The Grand lencampment of the Tem- 
ple and Maita in Scotland, governs the 
Degrees of Knights of the Red Cross 
of Rome and Constantine, Knights of St.

of the Christian Mark, the Holy and 
filustrious Order of the Cross, Pilgrim 
Knight Templar, Mediterranean Pass or 
Order of St. Paul, and Knight of Malta. 
These degrees, before the inhibition 
passed by the Crand Lodge in 1800, were 
worked in Scotland, in the Blue Lodges. 


and for many years afterwards, they 


were worked in connection with the Blue 
Lodges, after closing the one Lodge, 


the other was opened, and the work per- 


formed. 

We have gene a little out or the way, 
in thus treating of carly Black Masonry, 
in fact we have digressed farther than 
we anticipated, but, we hope it will be a 
mere anticipatory digression, as we. ex- 
pec: to treat of this matter, as well as 
other matters hinted at here, as we 
proceed, in the acquirement of our oh- 
ject aud the attainment of our goal.

The Grand Master of the Grand l.odge 
of Inter-Montana in speaking to the 
above question referred to the fact that 
his Grand Lodge had carried the X. M. “. 
since its inception, and that the X. M.“. 
was at that moment in its debt to the 
exent of nearly $900.00, and asked what 
arrangement would be made to offset 
this, (answer deferred till later in the 
session). 

Bro. Strath also asked during discus 
sion of the above if the Grand Sect. 
General could explain how the formation 
of Grand Lodges detracted from the 
funds of the A. MI. I'. and said that in his 
opimon that the per capita tax of 25 
cents per member from cach daughter 
iodge would more than offset the split 
ting of the $5.00 fce heretofore sent in 
by each lodge for cach intrant at his in 
itiation, contention denied by Grand 
Sect. General. 

Bro Strath then moved “that the duties 
and priveleges of the Provincial Grand 
Masters be defined by this Supreme Body 


at a subsequent session when meeting as. 


an executive committee of the whole,” 
this motion was seconded by Bro. Pro- 
vol, and on being duly put was carried. 
Bro. Provol spoke at some length on: 
the subject of the mortuary fund and 
called the attention of the Grand Lodge 
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to te fact that by the action of doing 
away with the Grand Lodges the amount 
to be paid to the deceased brothers 
survivors would be a national amount in- 
stead of a State one only. and therefore 
made a motion that a certain sum, to be 
left to the diseretion of the Board ot 
Managers, says 5 or 10 cents be set aside 
fram the per capita tax of $1.00 ior the 
purpose of creating this Mortuary cond, 
so that in future there will be no fur- 
thes assessment made upon the BD. but 
the Grand Sect. General will pay under 
the direction of the Board of Managers 
the amount on hand in the Fund to the 
widow of the deceased, this was second- 
ed by Bro. Strath, and on being regular- 
ly put before the Lodge was carried 
unanimously. 

She next order of business to come 
before the Lodge was that of devising 
ways and means of raising sufficient 
funds to lift the debt and place the A. 
M. . in its proper place among the Great 
Masonic. Powers of the World, 

Reo. Lucas said that in his opinion the

over twelve years ago T severed my con- 
nection with the Grand Lodge of Scot- 
land by taking a Demit from my Mother 
Lodge "Newton on Ayr St. James 125.0 
| lodged it with King Solomon Lodge” 
in the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge 
of Idaho working in the so called “York 
Rite" during my connection. with this 
Lodge I held office in it, and was Orator 
in the Grand Lodge, Becoming dissatis- 
fied with the unmasonic acts oi the 
Grand odge of Idaho, I took my Demit 
which by the unanimous vote of the 
Lodge contained the recommendatory 
clause. 

I will not dilate on Masonic. condi- 
tions in the U. S. A. more than to say 
that they were such in the predominant 
“York Rite" that the Masonic Lodge had 
degenerated into a social and political 
Club, into which the l’oreign Mason— 
when allowed to enter—was only ad- 
mitted on suflranee, a movement was 
then on (oot to establish Lodges in the 
U. S. K. which would practice Universal 
Masonry, where neither Race, Religion 
or Nationality would be a barrier, this 
agreeing with the masonic ideas first 
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taught me, L entered into the movement 
with heart and soul; and my Brethren 
have placed sufficient confidence in me 
to elect me to the highest office in their 
gift viz-—, Grand Master Mason in the 
Supreme Lodge ot the American Ma- 
-onic Federation, this Body so far from 
being “Bogus” derives its Masonic. aun- 
thority from the Supreme Council of 
Louisiana some of whose Lodges date 
back to 1795, when that State was a 
French Colony. and its Civil authority 
irom a Charter of Incorporation from 
the State of Idaho. 

AIL Masonic. authorities agree that 
lodges of different Rites can exist in the 
same country without an invasion of ter- 
ritory by either, this is acknowledged by 
Lodges in Countries where there had 
been previously a Grand Lodge of 
of another Rite established, the 
Garand = Lodges of England and Ire- 
land as well as all the Grand Lodges of 
Continental Europe practice the same; 
and the York Rite of the U. S. A. have 
acknowledged the correctness ot the 
principle in Mexico where last year there 
was established a “York Grand Lodge 
of Mexico". though there had been 
Grand lodges of the Scottish Rite in 
Mexico for over a hundred years, and are 
there still. 

I will submit to vou. Brethren, what 
sit that makes à Masonic. Body regular 
or irregular? to use the elegant expres- 
spen of Bro. Inglis, “Bogus"—is it not 
the recognition of the Sister Jurisdic- 
tions of the same Rite? This being 
granted then the regularity of the Lod- 
ges in the American Masonic. Federation 
is beyond doubt as it is recognized, ani 
representatives exchange with it by 
twenty Foreign Masonic Powers, some 
af whom are in relations of amity with 
the Grand Lodge of Scotlind, «amongst 
them the Grand Lodge of Haiti of which 
I have the honour to be the Representa- 
tive.

Mosonry is universal with the sole 
we tion af the U. S. The following 
hk quated from page 29 of "The 1910 
l'ruccedings. of the Grand Council of 
Rite of Scotland.” 

"Masonry in the U. S. is not analogous 
to Masonry in any other country in thc 
torli. The unity which elsewhere 
tnaructerises the Craft is here lacking. 


Fach one of the States of the Union has 
a Craft Grand Lodge af what ts termed 
by them the “York Kite,“ which is a 
perversion of the true Masonry intro- 
duced by the three Mother Grand 
Lodges of England, Ireland. and Seot- 
land in the Eighteenthi Century into the 
then British Colonies, and manufactured 
by one Thomas Smith Webb. who was à 
prominent masonie lecturer. and degree 
peddler. While these Grand Lodges 
profess to work the same system, their 
examination is so different one trom the 
other that the member er one jurisdic- 
tion always finds it ditficult, and often 
impossible, to work his way inte a Lodge 
in another jurisdiction, - When this is 
the experience of iu native craftsman, 
vou can readily imagine the greater dif- 
neulties which beset the path ob a foreign 
brother.” 

“In the higher degrees of this so-called 
"York Rite" the condition is litiic ii any 
better than in the Craft Lodges. In the 
System there are thirteen degrees, three 
of which are peculiar to itsell The "Most 
Exeellent Master" and "Super Excellent 
Master degrees which must noi be cen- 
founded with the ancient degrees of 
"Exeellent and Super [excellent Mason) 
one of which is given in the Royal Arch 
Chapter, the other in the Council. ot 
Royal and Seleet Masters; and the 
"Knights of the Red Cross.” which is 
a plagarised version of the old “Prince 
Mason.” 


“Though nominally an independent 


rite, the "York. Rite” in its Symbolic 
Lodges is practically dominated. by two 
bodies, which are miscäalled Scottish“ 
Supreme Councils for the Southern and 
Northern Jurisdictions. of the U. 8. A. 
The latter of these was created by the 
former, which created itself In govern- 
ment these bodies are unmasonie and 
autocratic, and in principle they are 
liberal, bigoted, and intolerant. Through 
the control which these bodies have saim- 
ed in the “York Rite" Grand Lodges 
(they themselves do not work the Syni- 
Dolie Grades}, the expulsion, from taking 
the Scottish Rite Degdrees from any 
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other source than these two. This action 
on the part of the “York Rite“ Grand 
Lodges, coupled with their contemptious 
attitude towards the forcign Grand Lod- 
ges, and to the organisation of the Ameri- 
can Masonic lederation with Lodges 


and Grand lodges linked from ocean to 
ocean, —" 


With the exception. of the United 
States, wherevery Masonry is known 
thoughout the world, in all its essential 
particulars, it is one and the same. 
Whether we travel among the Indians 
m the deep forcsts of our own land, or 
among the mountains of South America, 
in the land of the Mohammedan or the 
Turk. or in the last Indies, where our 
Present traditions are unknown, in all 
portions of the habitable globe, the 
"Land-marks" arc the same, and the 
lonely and forsaken brother finds friends 
and helpers, where, under other circum- 
stances, he would have perished by the 
way. True they have their own language. 
and their own symbols: but according 
to their own manners. they inculcate the 
same great truths, and observe, with 
greater care, those bonds which cause 
them to listen to the ery of the poor 
and the needy, than the Masons of civi- 
lized lands. 


The following is another cuotation 
from “The 1908 Proceedings—Vage 19- 
20. This quotation clearly demonstrates 
the true. situation of Free Masonry in 
the U. S. Jt is an answer to various 
queries from one of the Scottish Rite 
bodies in the E. S. 


"phe Grand Council of Kites of Scot- 
land, dating from time immemorial, is 
willing to enter into friendly relations 
and exchange Representative with your 
Supreme Council, conditional upon said 
Council recogmisius the principle of con- 
current jurisdition.

F. M. Held in the Offices of the 
American Masonic Federation 
at Salt Lake City, Utah. 
January 9, 1912. 

Ihe III. brother M. McD. Thomson 
svn. Grand Commander announced that 
ie meeting had been called for the pur- 
se of considering the advisability of 
‚tablisling in working order the Con- 
erated Supreme Councils of .\merica, 
or the purpose of working and con- 
ering those degrees properly belonging 

the scottish Grand Council of Rites, 
winch latter body, the Sovereign source 
œ all high grade Masonry, had author- 
wed the incorporation of the aforesaid 
Confederated Supreme Council of Ameri- 
ca, and also extended to the said Con- 
inderated Council her official recognition, 
ind also allowed the Council to work 
say and all the degrees of and belong- 
mg to the Scottish Grand Council of Rites 
in Scotland, including the degrees of 
Companion and Commander of thc 
touncil, also the Grand Star of Sirius, 
aud the Lybie Chain. 

According to the laws of the Sovercign 
Supreme Council there may not bc less 
man nine nor morc than thirty three 
active members 33rd. degree in the 
Council, there may be however a further 
umber of honorary, and emeritis mem- 
“rs 33rd degree. 

The drait of the by-laws that had 
en prepared was then read scction by 
- ction, and on motion made by Fratre 
ence, seconded by Fratre Frovol that 
ese by-laws bc accepted as read and 
inted, the same were made the laws 
the Council. 

(he incorporation papers which had 
so been prepared were next submitted 
ul a motion duly made and seconded to 
cept same was put and regularly car- 
red. 

The next order of business was the 
‘ection of the Officers for the Supreme 
ouncil 33rd. and last degree of the 
ottish. Rite A. & A., and other Rites 
and Degrees of the Supreme Council.

No doubt can exist in the mind of the 


audent of Freemasonry, that Scotland 


na» not only been credited with being 
the cradle of Craft and high grade Ma- 
anry, but that such ts the fact, and his- 
torians all agree that its origin, though 
somewhat mythical, can not be success- 
ally controverted. However, as the ob- 
wet of these articles 1s to trace Free- 
masonry in an unbroken descent from 
Scotland to the United States, we will 
e compelled to mark the begirming of 
this epoch by the advent of an important 
ccnurance, and we deem the establish- 
ment of the Grand Lodge of Scotland, 
the most opportune. But we will be 
compelled to briefly mention the points 
that led up to this event. “Kilwinning,” 
nas long been a name for Masons to 
conjure with, and the long drawn out 
controversy as to which constituted the 
dest Lodge in Scotland, Kilwinning or 
st. Mary's Chapel, was settled on the 
gti October 1807, in the following man- 
Ter: 

“The representatives of the negotiat- 
mg bodies met at Glasgow on the morn- 
ing af the 14th of October 1807, the del- 
'gates from Kilwinning being entertain- 
'd at breakfast in the Star Inn by the 
hrethren from Edinburgh. After a 
iengthened conference, in course of 
which the Records of the Lodge of Kil- 
winning and a copy of the Charter af 
the Lodge of Perth and Scoon were

produced in support of the “great an- 
tiquity of Kilwinning”, the joint Com- 
mittee adopted a ‘Minute of Agreement,’ 
the chief points of which were: “That 
the Mother Lodge Kilwinning shall re- 
munce all rights of granting Charters, 
and come in, along with all the Lodges 
holding under her. to the bosom of the 
Grand J. odge. That the Mother 
Kilwinning shall be placed at the head 
af the Roll of the Grand Lodge, under 
the denomination of Mother Kilwinning, 
and that the Master. of the Mother 
Lodge Kilwinning for the time shall be 
ipso facto Provincial Grand Mastet for 
the Ayrshire district.” 


Thus was healed this long and trouble- 
some dispute, and Mother Kilwinning 
and all her daughter T.odges, were given 
a suitable recognition, and although she 
maintained her independence, and jis- 
sued her Charters long before the 
Grand J.odge of Scotland was formed, 
and refused allegience to that Body, her 
rights were now determined, and she has 
been given the prominence her antiquity 
merited, and she stands on the Roll of 
the Grand Lodge of Scotland, "Number 
O, date, time immemmorial.“ 


We will now date our epoch from the 
organization of the Grand Lodge of Scot- 
land, which took place on November 
30th, 1736. One of the founders of this 
Grand Rody was the Earl of Kilmarnock. 
By way of preface, we give a biographic- 
al sketch of Ear! Kilmarnock, 
corded by Bro. Murray Lyon, 
lrated Masonic historian. 


"William, 


the celc- 


fourth Earl of Kilmarnock, 


as re-. 
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was one of the original members and 
frst Master oi Kilmarnock Kilwinning. 
chartered in 173g—was called to the chair 


of the Lodge of Kilwinning, and while 
holding that office. was in November 


1743 clected Grand Master Mason of 


Scotland. It was on his T.ordship's rec- 
commendation that, in 1743. the first Mili- 
tary Lodge, under Grand Lodge, was 
erected—the petitioners being “some 
sergeants and sentinals belonging to 
Colonel Lees’ regiment of foot.” About 
the vear 1764. the rite of “Strict Ob- 
servance” a conglomeration of masonry. 
magic, and chivalry, was introduced into 
Germany. The founder of this branch 
of the “high degrees was Baron von 
Hund, who professed to have been made 
a Knight Templar by Tord Kilmarnock 
in Paris in 1743, and to have been intro- 
duced through the same medium to 
Prince Charles Edward Stuart, Grand 
Master of the Order. Evidence from à 
Scottish source has never been produced 
o: Lord Kilmarnock's connection with 
other than Craft Masonry. Lord Kilmar- 
nock fought on the Stuart side at the 
battle of Culloden, «while hs eldest son, 
Lord Loyd who bore a commission in 
the Royal army, foueht on the other 
side. After the battle he voluntarily 
surrendered himself, and was afterwards 
tried and condemned for high treason 
lle was executed in 1746. Lord Boyd. 
who succeeded to the Earldom of Ezra, 
was Grand Master in 1731-52.“ 


The Roll of the Grand Lodge of Sco: 
land shows, the Earl of Kilmarnock te 
kave been the 7th Grand Master, aun! 
served in 1742. We dwell upon this par: 
of our subject for the purpose of em- 
phasizing the fact that it was during 
this administration, that Scotch Mason- 
ry was transplanted into France. No 
doubt exists in the minds of Masonic 
historians, that English Masonry was 
introduced into France in 1725, hy the 
Earl of Derwentwater, who established a 
Lodge of Craft Masonry in Paris, but 
of this advent or its future history we 


have nothing to do, as it forms uo pari 


of this subject. However, subsequent 


to this event, we have an account of on- 


Andrew Michacl Ramsay. having intra- 
duced Scotch Masonry into France. i'm. 
during these troublesome times, a serea 


many Scotchmen, adherents of the Pre- 
tender, had sought refuge in France, and 
no doubt a great many of them were 
armed with the necessary authority ta 
organize T.odyes in that country. ra. 
Gould, in his “Concise History of | re 
masonry". says: "Scoís Masonry wa. 
unknown there before the delivery by 
Andrew Michael Ramsay of his famous 
speech in 1737, aud appeared shortly 
afterwards, the two have been repre- 
sented as cause and effect which. iu- 
decd, was most certainly the case. hut 
the oration af the "Chevalier" and the 
continental perversions of Freemasonry 
that followed in its train, are supposed 
hy some good authorities to be them- 
selves merely links in a far-reaching 
chain of events, extending over a long 
series of years. 


The Scots Degree smoothed the wav 
lor the Templar movement in. Masonry 
called the “Strict Observance”, and the 
key to the problem which confronts ns 
in either instance, it is contended. may 
be found in the extent to which the 
Jesuits moulded the Stuart agitation, 
ending with the rising of 1745-6." 


Little is truthfully known of Ran: 
Masonic career in France, and many 
charges are laid at his door. Rut, one 
thing is known. and has become an 
established fact that the Chivalrie De- 
grees, were practiced in Scotland, many 
vears before Ramsay left that conntry, 
and sceing thit Ramsay was born and 
reared in the city af Ayr and near tu 
the renowned “Kilwinning Abbey.” na 
doubt he was well acquainted with thie 
degrees afterwards called “Black Masan- 
ry.“ Gadicke, says of him: “Ramsay 
was a learned Mason and well acquainted 
with the Nncient Mysteries. Ile taughi 
that the order of Speculative Masonry 
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Seem evaded with a Seciety «d I might So UU 


tte time on Gedirey. de Boullon, that 
ther düty was to rebuild the churches 
destroyed by the Saracens, and because 
many of the workmen were converted 
Christians, they adapted symbolic cere- 
monies with the object of instructing 
them in the Christian religion. Ile at- 
tempted to support this system, by the 
Het of the building of the College ot 
Templars, in London, which was actually 
constructed in the rth century, by the 
iraternity of Masons who had been in 
th Holy Land.” 

In connection with this subject, we 
quete the following from Bro. John 
Yarker's “Speculative Masonry.” “Prince 
Charles Eaward Stuart was made a Tem— 
plar at Holyrood, (by some who had 
heen members of the Order in 1715,) in 
the year 1745, and in April 1747, he 
granted to Arras, France, a Charter tor 
i Metropolitan Chapter of Rose Croix. 
ch runs as follows: We, Charles Ed- 
wird Stuart, King of England, IFrance, 
Scotland, and Ireland, and in that quality 
S.G. M. of the Chapter of Il. known un- 
der the title of Knight of the Eagle and 
'elican, and since our misfortunes, under 
that of Rose Croix, creet and create by 
ind present Bull, in the said town of 
Arras, Primordial Chapter of Rose Croix 
ete The Pelican feeding its young is 
the jewel of the degree, and the banner 
al his father, James 111, in 1715, bore the 
very same symbol. We therefore seem 
to identify both Templar and Rose Croix 
Masons together in thc two rebellions 
i 1715, and 1745. 

Kamsay, evidently. was very active 
during the atoresaid rebellions, being the 
tutor of the two sons of the Prince in 
France, and we are informed he was the 
means cf the introduction into Fraucc.

We will refer to the exploits of Baro: 
von llund, and the "Strict Observance.” 
Baron von Jlund was born in Germany 
in 1722, and he himself declares he was 
made a Knight Vemplar by the Young 
l'retender, at Parts, in 1743, and that the 
Farl ot Kilmarnock was present, and 
Lord Clifford was acting as Prior. 
About this time the “Mother Lodge of 
Marseilles” was organized, by the Earl 
of Kilmarnock and his co-adjutors, as 
also the Lodges at Toulon. After the 
making of Baron yon Hund a Knight 
Lemplar, by Prince Charles Edward, 
Kilmarnock and others, the Baron, re- 
turned to Germany, and gathered around 
him a number of Brethren, and they be- 
came very active in the work of promul- 
gating Scotch Masonry in that country, 
and in 1751 he established the Lodge of 
the "Three Pillars“ in Kittlitz. At this 
time all Europe, was under a ban, owing 
to the agitations of the followers of the 
Pretender, not only in France but in 
Germany and Italy. The Baron von 
Hund, having received the degree cf 
Knight Templar, and undoubtedly tue 
degrees of Craft Masonry, as above de- 
scribed, at the hands of the “Knight of 
the Red Feather” which was afterwards 
determined to be the Pretender himself, 
in the strictest secrecy, on his return to 
Germany, became an advocate of

This Order or Rite 


was based upon the fiction that at the 
time of the suppression of the Templars, 
and the execution of their last Grand 
Master, his alleged successor, Pierre 
d'Aumont, with seven other Knights, 
took refuge in Scotland, and there pre- 
served the occult wisdom and the duc 
succession of the Order. l'or certain 
reasons also, these Knights were sind tc 
have joined the Guilds of Masons in that 
Kingdom, and thus to have given rise 
to the Society of Freemasons. This fic- 
tion savors very much of the dreams and 
fancics attributed to Chevalier Ramsay, 
but, be that as it may this System 
spread like wildfire in France, Germany 
and Holland, and had a strong bearing 
on the Pretender’s cause. This Order 
required an oath of implicit obedience 
to Unknown Superiors. De this true or 
not, it is a well known fact, that the 
“Strict Observance” became a power in 
French Masonry. So fast did this Order 
grow in Germany, that Bro. Gould says: 
“In August 1766, the Rite of the Strict 
Observance was adopted in Berlin. In 
1772, Duke Ferdinand of Brunswick, was 
appointed Grand Master of the Strict 
Observance. and his nephew in that same 
year was appointed Grand Master of the 
“Three Globes," and the two T.odges 
worked in harmony, until 1782, and in 
1783. thc Three Globes, formally de- 
clared themselves independent of that 
Order. No Order of Masonry spread 
as rapidly, or gained a firmer hold on 
Continental Europe, than did the Strict 
it is now called, is made up of the Strict 
Observance, and the “Swedish Rite" as 
Observance, Scots Craft Masonry, and 
French Templarism. and a little Sweden 
hor gianisn.

the point when we proved that Tord 
Kilmarnock, as the Grand Master of the 
Grand Lodge of Scotland, and Master of 
Kilwinning, and by virtue of that author- 
ity, had organized the Mother Lodge of 
Marseilles under the distinctive title of 
"St. John of Scotland," which title she 
bore at the timc of which we write, but 
we have deemed in better, it not neces- 
sity, to introduce a synopsis of the con- 
dition of Masonry in France at the time 
this transplanting of Scotch Masonry 
took place, and the necessity of the 
"Strict Observance.” We will also in- 
troduce a few historical data. to show 
that at the time of the creation of the 
Mother Lodge of Marseilles, by the 
Grand Master of the Grand T.odge of 
Scotland, neither the Grand Orient nor 
the Grand Lodge of Trance, had any 
connection with Scotch Masonry, and 
that for many years after, they did not 
assume any control of Scotch Lodges in 
France. 

“The Grand Orient, it is truc. claimed 
to be the heir and successor of the dif- 
ferent bodies that had previous to 1804. 
administered the different Rites of Scot- 
lish Masonry in France, hut that was a 
claim which she was never able to estab- 
lish.” Lamarre p. 42. 


"|t is enough for us to repeat, that 
the Grand T.odge, which was replaced by 
the Grand Orient, never knew any other 
than the first three symbolic degrees, 
and that its only jurisdiction was over 
the Blue or Adonhiramite Masonry. So 
that it was not possible that the higher 
degrees, and consequently the bodies 
that practiced them, could be under its 
control.” Vidal Fezandie. 

"]t is a great mistake to assert that the 
Grand Orient and Grand Lodge of 
France ever practiced Scottish Masonry. 
The Grand Lodge never recognized any 
other degrees than the three symbolic 
ones; as its continual quarrels with the 


Chapter of the High degrecs prove.”

“So matters stood until 1804. The 
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Scotch Dircctories, which by the treaty 
of 1776, with the Grand Orient, had the 
exclusive working and administration of 
the ‘Reformed Rite,’ still continued to 
work. The Mother I.odge of the Philo- 
sophic Scottish Rite, the Chapter at 
Arras, and several other bodies were also 
independent.”—Lamarre. 


“The Philosophical Scottish Rite, the 
Rite of Hercdom, and in general all the 
Masonic bodies that had, by virtue of the 
Concordat, been united to the Grand 
Orient. equally resumed their independ- 
ence, ctc."—Clavcl. 


“The Rite of Heredom or Kilwinning, 
the Mother Lodge of the Philosophic 
Rite, the Primitive Rite, the Rite ot 
Beneficent Knights of the Holy City, 
Regime of the Directory of Scptimanie 
at Montpellier, were all independent.“ — 
Biesuchet and Rehold. 

We will now quote briefly from a doac- 
nent purporting to be a letter written 
by Le Blanc De Marconnay, Orator of 
the Chamber of Council and of appcals 
for the Grand Orient of Trance, and 
dated “Fast of Paris the 3rd day of the 
Moon called Flul, 6th month, A. I.. 3852; 
the 18th of August 1852, of the Christian 
era. This letter is called “A report of 
the difficulties which exist between the 
Grand J.odge of the York Rite for the 
State of Louisiana and the Supreme 
Council af the Scottish Rite for the 
same State.” 

„All the Grand Lodges of the United 
States of America, 32 in number, have 
been constituted alter the York Rite. be- 
cause they originated from England, 
Scotland or Ireland. where said Rite is 
practiced since the revival of the Ma- 
sonic Order. 

The only exception to this general rule 
took place in Louisiana. which became 
a State of the Union in 1812. The pop- 
ulation of said State was, at that time, 
exclusively of Ifrench or Spanish origin. 
The first Lodge in Louisiana was found- 
cd in 1793, by brethren of various Easts, 
all united at New Orleans. They ap- 
plied to the Grand Lodge of South Caro- 


lina, and obtained from her, and unix: 
the name and title of “Perfect Union” a 
Constitution whereby they were author— 
ized to practice the York Ritc. 


The second Lodge was established in 
1794, after the Scottish Rite, by th- 
Grand Mother Lodge of Marscille-. ir 
default of the Grand East, which, au the 
time. was not at work. in consequence vi 
the events at the French Revolution. 
This Lodge toak the name of "Polar 
Star Lodge." which cumulated 
wards. the Modern, Scottish and York 
Rites, 

Masons from South Carolina cesti... 
ed in 1800, a York Rite Lodge, under 
the obedience of the Grand Ladac o 
Pennsylvania. and bearing the name 
“Charity Lodge.”

Several brethren from the north 
the United States, established, in 8% 
the "Louisiana Lodge,“ under the iuris 
diction of the Grand Lodge of New 
York, equally practicing the York Rite 

In the same year the Grand J. odge ci 
Pennsylvania, authorized thc establish- 
ment of a new Lodge after the York 
Rite, and under the name of "arm nv.” 
and another, under the name of the "0c 
sircd Re Union,“ composed of M: 7 
from St. Domingo. 


Such was the essence ot Masonry in 
J.outsiana, previous to the creation - 
Special Grand Lodge for that coi. 
The Constitutive authorities and che 
Rites in practice were different. Putat 
that period. T.ouisiana was but a Mi- n 
ic Territory, belonging to a foreign 
power (Trance) and it was then cuc: 
ary for Masons to derive their vue 
from whencesoever they chose, a- ' 
as the majority recognized or esta ici 
no Masonic authority. 


All these T.odges lived in perfect : 
mony. notwithstanding their diffe: N 
communions, and, as à mater at cotto 
the rites followed by the Mason- 
Ie. uisiana were amalgamated. 


The idea of founding a Grand l 
belongs to the first of the Constitucc!

Lodges, and al! said Lodges concurred 
in a measurc, whereby they were to bc 
governed on an cqual footing with the 
l.odges of the other parts of tne Union. 

A general Committec was constituted, 


in Convention, on the 18th day of April 
1812, under the title of “General Ma- 
sonic Committce for thc State of Louis- 
iana," and "for the purposc of cstab- 
lishing a Grand Lodge at New Orleans." 
Said Committee decided that a Grand 
Masonic Convention, composed of the 
five first officers of the cx-Worshipful 
Masters of thc Lodges represented in 
its bosom, should be summoned on thc 
6th of June 1812. A Constitution was 
adopted, and the Grand Lodge was in- 
augurated after the York Rite, on the 
11th of June 1812, under the Presidency 
n? Wor. Dro. Dubourg, first Grand Mast- 
cr. 


On the 15th of March 1813. a Grand 
Chapter of Royal Arch Masons for the 
State of Louisiana, was also formcd and 
cstablished, independent of thc Grand 
T.odge, in order to regulate the adminis- 
tration of the High degrees of the York 
Rite. 


Finally the Scottish Masons applied *o 
‘he compctent authority of said Ritc, for 
the establishment of a Grand Coasitrorv 
for the Southern portion of the Unite“! 
States; said Consistory was inaugu-ated 
and proclaimed in New Orleans, on the 
‘oth day of June, 1813, and became aiter- 
wards a dependency of the Suprenie 
Council now existing in that part of the 
world. 


The Grand Lodge, by a decree of June 
Sth, 1833. which decree was notified to 
‘he Grand Consistory of Princes of the 
Royal Secret for the State of Louisiana. 
established in her bosom a Scottish 
Symbolic Chamber, and requested the 
Grand Consistory to divest itself of the 
right of constituting Scottish Lodges. 
and to transfer the same to said Cham- 
her. This demand was granted, and all 
the Scottish Lodges cxchanged their 
Constitutive title for a Patent issuing 


from the Grand Lodge in her Scottist:

And in order that there should be no 
misunderstanding about the new inten- 
tions of the Grand Lodge, she informed 
the Supreme Council by a special com- 
mnnication, dated March sth, 1850, that 
henceforth she would neither constitute 
ner administer any other Lodges than 
thase professing exclusively the York 
Rize. The Scottish Lodge, thus deprived 
oi à proper government, returned their 
Charters to the Grand Lodge, and united 
the jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Council, from which they received new 
Censtitutions. It was in consequence 
oi thts event. that the Supreme Council, 
by a decision dated September 2oth 
1820, resumed its authority over all the 
dezrces of the Ancient Accepted Scottish 
Nie. 

Aud now, in winding up its declara- 
ticas, the Grand Orient of France, de- 
eisres, in unmistakable terms, the follow- 
ing: 

"Finally, we do hereby solemnly and 
in the presence of the Masonic World 
declare, that the Scottish Masons, under 
the jurisdiction of the Supreme Council 
oi New Orleans, possessing all and every 
condition required for one to be a reg- 
ui.” Mason, should be received as such, 
ir the French Temples, and that our al- 
hance with the regular Scottish authority 
n. Louisiana., shall remain unshaken.”

I do not doubt but that you and the 
majority ot your BB. honestly believe 
that your title to regularity is as good, 
if not better than that of the regular 
Grand Lodge of Mass, to show you 
that that is not so I will quote you a 
little Masonic history. 


The Grand Lodge of Ohio was organ- 
ized at Chillicothe, Monday, January 4, 
1808, by the following Lodges: American 
Union, Chartered by the St. John Grand 
Lodge cf Mass., Military Lodge, by the 
same authority, Nova Cesarea from the 
Grand Lodge of New Jersey, Erie and 
New England by the Grand Lodge of 
Connecticut, and Cincinnatti by the 
Grand Lodgc oí Kentucky, the oldest 
of these two were self confessedly ir- 
regular. These without any warrant 
constituted themsclves a Grand Lodge 
for the State of Ohio. 


Now having scen that the so-called 
Grand Ladge of Ohio had no authority 
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lor its existance, let us examine what 
authority the several Grand Lodges had 
who granted the Charters to the Lodges 
who formed this self constituted Grand 
Lodge of Ohio. 


Of the illegality of the Grand Lodge 
of Mass., I need say nothing, as your 
body has published enough on that sub- 
ject. 


The Grand Lodge of New Jersey had 
never any higher Masonic authority than 
a Deputies commission the same as 
Mass., while Kentucky did not even have 
that authority. Connecticut derives from 
Mass. 

Thus you will perceive that the regular 
Vork Grand Lodge of Ohio while it was 
self constituted, the Lodges forming it 
derived their authority from the Grand 
Lodge of Mass. I.ct mc ask you can a 


‚clean thing come out of an unclean 


thing? [f the regular Grand Lodge of 
Mass. whose jurisdiction your Grand 
Lodge has invaded, be irregular—and I 
admit that it is—then all that has sprung 
from it (including the regular Grand 
J. odge of Ohio) is likewise irregular; then 
surely your Grand Lodge which was self 
constituted by Lodges Chartered by a 
split from the Grand Lodge of Ohio, can 
be no more regular than its parent; thus 
your Grand J.odge is at hest but the 
illegitimate offspring of an illegitimate 
parent. 

Now my dear brother do not mistake 
me. I do not say this'in an argumentive 
spirit as the lcgality or illegality of your 
Grand Lodge possesses only an academic 
interest to mc, and I mention it only be- 
cause you mention the Scottish Rite in 
a manner that shows you only know 
it as it is usually understood in America, 
as a sort of adjunct to the York Rite, 
and also as you statc that you are a 
Masonic student and arc open to con. 
viction. 

By the Scottish Rite we of the A. M. 
F. do not mean the Masonic abortion 
born in Charleston, S. C. in 1801, but the 
true Masonry of Scotland the birthplacc 
of all Masonry. The Symbolic or Craft 


degrces arc by our laws not only inde. 
pendent, but are SUPREME, the foun- 
dation of the whole Masonte fabric, good 
standing in which is a sine quo non far 
membership in the further grades. 

Being a Masonic student myself, al- 
ways on the search for "more light", | 
am willing to impart as well as reccive, 
so any information that I can give you 
on any of the points treated of in your 
letter, I will gladly give.

A NEW HISTORY OF THE 
SCOTTISH RITE. 


—— 


ne proceedings of the Supreme 
sncil, N. M. J. for 1911 which has just 

issued brings some very welcome 
digence; that within thc next year 
be written and published an author- 
ve history of the Scottish Rite. Ow- 
to the enormous growth of the Rite 
in recent years, the subject is of 
at interest to many enquiring Masons, 
that the book will be a more than 
"ome addition to the Masonic litera- 
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ture of the day. The occasion for this 


step is thc centennial anniversary which 
will be celebrated next year; not the 
cclebration of the centennial of the Scot- 
tish Rite, but of the Northern Jurisdiz- 


tion of the United States of America; 
tor in 1813 the Supreme Council split in 
to two jurisdictions, at the same time 
that the rival Grand Lodges of England 
were making over their differences and 
uniting into one strong Grand Lodge. 
Not that the scism in the Scottish Rite 
was attended with any unpleasantness, 
but was consummatcd merely for pur- 
poses of convenience. While the his- 
tory is supposed to embrace only thc 
hundred years of separation, still it is 
hardly possible that the committce who 
have the work in charge will neglect thc 
opportunity of reviewing the foundation 
of the Rite and its introduction into this 
country. The members of the committee 
arc Charles T. Gallagher, of Boston; 
James H. Godding, of New York; John 
T. Carton, of Flint, Mich.: Horace A. 
Irvin, of Dayton, Ohio; and William W. 
Perry, of Milwaukec, Wis. This coterie 
of trained Masonic students, lawyers and 
writers are cminently fitted for the task 
and can be depended upon to give, not 
only a consecutive history of thc Rite, 
but also a carcful and judicial scrutiny 
of the claims of the rival bodies in this 
country concerning which several Grand 
I.odges have passed legislation without 
presenting a scintilla of historical evi- 
dence pro or con. In justice to the Rite 
this evidence should be presented in fuil, 
and refuted. May their pens be guided 
by the highest purposes and the great 
est skill.” 


That not only a new history of the 
Scottish Rite is needed, but cven more 
so a true history, all who have given the 
subject cven the most cursory examina- 
tion will acknowledge, the BB. forming 
the Committce may be all that Bro. 
Pride says, but, can any one who is a 
member of either of the conflicting juris- 
dictions approach such a task with a 
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mind sufficiently clear of prejudice to 
treat it fairly? could this be done and 
all the conWicting branches of these 
so-called Supreme Councils—who on!y 
use the Scottish name to disgrace it—oc 
shown up in their hideous nakedness, 
shown that they were conceived in sin 
and born in iniquity, that for years, in 
fact since the mother fraud was founded 
in Charleston in 1801 through all its

‘rong when once convinced that the 
rong existed, immediately reversed its 
vas: decisions and actions and made it 
pparent that as "A. XI. F.“ had un- 
onhtedly the best of the argument as 
egards lineage and respectability, and 
I. A. XI.“ at the best was but a 
ncaneer who had stolen all with which 
: was encompassed and as a usurper was 
great success but as a subject de- 
ening of support it was a false issue; 
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therefore, public opinion veered round 
in à moment and thc positions of the 
two canines were reversed. “A; M. K.“ 
became popular, “F. X. M." became the 
outcast. 


And then the truc spirit of thc dogs 
came to light, for blood will tell. In- 
stead of glorifying in its compctitor's 
defeat. and lashing the poor animal with 
fearful revenge, “A. M. F.“ looked with 
pitying eyes upon the fallen giant. and 
calling together the scarred and wearh- 
er-benten forces. which had so bravely 
stood the battle now over, "A. M, F.,“ 
instructed them to take pity on the mis- 
guided followers of “E. A. M." to make 
friends with them and to aid them as 
far as possible consistent with principle 
to better their condition and to make the 
defeat which had been dealt them less 
humiliating. 

Thus was it that the battle of the can- 
ines, Severe and serious while it lasted, 
poes down in history as a peace compa-t 
rather than a war, and thus is it thas 
throughout the length and breadth of 
the United States is now heard of only 
onc branch of that canine family —“A. 
XI. F."—and throughout the whole world 
there are none more respected than those 
raised in America. 

MORAL—Be sure vou are right, then 
go ahead: falter not, nor get cold fect.

THE GRAND LODGE OF SCOT- 
LAND AND THE “HIGH 
DEGREES.” 


We have ever looked to the Grand 
Lodge of Scotland as the upholder of 
ancient tradition and fundamental Ma- 
sonic practice, for in many ways that 
Grand I.odgc is morc democratic than 
most bodies its peers. At the last quar- 
terly communication, however, a motion 
was introduced which, if passed, will 
join the hands of that body with the 
vicious circle inangurated by Massachu- 
setts and Ohio in this country. The 
motion will make any brother liable to 
suspension or expulsion who becomes an 
active member of any body purporting 
to be Masonic, which is not recognized 
by the Grand I.odge of Scotland. This 
ot course is aimed at the so-called “high 
degrees” and concordant orders. From 
this distance it looks as if some of the 
"higher" bodics must be in a bad way 
and arc in need of Grand Lodge support 
to keep them alive. The resolution com- 
ing Irom Scotland is particularity signiti- 
cant tor it is well known that in that 
country the number of Master Masons 
holding membership in the “higher bod- 
ies" is, compared to this country, ex- 
tremely limited. It is doubtful if more 
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than 10 per cent. of the members ai 
Grand Lodge belongs to any other badı 
than the Chapter, R. A. M. And yet 
this nincty per cent. who can know ab. 
solutely nothing about other degrees an 
rites than those to which they belong. 
are asked to pass upon thc Masoni. 
standing of the Royal Order of Scotland 
Knights of Constantine, Council of A!. 
lied Masonic degrees, ctc, ctc, includ- 
ing bodies which you or they probably 
never heard of. If a Master Mason i: 
good standing is truc to his obligation- 
it is absolutely no concern of the Grau i 
Lodge what social or fraternal bodic- 
he shall unite with. The jurisdiction of 
the Grand Lodge over Master Mason 
only extends to their actions as Mac 
ter Masons. The Scottish resolution i. 
backed hy some of the most influenti:' 
men in Grand T.odgc, and the flock will 
probably follow the roosters, and so thc 
Grand Lodge will probably lay the ne-t 
egg for a nice hatching of so-called cla 
destine Masonry in that country.— Tyi 
Keystone.

THE MASONIC CRISIS. 


A Master Mason. 


In glancing cver old files ] note a finc 
article on “Recognition of Grand Lod-

some remarks upon the second conclu- 
sion may not be amiss as it really affects 
nearly all American “legitimate” Mason- 
ry and certainly should arouse profound 
thought in every Mason's mind. The 
conclusion referred to (and tacitly held 
to by all American lodges of the "Icgiti- 
mate” type I think) is 

“Second. That the Icgitimacy of a 
subordinate lodge depends upon its be- 
ing able to trace ‘ts lineage from the 
parent Grand J.odge of England or the 
British Isles.” 


The conclusions reached in 


port appear incontestiblc, trust 


At first blush there doesn't seem to be 
anything the matter with this findine. 
Inasmuch as the “Grand Lodge system 
of government" in vogue since 1717, had 
never been heard of before that date, 
naturally all lodges in the world today, 
professing to practise the rituals  ar- 
ranged by the English promoters of the 
permanent Grand Lodge system in 1717, 
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must have descended. by hook or crook 
irom that “parent body” or the “Mother 
Grand Lodge of the world.” Even lodges 
descended with a bar sinister, still are 
“descended” and according to this rule 


would only be “irregular” and “illegiti- 


mate" in their legitimacy! 

But it will be noted that this conclu- 
sion of the Jowa investigators takes it 
for granted that there was a “Parent 
Grand Lodge” in England in 1717 from 
which all other lodges proceeded and all 
Masonic ancestry must therefore de 
traced back to it or you are not a Ma- 
son. If this wtre actually and historic- 
ally truc, then there would be nothing 
more to say. But unfortunately it is 
not true! 


Masonic historians now know and ad- 
mit that thc action of the four London 
Lodges in 1717 in forming a permanent 
Grand Lodge which proposed to be and 
assumed the power of being the “Moth- 
er Lodge" of the world, did not meet 
the approval of English Masonry as a 
whole. nor was it thc beginning or foun- 
dation of the Masonic organization in 
England or anywhere else. 


What was actually done was this: 
“Masons” before that time had for cen- 
turics held lodges in connection with 
the "Masonic Guilds." The actual rit- 
ualistic ceremonies of initiation were 
mostly used by these operative fraterni- 
tics and gradually were passing into the 
possession of the philosophical branches 
or degrees of the Craft. A few well- 
known gentlemen revised the rituals and 
established the permanent Grand Lodge 
system of government in London in 
1717. The operative Masons as a rule 
refused to have anything to do with the 
new system, though they preserve the 
records ef that period to this day. It 
was confined almost entirely to London 
for some time. 


At this very same period—1716-17— 
there existed on the continent many of 


the reles ot the eld guild of Mason 
as well as many societies Of scienti 
and philosophical degrees dealing wit 
identically the same tencts we now p: 

fess and using the same symbols and 
reierring to tthe same allegories. In ti. 
North of Europe and extending int 
France, a “Masonic revival” took place 
at the same time with that in. England, 
having no direct connection with it ior 
some time. This was conducted by Em- 
manuel Swedenborg and his diciples, 
Swedenborg being said to have been in- 
these portions of Great Britain more fa- 
miliar with the European sccret socictics 
and degrees, than England itself coul! 
have been. In à nutshell, both Scotland 


and Ireland, but particularly the latter, 
were familiar with “philosophic” Mason- 
ry while the London Grand Lodge ha! 
nothing more to commend it than a ne: 
scheme for Masonic government and a 
very inadequate idea of the real teach 
ings of the Craft. 


llence it was that in no great time 
the London Grand I.odge began to have 
trouble with those whom it contemptu- 
ously called "schismatics" and “rebels.” 
though as a matter of fact they were 
merely Masons who refused to recognize 
the “Mother Grand Lodge” and estab- 
lished a Grand Lodge of their own. The 
history of this and other “schismatic” 
Grand Lodges is very interesting. but 
the plain facts in the case show that 
while the London Grand Lodge was re 
spected far and wide and all over hu 
rope, its new system of government aul 
simple rituals were gaining the admir.i- 
tion and support of societies of Masons 
already existing, who gradually accepic.l 
charte:s and acknowledged the assumed 
authority over them of London, the 
“Athol Masons” as the chief “schismat- 
ic" Lodge was called, were always in 
fraternal communication with Scotland 
and Ireland and practically everywhere 
else save with London. Indced the Trish 


and Scottish Grand Masters were occa- 
sionally the Grand Masters of the “Schis- 
matic” Athol Masons. All this sort of 
Masonry was called "Ancient" by thc 
English speaking peoples, as opposed to 
'Moderns" of the London Grand Lodge. 
Hence it will readily be seen that the 
London Grand Lodge of 1717, was cer- 
itiatet in a university lodge about 1706. 

Also at the same time there existed 
in Ireland and Scotland, well defined 
“speculative” degrees, though mostly n 
connection with the guild Masons. The 
religious. and political connections and 
alliliations between Scotland and Vrance 
and Ireland and Trance. had mad» bcth 


uinly not the “mother lodge“ of the 


“Ancients” though long years afterward 


all these old sores were healed over and 
a union brought about between the two 
:vstems. 

Now this all affects American Masonry 


this extent— and therefore affects the 
statement of the Towa brothers. A very 
lange part of our American Masonry 
u»ces its descent back to “Ancient Ma- 
«enry” and not the London Grand Lodge 
at all! Tor instance, my own Grand 
I edge of Kentucky is descended through 
subordinate lodges, from the Grand 
ledge of Virginia and from no other

covered that all of its Masonry was 
B \ncient” and that of the several lodges 
donc, T believe) establishing the Virginia 
rand T.odge in 1778, five different juris- 
li tions were represented. Pennsylvania 
‘‘ncient). Scotland. Ireland. England 
‘*neicnt) and France. Tt seems that at 
list date “modern” Masonry was held in 
hhorrence. 
Kentucky became the “mother lodge" 
lodges in several other states, includ- 
Missouri, Indiana. Illinois, Arkansas, 
Toinessee, Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Wie, The union between the “ancients” 
sa “moderns” actually tank place (in 
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spots) at an carlier date in .\merica than 
in England. From that union has sprung 
the distinctive “American Rite“ —erron— 
cously called the "York Rite.” Also our 
“American Masonry” has succeeded in 
pretty effectually isolating itself from all 
but the English speaking world through 
a series of astonishingly blind blunders 
into traps set for it hy its enemies whom 
it docs not secm to suspect even—but 
that's another story. 

Now the question comes up. if the legi- 
timacy of a lodge is to be judged by its 
descent from the Parent Grand Lodge in 
Ergland, how are we going to construe 
this statement? How many parent 


Gand. T.odges will be allowed to the 
child or descendant? [t works out all 
very well for those who can trace dc- 
scent from the London Lodge—but what 
about those which cannot? Yet all of 
cur American jurisdictions are on fairly 
good terms with one another. 


I.ooking at it in another light, would 
not a liberal interpretation of this count 
even the dreaded French Masonry as 
legitimate? It descended from the Eng- 
lish Grand Lodge system too—on one 
side. And how about Spanish Mason- 
rv which is recognized by some of the 
foreign jurisdictions which some of our 
American jurisdictions recognize, and yet 
has “invaded” Pennsylvania and has 
quite a few lodges under Spanish juris- 
diction there. As an actual fact, every 
ne of these "clandestine" lodges in 
Pennsylvania can give as good an ac- 
ccunt of its lineage as the regular lodges. 
Puc they arc “clandestine” because they 
derive their authority from a foreign jur- 
isdiction which is no respector of the ex- 
clusively American doctrine of exclusive 
jurisdiction. The way forcigners look 
upon this seems impudent in the cx- 
treme. If wc Amcricans do not recog- 
nize them they do not—contrary to all 
the laws of nature—thereby vanish into 
thin air and ceasc to exist. But since we 
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dc not recognize them, they are not ob- 
ged to recognize us as Masons. America 
si ys, “you Spanish have no Masonry that 
we can sce," Spain says, “Same to you. 


Ve will introduce Masonry into 


America.” Result: A lot at “clandestine” 


lodges. 


The remedy for the snarl American 
Masonry has gotten into with regard to 
the ever increasing “clandestine.” "irreg- 
tar,” "spurious" and other sorts ot Ma- 
senry (do you notice that we always put 
"Masonry" after these adjectives?) is a 
National Grand Lodge or Advisory body. 
]* will either come as the result of a 
century's effort (it started way back Dbe- 
fore Henry Clay's timc) or our Grand 
Ledge system of government will found- 
er on the rocks of “recognition.” 


It is absurd to think that J. à Ken- 
tucky Mason, am specifically prohibited 
by my Grand Lodge from visiting à 
French lodge if 1 go to Europe. because 
the Pope of Rome has denounced hrench 
Masons as Atheists and we Americans 
have been silly cnough to believe him in 
preference to our own brothers. And yet 
I may visit a German Lodge and there 
meet one of these terrible Athcistic visi- 
ters. Or I might indignantly spit upon 
Soanish Masonry and yet meet Spaniards 
in Italian lodges. I might also meet 


seme Pennsylvania Clandestines in seve 
cral European lodges. If the Masons ut 
America cannot see where this sort oi 
fcolishness is leading them they may be 
called upon sooner than they desire, to 
stste specifically whether they are in 
favor of the retention of our republica 
terns of government or not. For this 
question is one that vitally concerns 
every Mason in the country. They can- 
net evade the issue if they would. ‘The 
forces which will ask this question and t: 
whose interests it will be to destroy our 
democracy have been well satisfied. ts 
render American Masonry "harmless" hy 
turning it upon itself and against the 
whole world (save English speaking) up- 
or this very question of "recognition. 
and exclusive jurisdiction.” And these 
forces are well aware that the Masons 
of the country. divided among them- 
sclves and isolated from the world, will 
be casier to destroy now than later when 
they are once more in harmony with the 
universe.

states such as the St. Andrews Ladge No. 


SS. founded in 1732, upon a warrant is- 
sued from the Grand Lodge af Scotland 


to General Joseph Warren under the 


hand of the Earl at Dalhousie. who was 


appointed Provincial Grand Master with 
power to organize daughter J.odges with- 


in à circuit of a hundred miles of Boston 
The same record says this warrant was 
followed by another issued in 1773. ex- 
tending his jurisdiction over the whale 
continent of America. It was under this 
authority, and in a Lodge at Fredericks- 
burg, Virginia, that George Washington 
was made a Mason. It is also recorded 
that Price constituted a Lodge in Phila- 
delphia, and Benjamin Franklin was the 
first Master. Following these actions, 
and assumption of authority, we are in- 
formed that a great many similar pat- 
ents were issucd from England and Scot- 
land. for the establishment of Craft 
Lodges in America. Brother Murray 
Lyon says that in June, 1758, on the pe- 
tition of certain Masons in Essex Coun- 
ty, Virginia, a Charter was granted by 
Mother Kilwinning under the title of 
"Rapahannok Kilwinning,” and sceven- 
teen years later another to the Falmouth 
Lodge, Virginia, which said Lodge was 
Working under a Dispensation granted 
hy the l. odge of Fredericksburg. A great 
many Lodges existed in different parts 
of the United States, mostly army Lodg- 
es and nearly all constituted by the above 
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authority. ‘These Lodges all worked the 
English Rite known as the Rite of the 
Grand Lodge of England, and Price, 
wherever his assumed authority extended 
granted, as alleged Provincial Grand 
Muster charters for “the holding of a 
Grand Lodge once a year and giving 
them the power of electing their Grand 
Master, Wardens and other officers, for 
the administration of the affairs of the 
whole Fraternity in this country, with 
complete authority and jurisdiction ac- 
cording to the rules and customs observ- 
ed by the Masons, and that the Grand 
Master of Pennslyvania shall only resign 


his seat when the Grand Master of all 
America is present, ctc." 


Matters thus continued until March S, 
1777, when Joseph Webb, was chosen 
Grand Master of the Grand Lodge oi 
Massachusetts, and the said Grand 
Lodge declared to be the Grand Lodge 
of Massachusetts, and independent of 
Scotland. 


Mention is here brieily made of the 
above for the purpose of showing that 
aM Masonic authority in the United 
States up to 1794, was derived in a ques- 
tionable way and conducted by morc 
questionable methods. 


Here was a Provincial Grand Master, 
granting Charters and Warrants to con- 
stitute Grand Lodges when this author- 
ity could only be exerciscd by the Grand 
Body creating him, and we defy any 
Grand Lodge of the United States today 
to show a clean record of its authority 
to exist as a Grand body. No Patents 
or Warrants were ever issued from the 
Grand Lodge of England to any Grand 
body in America. 


We are remindcd of thc time when 
Methodism was growing so íast in Eng- 
land, that John Wesley was anxious to 
extend its borders and he created Coke 
a Bishop and sent him to Virginia. Dur- 
ing the timc of this consecration, Charles 
Wesley, John's brother was acting as 


scribe, and in his minutes appears tlic 
following effusion: 


“How easily bishops oft are made by 
man's capricious whim: 

“John Wesley laid his hands on 

Coke, but who laid hands on him." 


And yet the authority of Coke has 
never been doubted in the United States 
and his man-made appointment ques- 
tioncd. 

But tc renew our story, and repeat for 
the purpose of emphasis. In 1794, the 
state of Louisiana was a French colony. 
It was purchased from France by thc 
United States in 1803. In 1742 the Earl 
of Kilmarnock was Grand Master oi 
Scotland, and also Grand Master of No- 
ther Kilwinning. During his Grand Mas- 
tership, he established many Lodges in 
France, and among them the Grand “Mo. 
ther Lodge of Marsalies.” In 1794 tlic 
“Mother Lodge of Marseilles” granted a 
charter to a number of French BB. in 
New Orleans to form a Lodge, which 
they did, and named it “Polar Star.” This 
Lodge practiced Scotch Masonry, it 
could practice none other. About this 
timc, and before the "Louisiana pur- 
chase,” in 1803 a number of other Lodges 
were chartered from France, viz: La Par- 
faite Union; La Charite Lodge; La Con-] 
corde Lodge and La Perseverance. Add 
to this the fact, that a number of other 
Lodges were chartered from South Caro- 
lin: Pennslyvania, and other states 
w  . were practicing the York Rite 
(Aucient.) The Lodge Polar Star, or 
as it was named in French, “L'Etoile Po- 
laire,” continued its existence, unint'r- 
ruptedly, as did the others named, in the 
city of New Orleans, and all was peace 
and happiness and Masonic harmony pre- 
vailed. 


In our article of last month (April), 
we quoted of gth from a report made 
by BrotF' „ .anc deMarconnay, the 
Grand C of the Grand Orient of 
France, made to that Body, on July i. 
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1853. Fhe matter that called forth this 
report, was a presentation of difficulties 
that existed in the State of Louisiana be- 
tween the Grand Lodge of the York Rite 
and the Supreme Council of the Scottish 
Rite, in that State, both Bodies being in 
correspondence with the Grand Oricnt 


of France. The inatter being officially 


brought to the notice of the Grand Ori- 


ent, it was properly refcrred to the Ora- 
tor of the Chamber of Council and of 
Appeals of that Grand East, Bro Mar- 
4 connay, for investigation, and the said 
report was the result of his labors and 
enquiries. The report is published in 
| full, in Dr. Folgers Masonic History, 
Ancient and Accepted Rite, "Document 
number 3.” 


The report commences, “Serious diffi- 
culties have arisen between two Masonic 
bodies established in Louisiana, and cor- 
responding with the Grand East of 
France. The documents concerning said 
difficulties have been deposited at the 
Grand East since September last by Bro 
Jobert. a representative of the Supreme 
Council, sitting in New Orleans, and 
were to be submitted to the appreciation 
of the Chamber of Conncil and of Ap- 
peals, in compliance with article 72 of 
the Constitution, which reads: The 
Chamber gives its opinion in all cases 
concerning the relations of the Grand 
East with Foreign Masonic Powers. The 
article 540 of the General Statutes, now 
in force, contains the following disposi- 
tions: “The Special Speaker of the 
Chamber of Council and of Appca. all 
furnish a report to be annexed tu che 
documents.” 


Following these instructions, the mat- 
ters quoted in our last issue as forming 
a part of that report, and showing what 
led up to the difficulties, have been pre- 
sented to our readers. We will here, how- 
ever, add that the Principal officers of 
the Grand Lodge in Lo, ; ^na, belonged 
ho‘h to the Grand Cha, Royal Arch 


‘al 
Masons, and to the Sco onsistory, 


and many Lodges worked together under 
the York, Scottish and Modern Constitu- 
tions, without interrupting thc general 
harmony. 

“An Act of Incorporation was granted 
by the Legislature of Louisiana to the 


Grand Lodge. and said Act contained 
no proviso whereby. to enjoy its privi- 
leges and benefits, it should be necc:- 
sary to bclong exclusively to the York 
Rite. On the contrary, it is therein stip- 
ulated that all regular Lodges constitut- 
ed, or to be hereafter constituted, under 
the authority of said Grand Lodge are 
hereby declared to be as many Copora- 
tions, DE FACTO ET DE JURE, un 
der whatever name or title they might 
be known or called in their Constitutions, 
with powers equal to those granted by 
the Grand Lodge. 


However, BB. Soulie, Bubourg, Mo- 
reau deLilct, Lefebrue, Lemonier, Gui- 
bert, and Pinta, mentioned as petitioners; 
in the preamble of said Act, belonged to 
the several Rites then in practice, and 
among said Ritcs was the “Scottish Ritc. 
Ancient and Accepted." 


It is true that there cxisted some dis- 
content among certain Lodges of thc 
York Rite, claiming the rigorous privi- 
leges of said Rite, and excluding anv 
amalgamation with other systems. But 
the Grand Lodge was not, at that period 
afflicted with that discase, and was spar- 
ing no exertion to maintain union amonır 
her subordinates." 


In 1839 the Supreme Council of the 
Scottish Rite, succeeded the Grand Scot- 
tish Consistory. This Supreme Council. 
so reports Brother Marconnay, “has been 
recognized by the Grand East of France. 
with which it has held a correspondenec 
for more than ten years, and its regular- 
ity is at this day, (1853), beyond all 
question." 

The report continues: “The Grand 
Lodge is also in correspondence with the 
Grand East, and from that period cach 
of these authorities in Louisiana has been 
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separately represented by distinct Spon- 
sors in the hosom of the l'rench Masonic 
Senate. 

In 1846 the Grand Lodge of the State 
of Mississippi. contrary to all rules es- 
tablished between the Grand. Lodges of 
the American Union, constituted several 
Symbolic Lodges alter the York Rite. in 
and for the territory of the Grand lodge 
of the State of Louisiana. The latter 
justly complained of such unfair conduct 
and denounced her to all the Grand 
[.odges, the majority of which blamed 


energetically such an illegal step. The 
Grand Lodge of Mississippi rested her 
right upon a pretended violation of the 
rules cstablished for the practice of the 
York Rite. which violation resided, ac- 
cording to her opinion, in the cumulation 
of rites adopted by the Grand Lodge ot 
J.ouisiana." 

Thus was the quarrel inaugurated 
which resulted in the calling of the Con- 
vention of 1850, of which mention has 
been already made. 


Bro. Marconnay concludes his report, 
as follows: 


"It was in consequence of the acts of 
the aforesaid Convention, that the Su- 
preme Council, by a decision dated Sep- 
tember 20th, 1850, resumed its authority 
over all the degrees of the Ancient Ac- 
cepted Scottish Rite. 


The various changes which I have re- 
lated, would have been but oí a com- 
mon nature had not the Grand Lodge of 
Louisiana, by an incomprehensible in- 
tolerance, ordered that all the [.odges 
under its jurisciction must shut out the 
Scottish Masons. The Grand Lodge ot 
Louisiana sought to justify this strange 
ostracism by the authority of two Scot- 
tish Masonic Powers, which entertain in 
American, a long standing partiality to 
practice of the Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite. (The Southern and Nor- 
thern Jurisdictions).” 


As an appendage to the above report, 


and by way of recapitulation, the si ic 
author continues: 
“As for the Supreme Council of Loui- 


lana, thus it is: It was established be 


the Supreme Council of New York in 
1813, first as a Grand Consistory «i 
Princes oi the Royal Secret. This Cn 
sistory was confirmed in 1833 by the 


United Supreme Council of the Wester: 
Hemisphere (the same Supreme Counci 
that created it) and in 1839 it took ili 
name and title of Supreme Grand Conn- 
cil of the thirty-third, and founded a 
power far Louisiana, which was admit 
ted to the correspondence and acknow! 
edgement of the Grand Orient of Frane 
in 1842.

This is, in brief, the abstract of or 


descent from the ancient Masonry of 


Scotland. dating back long beiore the 
lays ot Modern Grand T.odge System.” 
In conclusion we will brictly state 
what led up to the establishment of the 
American Masonic. Federation, by the 
Grand Lodge oat Inter- Montana. by in- 
corporating a proclamation. issued just 
nrior to its final act of organization. by 
becoming a civic power, as well as à 
Masonic power.

Powers 


As vou are no doubt aware the “York 
Rite” has been in Masonic control of 
the United States of America since short- 
Iv after the attainment of her indepen- 
dence. Exercising this control has led 
to the most flagrant acts of tyranny and 
‘iespotism, and so intolerant has it be- 
‘ome, that Universal Masonry is prac- 
‘ically unknown, or at least unrcco,- 
nized. BB. from forcign countrics, or 
cven adjacent territories, have failed to 
receive recognition, and if perchance 


they have heen permitted to pass the 
«ler, it has been through sufferance and 
not right. Admittance is more often de- 
nied than granted, no matter how bright 
the applicant may be, nor what creden- 


tials he carried. and at death he is de- 


nied Masonic burial. A Brother hailing 


from the Grand Orient of France or 
Spain is denied admission to a “York 
Rite“ Lodge. But few Lodges open their 
doors to the Grand Lodge of France, and 
fewer still to the Grand Orient of Italy 
So it is with nearly all Eurosean and 
South \merican Masonic. powers, who 
practice the Scattish Rite, they are elass- 
ed as irregular and their members gen- 
erally denied admittance to the Ladges. 
while in some instances they are admit- 
ted in one State and denied in others. 
In every "York Rite” Lodge a race test 
is applied and in some states a religious 
one. 

Cantronted by these conditions, and in 
view oi the fact that a careful estimate, 
places non-affiliated Masons. in the Unit- 
ed States at 300,000. a very great many 
of whom stand well in the countries 
where they were made, and m view of 
the fact that these BB. had to either 
forego entirely all the fraternal associa- 
tions so hardly gained and so highly 
prized, or seek authority from other 
sources, we sprang into being. The 
Grand lodges of Ilambure and Rou- 
mania. and the Grand Orients of France 
and Spain, at different times. granted 
charters to work in the United States. 
The Lodges thus organized were Drand- 
ed by the “York Rite” as clandestine and 
irregular. and.refused to recognize their 
members as Masons, and RB. working 
under separate constitutions. though of 
the “York Rite“ were cqually ostracized. 
Unable to cffectively withstand the de- 
termined opposition of their Masonic 
enemies, they deemed it advisable to 
form a National organization, which, by 
the presentation of a united front, and 
a determined effort, they might win for 
their beloved Rite the same considera- 
tion accorded it in all other countries of 
the world. Through these conditions 
there was born into the family of "Uni- 
versal Masonry" THE AMERICAN 
MASONIC FEDERATION, Ancient 
and Accepted Scottish Rite, "Symbolic," 
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all possible care having been taken that 
it should be both Masonically and civ- 
illy legal. 

And, now, BB. having explained to 
you our position, our aims and objects, 
and the difficulties and opposition with 
which we have to contend, we appeal to 
you for aid and assistance in our strug- 
gle for right and justice against tyranny 
and oppression, and in our efforts to 
spread the benign and elevating teach- 
ings ot "Universal Masonry." "This you 
can best do by granting us I’raternal 
recognition and exchanging representa- 
tives with us. This will strengthen us 
by encouragement to our friends and dis- 
couragcment to the enemies of “Univer- 
sal Masonry.” 


Trusting that due and careful consid- 
eration will be given us in this regard, 
and our desires granted, we salute you 
Bo PEN ONS Te Te En O: and ex 
tend to you the Fraternal embrace, in 
behalf of the AMERICAN MASONIC 
FEDERATION.

Following the issuance of the forc- 
voing, the American Masonic Federation, 
was made a civil organization, by the 
laws of the State of Idaho, as the follow- 
ing will testify. 


ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION. 


Re 1t Known, that we, the undersigned 
corporators, do hereby associate our- 
selves together and form a corporation 
under Chapter I of Title IV, and Chap- 
ter VIII, Title IV, and the Act known 
as House Bill No. 140. approved on the 
6th day of March, 1905, and contained on 
pages 161 to 166, Session Laws of 1905. 
Revised Statutes of Idaho, and acts 
amendatory thereto, and adopt the fol- 
lowing Articles of Incorporation: 


PREAMBLE. 

The association of the American Ma- 
sonic Federation hereby affirms tha 
there is not a legal body known as Th« 
American Masonic Federation in the 
United States of America. This associ- 
ation 1s composed of Grand Lodges and 
its constituent Lodges and Members. 

Therefore, this Association of the 
American Masonic Federation is organ- 
ized for thc express purpose of establish- 
ing Lodges of, and practicing the Rite- 
Ceremonies, Usages and Customs of" Thy 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite ci 
Free Masons,” as generally practiced in 
Europe and America at the present time. 
The specific Masonic authority vested in 
the Association is derived from and foun- 
ded upon “The Scottish Rite“ of Frec- 
masonry. Guided by these principles and 
governed by the following Articles o: 
Incorporation, and By-Laws in suyport 
thercof, we hope to be worthy follower- 
of "The Ancient and Accepted Scottisli 
Rite of Freemasonry.” 

ARTICLE I. 

The name of this corporation is th. 

American Masonic Federation. 
ARTICLE II. 

The purpose for which this corpora 
tion is formed, and its chief objects and 
business, shall be to dispense Charity 
to its members, to promote Harmony. 
Peace and Brotherly Love between Fre 
Masons, to conduct Masonic work, t 
transmit the authority to confer Mason 
ic degrecs and to confer the same, to c-- 
tablish, govern and control Symbolic Ma- 
sonic Lodges in locations where ne 
Grand Lodge of the A. A. S. Rite exist. 
pending such time as when three or mor. 
l.odges shall apply for and be grante! 
the right to establish a Grand Lodge. 
and the officers thereof shall be duly 
clected and qaulified. Also to do all 
work and things which rightfully helong 
to and may be lawfully done by a Gran! 
Lodge of A. A. S. R of Free Masons: 
and by its said incorporate name to has: 
and use a common Seal which may i« 
altered or amended at the pleasure ci 
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the Corporation, and to make by-laws 
ior the government of said Corporation, 
and to elect and install officers, and to 
tuke, and receive, hold, convey, mort- 
gage or assign all such real estate and 
personal property as may be necessary 
ior the purposes and conduct of said 
Corporation; and to universalize Mason- 
ic Rites by affiliation. 
ARTICLE IIT. 


The place where its principal business 
is to be transacted is Montpclier, Idaho, 
and, outside of Idaho, such places as thc 
Board of Directors or Trustees may des- 
ignate, where mectings of Directors or 
Trustees, and of the Executive Com- 
mittee may be held. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The term for which this Corporation 
is to exist is fifty years. 


ARTICLE V. 


The number of its Directors or Trus- 
tecs shall be seven, and the manner and 
method of their clection shall be by bal- 
lot, and thc term of office shall be three 
years from the date of their clection and 
ualification, and the following shall be 
clected at the first meeting af the Di- 
rectors or Trustees, viz: A President, 
iour Vice-Presidents, a Secretary and a 
Treasurer, who shall hold their respect- 
ive offices until their successors are duly 
elected and qualified.

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NEW LODGES AND COUNCILS. 


The foregoing article completes our 
history and ancestory, and establishes 
our right and authority to practice the 
ANCIENT and ACCEPTED SCOT- 
TISH RITE (SYMBOLIC) of Free- 
masonry. 


We believe, we have connected every 
link into a chain of authority and Ma- 
sonic recognition from the Grand Lodge 
of Scotland, by its Grand Master Lord 
Kilmarnock, in 1742, to the present time. 
With the Grand Lodge of Scotland we 
have nothing to do nor have we anything 
in common with that body, for the rea- 
sou that it 1s in close amity, with the 
State Grand Lodge system of the United 
States, and is thus compclled to endorse 


the doctrine of EXCLUSIVE JURIS- 
DICTION, which we repudiate, and 
adopt as our “Slogan” UNIVERSAI. 
MASONRY. 


In our next issue we will commence 
to trace our right and authority to prac- 
tice and confer the high degrees from the 
4th degree to the 33rd degree inclusive, 
and show that we alone, have the right 
to adopt the name “ANCIENT and AC- 
CEPTED SCOTTISH RITE,” deriving 
our authority direct from Scotland, and 
uur ancestry from time immemorial. To 
this end, we have incorporated as a part 
ot the American Masonic Federation, 
the “THE CONFEDERATED SU- 
PREME COUNCILS OF THE AMERI- 
CAN MASONIC FEDERATION,” un- 
der and by virtuc of thc laws of the Statc 
of Utah, January 3rd, 7912. Heretofore 
we have been operating directly under 
the authority and supervision of the 
"SCOTTISH GRAND COUNCIL OF 
RITES” of Scotland, but have received 
the necessary patents and charters from 
the aforesaid Grand Council, and, now. 
under that authority, and the authority 
of the State of Utah, we announce our 
right.

MENTAL SLAVERY. 


Can it be possible that in this twes 
tieth century, and in civilized Amcrica, 
we or a portion of us are living in opcm 
slavery? Tlas our independence been 
taken from us, and do we bow in sub- 
jection to those in authority over us, un— 
justly and without right? 

Thesc questions should be ridiculous, 
but unfortunately they are not. The 
truth is that the spirit of the Dark Ages 
still exists, its forces are still operat- 
ing to the detriment of mankind. This 
statement we shall now prove. 

In many States of this Union lodges 
of the A. & A. S. R., holding charter 
under the American Masonic Federation. 
are secking new members in the true 
Masonic manner and according to all the 
customs and usages of Masonry. But 
there are also in these same districts 
lodges of the American or York Rite of 
Masons, and these latter are strong, both 
numerically and financially, and often- 
times contain within their ranks those 
who are high in authority in the Councils 
of this land. 

When the fact becomes known to thc 
American Masons that the A. M. F. 
lodges are doing business, all efforts are 
directed to prevent the success of the 
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movement. Not only are the candidates 
molested, warned and even threatened, 
but those who are known to have joined 
are hampered in every way, even to the 
extent of being deprived of their occupa- 
tions, whereby they make provision for 
the needs of their families, 


This. in itself, would be sufficient war- 
rant for public protest. But it is not 
even this to which we would here re- 
fer. 


What about the members of the 
American Masonic T.odges? They arc 
warned, individuaily and in their lodges, 
that any countenance they may give to 
the members of the American Masonic 
Federation will be considered an offense 
punishable by suspension or even expul- 
sion from their own lodges. Even morc. 
They are forbid to make personal in- 
quiry into the authenticity of the stand- 
ing of the A. M. F. under like penalties. 
They are forbid the right to investigate 
for themselves, to “prove all things,” to 
use the brains which God has endowed 
them with in the endeavor to glean 
the truth. 


Is it not mental slavery to which they 
are subjected? 

There can be but one reason offered 
for this tyranny, and that is: Investi- 
gation would prove the fallacy of the 
stand taken by the American or York 
Rite Masons, and the truth of the state- 
ments given out by the A. M. F. It 
would also convince the seeker after 
knowledge that he has been held in 
bondage by those who knew the truth, 
but would not teach the same: it would 
mean that those who have long posed as 
without peer would at once be proven 
false guides, and their positions taken 
from them and given to others more 
worthy. 

The just are never tyrannical, but the 
usurper and the charlatan make tyranny 
their stock in trade, for only by such 
methods can they maintain control. But 
the day of reckoning comes to all such. 
Not forever will the people submit to 
bondage— whether mental or physical. 


The light of day comes at last; and we 
believe it is coming fast now in matter: 
Masonic. 

Just as the Civil War cradicated 
slavery from the States, so will the Civil 
War now waging in Masonic circles 
banish forever the mental thraldom t» 
which the American Masons are sub- 
jected, and will bring deliverance to ::'l 
who seck Masonic knowledge. Masoni, 
is free, and demands freedom of actio: 
and intention on the part of every candi- 
date for its mysterics. And this freedom 
is about due. 

Can it not justly be said that our III. 
Bro. M. McB.Thomson is the Abraham 
Lincoln of Masonry—the man who shall 
sct all Masonic slaves free? 

Brethren, be steadfast, immovable, al- 
ways abiding in the faith of the Lord 
Soon will you hear the judgment: “You 
have fought a good fight, you ſhave 
hnished the work, you have kept the 
faith; henceforth there will be laid u: 
for you a crown of righteousness.” And 
this crown will be the more blessed from 
the fact that you have removed the 
shackles of slavery from around those 
who were misled and whose freedom 
was denied them.

Truly whom “the Gods would destroy, 
they first make mad” and the Craft Grand 
lodge must surely be mad indeed that 
allows itself to be dominated by alien 
organizations. 

The "Tyler-Keystone" commenting un 
the Mississippi mess says:

rom various sections of the country 
we receive information of a new form of 
warfare adopted by our York Rite BB. 
their old methods of persecution, boycot 
and trumped up charges against the 
Deputies of the A. M. F. having failed to 
retard our progress, they have hit upon 
the plan of having some of their mem- 
bers affilliate in our f.odges; so that by 
sowing dissension from the inside some 
of our Lodges might be disrupted. While 
we as truc exponnents of Universal Ma- 
sonry neither can, or will, deny the right 
of visit to any Brother who can prove 
himself a Mason, regardless of the Rite 
to which he may belong, for our owu 
protection we must be careful whom we 
admit to membership. as à visitor we 
may adinit him, and it is our duty to be- 
lieve that he is what he may profess to 
be. But before we take him into the 
sosom of our family we ought to try 
him out good and plenty, if he means 
well he will not object, if he means ill, 
we will avoid future trouble, above all it 
is against all law for one of our Lodges 
to accept as an affilliate one holding 
membership in a Lodge of the York 
Rite.“ a man cannot serve two masters.“

The Jack Johnson embroglio in Scot- 
land like Panquo's ghost “will not down;" 
the Grand Lodge of Scotland has tried 
to keep the result of its findings from 
being made public, and succeeded so far 
as the Scottish papers which run Mason- 
ic columns, but the Manchester “Daily 
Dispatch” of April roth, has the follow- 
ing: 

“The special committee of the Pro- 
vincial Grand Lodge of Freemasons in 
Forfarshire has issued its report on the 
circumstances attending the initiation of 
Jack Johnson, the boxer, as a member of 
T and K Lodge, Dundee. 

The committee recommended that, as 
the mecting at the lodge at which thc 
initiation took place was an illegal mect- 
ing, all the acts done at that meeting be 
null and void." 

They also recommend that tke initia- 
tion of Jack Johnson he of no eſtect, and 
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that the lodge be dirccted to return the 
fees paid by him. Further—and this is 
the clause that is attracting most inter- 
cst among freemasons—it is recommend- 
ed that the lodge be asked to show cause 
why it should not be suspended, and the 
Master and three of his Past Masters 
similarly dealt with. 

The report, which goes very fully in- 
to the details of the procedure prior to 
and during the initiation of Johnson, has 
been before the Grand Committee of the 
Grand Lodge at Edinburg and approved 
of in every particular, and the recom- 
mendations of the sub-committee were 


adopted unanimously. 


Jack Johnson having heen finally dis- 
posed of, the centre of interest is trans- 
ferred to the disciplinary recommenda- 
tions affecting the I’. and K. Lodge. A 
mecting of the members has been called 
to consider the report, and this part of 
it is likely to give rise to much discus- 
sion in Masonic circles. 

Meantime, the Grand Lodge is much 
perturbed over the leakage of informa- 
tion, and is breathing dire threats against 
those responsible for divulging private 
and confidential documents. It will be 
recalled that Johnson motored from 
Newcastle to attend the hurricdly sum- 
moned daylight meeting at which his in- 
itiation was carricd through. The pro- 
ceeding caused quite a stir at the time.” 

If this report be truc (and after the 
recent antics of that previouly staid and 
conservative Body we can believe any- 
thing of it) then there is a new question 
rarsed in Masonry, that the meeting of 
the Lodge might be illegal, is possible, 
and that Johnson might have been irrgu- 
larly made is also possible, but that the 
initiation is “of no cffect" meaning therc- 
by we presume that he was not made 
at all, is onc of the hidden mysteries.

Was die Verhaeltnisse noch verchlim 
mert; dieser York Ritus, obgleich cin un

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THE GENUINE MASONIC SPIRIT. 

It is incontestable that Freemasour: 
modifies the habitual state of mind o: 
its members and also their conception o 
things. This change, of course, is not 
produced all at once; it may even be sai: 
that these modifications of ideas do no! 
manifest themselves in all Freemasons 
There arc Bre. in whom Masonry pre 
duces no transformation of heart and 
mind. But the men who have earnest). 
and persevcringly cultivated Masoni: 
symbolism, studied the history of the 
association, and practised the Masonic 
life with faithfulness, perceive at a given 
moment that their horizon has bee 
widened, that their heart has grown, and 
that their ideas have been modified i- 
advantage. 

It can he definitely asserted that at 
tendance at thc Lodges, the rcading of 
Masonic authors, the examination oi 
the symbols, of the history, and of th: 
principles of Masonry, make an impres— 
sion on thc faithful Mason, communicatc 
to him concerning life, work, humanity. 
society, the object of existence and ge:- 
crally about himself and the world thi: 
surrounds him new idcas—one may say 
a state of mind absolutely new. 

1. Masonry destroys in the true M: 
son his prejudices about man and men. 
jt disposes the Mason to be charitabir. 
rids him of preconceived ideas and © 
bias in reference to others. It heals him 
of hasty judginents. By making him 
modest it produces within him sympathy 
for men and disposes him to defend tlıcın 
when they are attacked, to speak we'l 
of them, when others slander them, aul 
to show himself full of kindness tower 
those who are treated with malice nl 
violence. The spirit of Masonry is : 
spirit of charity which “beareth «ll 
things. believeth all things. hopeth |! 
things. endureth all things." 

2. Masonry suggests to a genuine la- 
son the thought that all men hav a 
right to the same esteem and the same 
sympathy whatever their social position 
may be. Rank, fortune, race, name. ^ri- 
gin, and religion have no part in the 
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appreciation of a man's worth. It is 
their moral life and the wisdom of their 
existence that guide a Mason in the es- 
teem which he owes to other men. 
tHenccforth a genuine Masonry does not 
allow cither religion. race, fortune, or 
social rank to alter his opinions about 
men, whether to or against their advan- 
tage. A genuine Mason cannot be an 
anti-semite or an anti- christian: tor him 
there is neither barbarian, jew, black nor 
white. The Masonic spirit is above all 
a spirit of tolerance, that is to say, of 
respect for one’s fellow-citizens and for 
their religious or political convictions. 
3. Masonry imparts to a genuine Ma- 
son a very great love for all human be- 
ings, for it teaches that nothing is more 
disastrous for the happiness of human- 
itv than natred, anger, vengeance, mis— 
understanding, cnmity, and jealousy. He 
loves all men, desires and wishes their 
general well-being, and engages carnest- 
Iv in everything that lifts up human so- 
cicty, strengthens it and improves it in 
every respect, because the Masonic spirit 
is above all not a spirit ot selfishness and 
a searching after onesclf, but a spirit of 
love for and devotcdness to others. 


4. By its marvellous symbolism Ma- 
sonry teaches its adepts to live as Bre. 
and to recognize one another as such, 
whatever may be the place where they 
mect, the Lodges to which they belong, 
or the Rites they practise. The chain of 
union embraccs the World, and from the 
day when an outsider becomes a Free- 
mason, he is united as an ally with all 
Masons spread over the world, who have 
now become his Bre. The World's Ma- 
sons, therefore, form one family, and 
wherever one is not ready to recognize 
and admit this, the Masonic spirit is 
wanting; in such cases they atre not, nor 
can thcy be genuine Masons animated by 
charity, tolerance, love and fraternity. 


5; By virtue of the above principles 
Masonry is an enemy of war betwe:n na- 
tions; it necessarily teaches its adhcrenis 
to be pacifists and adversaries of every- 
thing on this earth that injures fricndly 


re:stions between the peoples. The true 
Mason is inevitably a man of peace, to 
whom war is odious, because it appears 
to him to be not only unmeaning but 
also high ticason against humanity. 

6. Masonry, therefore, is of necessity 
fraternal for all men without any dis- 
tinction ot any kind. All the more rea- 
son why Masons who call themselve 
Brc., who recognize one another as such, 
who have recorded as the fundamental 
principle of thcir association the prin- 
ciple of fraternity—all the more reason, 
therefore, we say, why Masons should 
be the most united, the most fraternal, 
the most tolcrant, the most charitable, 
the most devoted, and the most capable 
of making improvements in society, of 
sowing the secds of useful ideas, and 
of setting an example of an intense and 
persevering work for the good of hu- 
manity.—Swiss Bulletin.

of Masonry and can never die. 

Hence, while many have fallen by the 
way, not having joined from a pure mo- 
tive, the great body of Masons have ab- 
sorbed its great teachings in honest 
hearts, and faithful breasts, and have 
shown to thc world bv their walk a recti- 
tude of life that commands admiration 
and approval. 

We arc but “pawns on the chess 
board" of lifc.

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THE ACTUAL HISTORY OF 
FREEMASONRY. 


John Yarker. 

In England the only Masonic historians 
who are held in repute are those who 
prove to you that Modern Freemasonry 
kas no history beyond 1717, and in a 
certain sense they arc correct. 

In America cvery idle statement, gcn- 
erally interesting in itself, which con- 
nects Modern Freemasonry as an off- 
shoot of the mystcries of antiquity, is 
accepted without the slightest attempt at 
proof, but in fact, so far as Modern Ma- 
scnry is concerned, there is not the 
shghtest foundation for any such as- 
sumption. 

Yet it can be proved by any Mason of 


learning who will go the right way about 
it that Masonry has a primeval origin 
with the mysteries, and that can only be 
done by tracing backward, not forward. 

Modern Freemasonry originates in the 
cperative Guilds of Free Masonry. Oi 
this there are two systems of work in 
England in the ancient jurisdiction of 
York, north of Trent. London hold: 
alcft, offers no assistance. 


One of these systems originated with 
t^e Worshipful Society of Free Masons, 
St. Paul's, London; the other spring- 
from a charter of the Counts Palatine. 
Bishops of Durham, issued in 1639, which 
cumbined various trades and is known 
as the Worshipful Society of Free Ma- 
scns, Rough Masons, Wallers, Slaters, 
Taviors, Plasterers, and Bricklayers. I: 
has, however, minute-books dated back 
to 1607, and the Arms, of five quarter- 
ings, exist to-day in the Guild Hall, Dur- 
ham. This is a very numerous body, but 
the work only differs from the first 
ramed in minor points. Anyone who 
knows this work, and has any preten- 
sions to learning can sec almost at 
giance, whence springs Modern Freema- 
sonry, and out of what arose the Guild 
Masonry of the Anglo-Saxons. To trace 
the connection of Modern Freemasonry 
with the operative Guild one must go 
bzck to Ancient York Masonry, which 
ycu have fairly correct in America; the 
Erglish Ritual, which dates from 1813, ı- 
of no usc, and probably this is thc rca- 
son why the "Know Nothing" historian- 
heve all their own way in asserting they 
kave no history. 

Then in operative Guild Masonry 
arose two systems, —that of the old oper- 
ative Gothic builders which died out. 
gradually, with the Reformation in 1838. 
but left various bodies which developed 
into two degrees, and had gradually from 
1648 to 1700 become social and politica! 
clubs of speculative Freemasons. Mast- 
cc Masons generally withdrew from tl: 
lec ges to enter the companies and ir 
corporations. 

The other system maintained, and yet 
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maintains, its building character in seven 
degrees, and was the classical style of 
tle old Comicini brought into this coun- 
try by Inigo Jones, who Anderson tells 
u3 brought over the Italians to teach the 
English. It is this system thercfore to 
which wc must look if we wish to trace 
ctr origin in the mysteries. 


The rcaders must take my word for it, 
and accept it or reject it as best plcases 
them, for | value no one's opinion; but 
this I do assert, that anyone who knows 
this system as I know it, and has a fair 
amount of learning, can trace its ritual 
back for say a couple of thousands of 
years to the Romans. The Anglo-Saxon 
Guilds only became such when their 
kings became Law-givers; they were 
previously Roman Colleges and Grecian 
Eranos. 


The Guild believes that a certain 
drama records an actual fact; how is it 
then that we can tracc all its details to 
the pre-historic Cyclopcav builders? J 
lave developed the heads of this in my 
Arcane Schools, but it scems to be look- 
cd on with suspicion because their great 
historians tell them that our Freemason- 
r has no history, and they have been 
unable to weave a connected narrative. 
liow then comcs it that unlettered Ma- 
sons can tell us what we are? 

Operative Guild Frecmasonry had 
Anderson as Chaplain in 1710, and they 
considered him an unprincipled blackleg. 
Anderson did not play a creditable part, 
but he was not as bad as represented. 
lle established a Grand Lodge of two 
degrees, Apprentice and Fellowcraft, and 
the Duke of Wharton, in 1722, added the 
ceremony o: installing a Master. What 
Anderson really did was what Scotland 
had been doing fifteen years before; at 
Houghfort, Bro. Hoppringle was Master 
of the lodge and the minutes prove that 
it had two degrees in 1702 and the prcsid- 
ing officer was the Master Mason. Sir 
John Pringle, at the same date, had the 
s.me sort of lodge precisely, and so had 
‘he timc-immemorial lodge at Melrosc.— 
Theosophic Messenger. 
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THE GREAT LIGHT OF UNIVER- 
SAL MASONRY.

Augustus lickc was a young man of 
Hamburg, Germany, possessed of the 
spirit of reform. He had written sever- 
al treatises on cducational subjects in 
which he put forth some very original 
ideas, when he joined the Masonic Al- 
lie nce and turned his attention to arous- 
ing the Masonry of his day from its 
then sterile and stagnant condition to 
progress and action. 


Keeping himself very much in the 
background (and thus his namc is not 
widely prominent or even known), Ficke 
nevertheless became the main promoter 
oi a powerful movement which included 
“the simplification of the ritual, an effort 
towards more intense work in the lodges, 
the reorganization of the Alliance, and 
a putting into practice for the helping of 
humanity all the concentrated forces in 
MU sonry.“ 

Removing to Freiburg in 1853 and suc- 
cecding reconstituting the Lodge “Zur 
Eulen Aussicht," formerly celebrated un- 
ver the leadership of Goethe's brother- 
in-law, from that lodge, in 1860, Ficke 
issued a reform manifesto addressed to 
Mzzonry in its generality which created a 
great sensation and was taken up and 
discussed in all leading Masonic papers 
thrcughout the world. 

Its key-note was the universality of 
Mesonry. "Till that time the individual 
had been considered exclusively as a ma- 
chine that should furnish the maximum 
of work. The role of the Freemason in 
a wider sphere—for the whole of human- 
ity—was seldom spoken of, and for the 
nicst part only by the way. The aband- 
oning of this conception necessarily in- 
volved the alteration of an obsolete 
Ritual.” 

The logical conclusion of Ficke's view 
of Freemasonry was the climination of 
the Bible as first G. L. According to 
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him, God, Religion, and the Morality ot 
the Alliance should be-conccived in a 
The 


Bible, which is considered only by Chris- 


bread and truly humane spirit. 


tians and not by all as “Holy Scripture,” 
cannot possibly have the same meaning 
for others and should not, therefore, be 


usec as a universal emblem.  Frecma- 


sonry recognizes as Holy Scripture that 
which the G. A. of the U. has written in 
every man’s heart. The Bible, thercfore, 
has not its raison d’ etre on the altar of 
a Temple erected to Humanity which is 
acccssible to all confessions of belief 
without distinction. The removal of the 
same is by no means an expression of 
contempt for Christianity; on the con- 
tıary, it acknowledges with joy the great 
services rendered to humanity by thc 
high moral value of the Scriptures. But 
neither Christianity nor the Christian 
Churches embrace the whole of human- 
ity. The Bible should, therefore, be re- 
moved from the altar out of considera- 
tion for humanity and for the universal 
character of Masonry. In its place will 
figure a blank hook bearing on the first 
page the word ‘God. Just as the Bible 
and all other sacred writings are prod- 
ucts of human knowicdge in the past, so 
will humanity progressing in the present 
and in the future consummate and com- 
plete the doctrines that already exist. 

“All these works which the future will 
bring us, arc today merely books with 
blank pages, and as Freemasonry, if it 
intends to remain full of vital energy, 
must work for the present and the fu- 
ture, the book with the blank pages is 
the only one which is suitable for it.” 

In the Ritual itself was put the follow- 
ing explanation: 

“The book you sce before you on the 
altar bears an inscription in letters of 
gold the one word ‘God,’ a symbol of 
Divinity. God is our first Great Light 
from whom all other lights proceed. The 
pages of this book, however, arc blank, 
and are open to all the great truths 
which we seek after. What docs this 
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mean? God is the eternal probiem, to 


the solution of which men of all times, 
and of the whole universe, by their re— 
ligion and philosophy, their merit and 
wisdom, their beauty and strength devo:. 
ed their lives for thousands of years, au.! 
many a sacred book has been compose! 
The problem, however, has not beca 


solved. Hence lies here a book with 


blank pages. In this respect we recog- 


nize no authority, and, therefore, tln- 
hook is suitable for us. Each Mason i- 
expected to fill its pages himself, ani 
thereby reveal his spirit of intellcetual 
independence.” 


The German Grand l.odwe “Zur Sonne” 
voted to make the changes claborated hy 
licke, and in 1868 the use of the “Whit 
Book“ was accepted de facto by all Ges- 
man Lodges in Assembly. Onc condi 
tion only was imposed, the adding «i 
the following declaration to the same 
Ritual quoted above. 


"In other lodges which do not work 
according to the Lreiburg system. the 
Bible lies on the altar instead of the 
‘White Book,’ Both books arc the epi- 
tome of the idea of the Divine, the on'v 
difference being that the Bible instruct- 
us in the faith of our ancestors by cvok- 
ing a doctrine that was given nineteen 
hundred years ago, whereas the White 
Book,’ which is consecrated to God, ii- 
cites us to independent thought and è 
search after the Supreme Ideal by tlic 
development of our own consciences.” 


Once morc, in 1895, did the Asscmbis 
of the Grand Lodges reiterate its declara— 
tion making valid the Ritual of Freiburg: 
the obedience of "Zur Sonne" continue: 
to work by it; and the “White 
Consccrated to God’ finds hosts of cn- 
thusiastic adherents who scc in it an em- 
blem over which all ecclesiastical asso- 
ciations can fraternally join hands.

Such point out emphatically and los- 
ically “that the Masonic Alliance is not 
a religious sect, but that its members are 
united by its opinions.” 
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RELATIONSHIP OF FREEMASON- 
RY TO THE COLLEGIA 
OF ROME. 


In providing the A. and P. Rite of 
Masonry at Liverpool some years ago 
with a Library. I came across some 
articles by W. Viner Bedolfe. M. D., 
contributed to the Freemason between 
1871-73, Which bears on the above-named 


subject, and the relationship of lrecma- 
sonry and the Collegium, and are thc 
result of an examination of thc Classical 
Writers by the Doctor. He docs not 
scem to have known of the Eranos of 
the laws of Solon, over a century latcı 
than the laws of the Collegium, granted 
by Numa. Thc Eranos were thc Greek 
equivalent of the Collegium of Italy; and 
both were prominent wherever the Ro- 
man armics entered. 


The Eranos had a fec for Initiation 
and a fee for a common table by week!y 
contribution, and Candidates for Initia- 
tion had in the examination to show 
that they were Clean, Pure, and Good. 
Demosthencs mentions a book with their 
“Rites of Purification,” and all were 
obliged to possess a burial attachment; 
in fact, save the common table, which 
was suppressed by the Church, the 
Franos, equally with the Collegium, had 
all the customs of the Brito-Roman civic 
Sodalites, which were later legalised as 
Guilds by the laws of various Saxon 
Kings, and which yet exist in all the 
Municipal Guilds or Companies, of which 
there are 7o or 80 in London. Women 
were admitted even to hold office in 
them. Countless inscriptions, extending 
into Christian times, and dating six cen- 
turies carlier, are recorded in “The 
Ancient Lowly," reprinted by Kerr & 
Co., of Chicago, in 1909. 


Possibly some of Dr. Bcdolfe's mat- 
ters which I may quote are fanciful, but 
my attention has again been recalled to 
the subject by a very learned paper by 
Dr. Thomas Carr. M. D., of Blackpool. 
on the Swastica. or Gammadion, which 


is formed by 4 Gamma». or Squares, 


amongst the Operative Free Ma- 


sons; he expresses the opinion at the 
close that Masonic Rites and Symbols 
may be traced through the Comacini. be- 
yond Roman times. to the Turanian or 
first building nations. I have I think 
proved elsewhere how this might come 


about through the Cyclopean builders. 

Dr. Bedolfe advances that the Col- 
legium was the daily life of the Romans, 
and that expressions of a Masonic nature 
were in daily use by them; their tools 
and geometrical emblems by thc Pytha- 
gorean and Platonic Societies, and its 
modern Initiations are upon Roman 
forms; and he remarks that “the men 
who moulded (modern) Freemasonry, 
1717-23, were quite incapable of invent- 
ing the scaffolding on which it hangs. 
He might have added that those of his 
own times were as equally incapable of 
understanding his own papers, for not 
the least attention was ever paid to them 
by a single Mason. 

He quotes plutarch to show that Numa 
founded the Collegia “according to the 
several arts and trades to each 
of which were appointcd their several 
halls, courts and ceremonies of religion.” 
Cicero speaks of the judicial decisions of 
the “Tribuncs.”—Tribuni cx collcjio sen- 
tentiae pronuntiant,A——thcy were the 
judges who pronounced sentence. 

The governing body was the “Univer- 
sitas," the affiliated body the "Collegia." 
whence the French and English word 
“Lodge.” The maxim of Roman law 
was "tres faciunt Colleyrum,"—three 
form a College. “Tribus” is thc da- 
tive and ablative case of "Tris," hence 
the Master and two Wardens were an- 
ciently called the “Tribunes.” They had 
different ranks, for Horace says,—"At 
novius Collega gradu post sedat uno,"— 
My College Fellow sits below me one 
degree. 

The Masonic division of the day into 
three equal parts is Roman law, and it 
is expressly so divided by the “Laws of 
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the Twelve Tables" It may be added 
that it was cqually one of the laws of 
Solon, and adopted by Egypt; it was 
English also, for it is recorded of AI- 
fred the Great that he divided his day 
into three equal parts of eight hours. 

The Masonic’ Consecrations are as 
commanded by Numa, viz.:—that Sacri- 
fices should be of flour, oil, and libations 
of wine; Plimy confirms this. 

The East and the Sun. In the Roman 
Basilicae, or Hall of Justice, the Judge 
presided at the East end, the people sit- 
tinz around the Hall; and on the sides 
were small chambers. 

No assembly cf Romans could do 
anything before sunrise nor after sunset. 
A Guild custom to-day, I may add. 
Adams says that some onc was always 
appointed to Mark the Setting Sun and 
Close the Collegium. This, I may ob- 
serve, is a Guild custom to this day. 

Symbols. Plutarch says:—The earth 
has a circular motion round the central 
fire; Plato that the earth is placed at a 
distance from the centre. The Hindus 
and Persians had equally an idea of the 
truc astronomy. Plutarch, speaking of 
the College of Vestals. says,—"They 
kindle by means of such a parabolic fig- 
ure or instrument, as is formed by the 
revolution of a right-angled triangle, and 
hy means of such, the rays of the sun 
were reflected to a focus.” The Guild 
has an analogy. It may be added that 
Numa decreed that the Gods were to be 
adorned with circular rites. The Moslems 
to this day make several such proces- 
sions round the Kaaba.—three quick, 
four slow. 


The Ear of Corn. It was represented 
over thc "Tablinum" or cntrance to the 
College. The word is possibly a corrup- 
tion of "Triblinum." a fail or thrashing 
machine. 


Freeborn was a Roman cnactment. 
The Eranos bought slaves in the name 
of thc god (or Saint). to whom the 
branch was dedicated; hc had to work 
off thc cost. 

Regulations. They had an "Arbiter 


amicum," or a mutual friend to arbitrate. 
Roman law divided possessions into 
movable and immovable. Pledges ot 
fidelty wcre common. 

Preparation. Religious, political, aud 
social Postulants underwent preparation. 
and it was usual for such to be accom- 
panicd by a Monitor. On setting out 
he assumed an air of humanity, threw 
cff his pallium, or cloak, loosed his tunic. 
or coat, barcd his arm and breast, hi: 
feet being shipshod. Virgil describes 
Dido with face bedewed and pallid, hair 
dishevelled. Ovid describes Medea with 
“arm, breast, and knee made bare, left 
foot slipshod.” 

Festivals. The “Sodalities” had their 
festive meetings, Cicero and Aulius Ga'i- 
lius refers to them and their bye-laws. 
The "Lupercalli" are said by Cicero to 
be more ancient than any government 
or laws, and wcre connected with the 
god Pan; two of the Colleges were an- 
cient, and a third was established in the 
time of Julius Caesar; this Sodalit- 
flourished down to the 6th century A. D. 


Aprons. In his capacity as Master oi 
the Lupercalli, Mark Anthony, at the 
head of his grand procession, offered 
Caesar the Crown, as it is expressly 
stated:—Wearing aprons of goat skin. 
and it is shown that these, clothed liter- 
ally in white aprons, were ancient and 
ruled by their own laws, with duties to 
their fellows. The “Cingulam,” or girdle. 
denotcd that certain language of St. Paul 
applics; and some of the carly Christian: 
were Stoics and Platonists, and called 
the Bible the “Sacred Canon,” literally 
the holy level, or plumb rule. Cicer». 
speaking of Cato, says that hc "squared 
the conduct of his life by rule and rea-

Later Development in 3d degrce. Dr 
Bedolíc was of opinion that Modern 
Frecmasonry owes it to the Arabs that 
Hebraic legends were added to a Roman 
foundation, and points out that Mahom- 
medianism everywhere is full of legends 
of the wisdom and wealth of Solomon. 
and even the pedigree of their horses i- 
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traced up to his studs. Their religion 
is inextricably mixed up with the build-

Through the tribes 
of Ishmael, who settled in Arabia Felix, 
we are led on to the glorious and en- 
lightened Moorish Kingdom of Grenada. 

All this is true enough, but the Chris- 
tian Sects at an earlier date may have 


had these legends, cqually with the 
Moslems at a later date, from existing 
Lodges of Jewish Masons, and thus the 
Tewish legends may have become en- 
grafted on the Roman, say in the 4th 
century, for when Justinian built Agia 
Sofia, he credited himself with the idea 
that he had excelled Solomon; in the 
Sth century the Moslem Abderahman, 
and his oppenent, the Christian Charle- 
magne, had the like impression of them- 
selves. We have it on good authority 
that the trade guilds of Constantinople 
teach similar legends and trace their 
descent through the Patriarchs even on 
10 Adam—Mohammed himself was a 
member of the Merchaudts' Guild. The 
Comacini of Italy had a Solomonic tra- 
dition; it may have becn for this cause 
that the Church banned them, and this 
led to their disguising themselves as 
Friars. According to Matthew of Paris, 
in 1238 Ivan of Narbonne, an Albigen- 
sian heretic, was received at Como, and 
thence journeyed through Italy to 
Vienna, being recognized and welcomed 
everywhere by signs. 

Had Dr. Bedolfe known Guild Mason- 
rv he would have seen at once that the 
second part of the 3rd degree in Modern 
Treemasonry is not older there than 


1726, and that it was had from the an- 
nual Guild Ceremonials, not as a degree, 
but as a Commemorative annual cerc- 
monial. As to whether it was the work 
of Jews or Moslems, who introduced the 
Drama into freemasonry, it is only a 
question of dates, and scarcely worth 
contending. Personally I consider that 
Roman Christians obtained it from the 
the Moslems likewise,

"Sog little do modern Freemasons 
know of their ritcs that I mav point out 
that the Chapter of Clermont taught 
from 1699 and 1690, that Solomon's 
workmen were of seven degrees; and 
that the Armies of the Cross received 
Free Masonry from certain recluses, the 
descendents of the old builders. I may 
add that for the Operative Harodim of 
three degrees, they substituted that of 
the Templars, i. e, for Solomon and 
Zerbabel they substituted Hugh de Pay- 
ens and Jacques de Molay, and adopted

of the East; Rosy Cross; Templar Ka- 
dosh; and which were the true ceremon- 
ials of the English Templars down to 
1845.

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THE MASONIC SIGN IN COURT. 


A Brother has sent us a copy of the 
London (England) "Sunday Chronicle” 
giving an account of the trial of one 
Frederick Ilenry Seddon for murder, in 
which it is alleged that the prisoner gave 
the Judge a masonic sign, as it may in- 
terest our readers we quote a part of the 
report: 

A Dramatic Protest. 

Passing on to thc other unproven 
points, as he conceived them. Seddon de- 
clared that the detective officer in charge 
of the case had “terrorized” his daughter 
and wite. and only when he referred to 
his wife did he betray any emotion, 
which was soon mastered. 

The concluding words of this remark- 
able speech were:—“The prosccution has 
not traced anything to me in the shape 
of money, which is the great motive sug- 
gested by the prosecution in this casc 
for me to commit this diabolical crime. 
of which I declare (here the prisoner 
raised his arm and made a Masonic sign), 
before the Great Architect of the Uni- 
verse, T am not guilty, my lord. If I say 
more I do not suppose it will be of any 
account, but if it is the last word I have 
to speak I say I am not guilty of the 
crime for which I stand judged.” 

As he finished Seddon turned, walked 
a few steps, and, picking up an enamel 
mug, drank a quantity of water. Then 
returning to his original place, he clasped 
his hands and faced the judge. 

This concluded what is probably the 
longest speech ever addressed to a judge 
by a murdercr. 

The Judge and the Sign. 

As Seddon made his appeal to the 
Great Architect he raised his hand, 
pointed aloft, and gave a Masonic sign. 
Every l'recmason in court saw this, and 
naturally it did not escape Mr. Justice 
Rucknill. who is Provincial Grand Mast- 
cr of Surrey. It evidently intensified his 
emotion. He could scarcely speak. He 
had to choke hack the tears to cough out 
the ends of his sentences. He could 
just be heard. 


After donning thc black cap, Mr. Just- è 


ice Bucknill said. in a low, tremulous 


voice, that he agreed with the verdict, 


and would have been most terribly 
pained if he thought that in his charge to 
the jury he had stated anything against 
prisoner that was not supported by the 
evidence. But even if what Seddon said : 
was strictly correct. and that there was 
no cvidence that prisoner was left at a 
material time alone in the room with 
Miss Barrow, there was still ample cvi- 
dence to show that he had an opportunity 
of putting poison into her food or into 
her medicinc. 


“You had a motive for this crime,” the 
judge said. “This motive was the grecd 
of gold. Whether it was that you want- 
ed to put an end to the annuitics or not 
I do not know—you only can know 
Whether it was to get the gold that was 
or was not, but which vou thought was. 
in the cash-box I do not know. But | 
do know this. that you wanted to make 
great pecuniary profit by  feloniou- 
means. a 


“It is not for me to harrow your feel— 
ings,” his lordship went on, when the 
prisoner interposed with the calm obscr- 
vation :—“It does not affect me; I have a 
clear conscience.” 


“Ask For Mercy; Pray for It.” 
Displaying visible signs of cmotion. 
with tears im his eyes and in a broken 
voice, the judge pleaded: “Try to make 
peace with your Maker.” 
Again there was a cool interruption 
from the dock: “I am already at peace.“ 


Then came another remarkable inci- 
dent, for with cvident pain the judge rc- 
ferred to his and the prisoner's common 
bond as Freemasons. We bota belong. 
he said, to one brotherhood, and it is 
very painful for me have to say what | 
am saying. But our brotherhood docs 
not encourage crime; on the contrary, it 
condemns it. I pray you again to make 
your peace with thc Grcat Architect oi 
the Universe. Ask for mercy; pray for 
it.

In taking up the thread of our story, 
where it is interwoven into the fabric 
of real Scottish Masonry. the Higher 
Grades, it will become very necessary to 
preface by a brief history, or rather a 
synopsis of the “SCOTTISII GRAND 
COUNCIL OF RITES”. Before taking 
up the history of that Body in detail, we 
will quote from an authentic source, viz: 
from the bi-annual report of the pro- 
ceedings of that Body for 1908, as a text: 

“A word as to the position of the Scor- 
tish Grand Council of Rites among Scot- 
tish Rite Bodies of the World. It is 
the only one claiming to be of time im- 
memorial, and bases its laws not upon 
Charters, as its claim precludes the pos- 
session of such, but upon the fact, ac- 
knowledged by all Masonic historians, 
that up to the end of the eighteentn 
century all degrees were worked in Scor- 
land in the Craft Lodges, especially in 
those Lodges located in the Western por- 
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tion of the Kingdom (thc home of the 
Ancient Mother Lodge of Kilwinning). 
in a J'endicle or Daughter Lodge. lor 
example. in the Ayr Kilwinning St. 
John's Lodge was initiated the famous 
Chevalier Ramsav, who propogated the 
Scottish High Grades in France, from 
whenee they have spread over the Ma- 


sonic World. In 1800, for professedly 


political reasons though mostly from a 
spirit of jealousy towards the Mother 
lodge (then iis powerful rival), the 
Grand Lodge o! Scotland issued an ediet 
forbidding its Daughter Lodges from 


working any other Degrces than those 
of St. John’s Masonry. The votaries of 
the Higher Grades, thus left without a 
Masonic home, applied to the Sister 
Kingdom of Ireland (where there was i 
Grand Encampment of Knight Temp- 
lars) for Charters, under which they 
worked all the degrees they had former- 
ly worked under the Craft Charter, a 
system which continued in vogue till 
1826, when the Early Grand Encamj- 
ment of Ircland granted a Charter of 
Renunciation to the l'ratres in Scotland, 
creating them an Independent Grand 
Body. Consequent on the rcorganization 
thus made necessary, the Tabernacle or 
Council of Patriarchs by whom th- 
Higher Grades had been conferred first 
in the Craft Lodge and later in K. T. 
Eneampment. with the consent of the 
New Grand Encampment (the Charter 
of Renunciation being only a Templar 
authority), branched off and formed 
what is now the Grand Council of Rites. 
Since then there has been an unbroken 
succession of Sov. Grand Com. 


We will also quote from a Scottish 
publication, (Masonic) of New Milns, 
Ayrshire, 1903: 

“the Scottish Grand Council of Rites 
occupies a unique position among High 
Grade Bodies, claiming as it docs to be 
sclf existing, the parent of many, the of- 
spring of none. It is the custodian ani 
preserver of those legendary and phil- 


osophical degrees so dear to bygone gen- 
crations of carnest and enthusiastic Ma. 
sons, though little known to their pres- 
ent day successors, if wc except the no- 
ble and zealous band of Masonic Stu 
dents who prize knowledge more than 


ribbons and jewels. It embraces with- 


in its bosom all Rites and Systems, which 
have in course of time been grafted oa, 
or gathered around the parent stem of 
Scottish Masonry, excepting always he 


Craft, Royal Arch, and Kinght Temn- 
lar Degrees, controlled by Grand Lodee, 
Supreme Grand Chapter, and Grand En- 
campment, and which by its constitution 
it acknowledges to be the property of 
thesc Grand Bodies, and with which it 
has neither right nor inclination to in- 
terfere. That the principal degrees cm- 
braced in the various Rites (these Rites 
themselves being but modern methods 
of arranging or grouping ancient de- 
grees) were known to our Ancient Breth- 
ren and practiced by them in Scottish 
Craft Lodges in the eighteenth century 
is admitted by all Masonic historians, 
and can be amply proved by old diplo- 
mas and documents still existing, aud 
that when forbidden by Grand Lodge to 
work other than the Craft Degrees in 
the Blue Lodge, they transferred thic:r 
knowledge and continued their work 4 
the then recently organized Knight Tem- 
plar Encampments of which they became 
the leading spirits, is equally well known. 
Herc, however, after a time the spirit 
of change and reconstruction manifested 
itself, and the possessors of the Higher 
Grades becoming tired of sheltering un- 
der the shadow of other wings, sousht 
a last abiding place of their own where 
Scottish Masonry which had enriched 
the Masonic systems of the world, could 
be governed in the land of its birth by 
Scottish Masons in a worthy and fitting 
manner, without foreign aid or interfer- 
ence, and the result was the "SCOT- 
TISH GRAND COUNCIL OF RITES.” 

During the years which have passed 
since the force of circumstances con- 


THE 


pelled the Grand Council to withdraw 
from the shelter of Grand Encampment, 
numerous which have been 


worked by Grand Chapter and Grand 


degrees 


Encampment have been placed under its 
control, and many other degrees and or- 
ders which have been introduced into 
Scotland from forcign sources such as 
the Sat Bhai, the Mystic Shrine, the 
Eastern Star, etc., have there ſound a 
shelter also. 

The work of the Grand Council has 
always becn conducted quictly and with- 
out ostentation or parade, and so little 


has been known concerning it, except by 
Masonic students, that rites and degrecs 
which it has controlled from time im- 
memorial have been introduced into 
Scotland under charter from foreign 
bodies as into unoccupied territory. In 
consequence of such acts as these the 
Grand Council has resolved to assert it- 
sclf, and in sclf defense to put its claims 
as the ONLY NATIVE SCOTTISH 
high grade body before the 
World. 

The Grand Council controls all rites 
and degrees not controlled by the Grand 
lodge, Supreme Grand Royal Arch 
Chapter, and Grand Encampment of the 
Temple and Malta. The Grand Council 
is a member of the Confederated Su- 
preme Councils of the World.” 

With this introduction. we will now 
rrocced to trace the history of Chivalr:c 
or Black Masonry, in Scotland, as it 
embraced all the high degrees practiced 
in early times, before they were tabooed 
hy the Grand Lodge of Scotland in 1800. 
\Ve will also, preface this part of our 
subject. 

“The Grand Encampment of the Tem- 
plc and Malta in Scotland rightly claims 
to be the only Templar Organization in 
the world which can show unbroken con- 
nection with the Eighteenth Century. 
During part of that century the Templar 
grades, as well as many of those em- 


Masonic 
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braced in the Ancient and Accepted Scot- 
tish Rite, and the Rite of Misraim, were 
wrought in the Scottish Craft Lodges, 
their possessors forming in cach Lodge 
an inner circle, conferring the degrees 
upon the more enthusiastic of the Bre:h- 


ren, as occasion required. Towards the 


close of the century Knight Templar 
Warrants were introduced especially in- 
to the Western Counties, from the Early 
Grand Encampment of High Knight 
Templars of Ireland, which itseli claimed 
to hold a Charter dated 1280, given by 
the keeper of the Holy Sepulchre at Jer- 
usalem, and countersigned by the four 
Kings of the Irish provinces; these Char- 
ters gave power to work all degrees 
above the Craft and their use becam: 
general in Scotland when the Granél 
Lodge. in 1800, prohibited the Lodges 
from working other than the Craft De- 
grees. The Encampments thus formed 
worked without incident until in 18:1, 
when one Alexander Deuchar, a member 
of Edinburgh Early Grand Encampmen:. 
No. 31. as Chartered by Ireland, set up 
a schismatic body, of which hc was 
Grand Master until 1830, when, owing 
to internal dissentions, he resigned, and 
the body practically ceased to exist, 
though afterwards revived and remod- 
clled. In its latest form it styles itself 
“The Religious and Military Order cf 
the Temple in Scotland.” 


The bulk of the Knight Templars in 
Scotland, however, continued the even 
tenor of their way. unaffected by the rise 
and fall ot Deuchar’s secession, until, 
in 1822, they applied to the parent body 
of Ireland and received therefrom a sort 
of Home Rule, which, in 1826, was foi- 
lowed by a formal Charter renouncing 
all authority over Scottish Temolary and 
acknowledging the Scottish Grand En- 
campment, as an equal. The following 
is a reduced facsimilie of this Charter, 
re-produced from Sir Charles A. Cam- 
cron's able work, "Chivalric Freemason- 
ry in the British Isles. 
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' Reduced Facsimile of Charter of Acknowledgment by the Grand Encampment 
of Ireland in favour of Grand Encampinent of Scotland, 1826.

Since the issuing of this Charter the 
Scottish Branch of the Early Grand En- 
campment (which, since the demise of 
the Irish body, represents the oldest 
Knight Templar authority in the world), 
has had a continuous and unbroken re- 


cord, gaining position and prestige with 
the years. It has been found expedicnt at 
times to adapt its constitution to chang- 
ing conditions, as for instance it discon- 
tinued working the Chapter degrees in 
favor of the Early Grand Royal Arca 
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Chapter, which body united, in 1895, with 
the Supreme Grand Royal Arch Chap- 
ter oi Scotland, and relinquished al! con- 
trol ovcr the grades above the Temple, 
in favor of the "Scottish Grand Council 
of Rites,” until now it retains contrel 
only over the Chivalric degrees, which 
have from time immemorial been con- 
sidered appendages of Templar Masonry. 


The Grand Encampment governs the 
degrecs of Knights of the Red Cross of 
Rome and Constantine, Knights of St. 
John the Evangelist, K. H. S., Knights 
of the Christian Mark, the Holy and 11- 
lustrious Order of the Cross, Pilgrim 
Knight Templar, Mediterranean Pass ar 
Order of St. Paul, and Knight of Malta.” 

At this point it may be well to quote 
from Sir Charles A. Cameron's admir- 
able work, “The Origin and Progress of 
Chivalric Freemasonry in the British 
Isles,” as an illustration of the author- 
ity, held by the American Masonic Fed- 
cration to confer these degrees. 


“In 1822, “Frater” Robert Martin of 
Kilmarnock procecded to Dublin and 
presented a petition to the Early Grand 
Encampinent requesting. on the part of 
Encampments No. 28, 33, 39, 40 and 42 
the creation of a Supreme Knight Temp- 
lar Body for Scotland. lle was received 
by the Council of the Early Grand En- 
campment on the rith of May at thc 
House of the Grand Commander “Sir” 
Peter Kelly, Wood Quay. The Council 
resolved to grant the praver of the pe- 
tition. It presented Frater Martin with 
a warrant creating him Grand Master 
for Scotland, and, on the 24th of June 
1826, sent to him a Charter of renuncia- 
tion of authority over the Scottish En- 
campments. Martin remained Grand 
Master until his death in 1857; since that 
year there has been a regular succession 
of Grand Masters down to the present 
onc, Col. Peter Spence of Airdrie. 


Until 1870, the Grand Encampment 
controlled thc R. A. degree and the high- 
er degrecs which are now placed under 
Supreme bodies." 

This Body now 


controls thirty-two 


Encampments. The ninth in sucecssion 


of Grand Masters, from Grand Master 
Martin, as shown from the roll of that 


Body, was Past Grand Master Matthew 
McB. Thomson, who is now the Presid- 
ing officer of the American Masonic l°cd- 
eration, and the Grand Representative 
of the “Grand Encampment of the Tem 
ple and Malta in Scotland," for Americi 
and bears the Grand Representatives Pa- 
tent, and under this authority he ha. 
established a “Regional Grand Encamp- 
ment“ for America. 


Before leaving this part of our sub- 
ject it may be well to introduce here. 
some authentic proof of our statements. 
First to show that the Grand Encamp- 
ment controlled the Royal Arch Deere: 
as well as others of the high degrees. w 
hereby append facsimiles of early Char- 
ters, ete., taken from the work of Sir 
Charles A. Cameron, “Chiva!ric Treema- 
sonry in the British Isles.” 


Brother Campbell writes: "That cru 
dite Brother Rev. EF. E. Clarke, M. D. 
Deputy Grand Master of North Con. 
naught. possesses a certificate granted 
on the 28th of December. 1780, to Randal 
Peyton. It is printed on parchment `n 
Latin and English, and is impressed with 
the Craft. Royal Arch, and Knight Tem- 
plars seals of the Lodgc. 


The Grand Kilwinning Chapter, of 
Ireland, in 1805, issued a warrant to threc 
Rrethren in Westmeath County, to con- 
fer the Templar degrees. We produce 
a facsimilic of the same, and this is what 
it reads:

In the minute of St. Andrew's Chapter ca, and the earliest known minute of the 


of Royal Arch Masons, held in conncz- 
iion with an American Lodge, warranted 
by the Grand Lodge of Scotland, it is 
recorded that on the 20th day of Aug- 
ust 1769, the degree oi Knight Templar 
was conferred. This is the carlicst 
known reference to the degree in Ameri-

We think we have proven this, by our 
showing that the old Lodge “Mother 
Kilwinning” granted Charters to the 
Early Grand Encampment of Ireland. 
That the Early Grand Encampment re- 
mounced its jurisdiction over the Tem- 
plar Bodies in Scotland, and in 1826, is- 
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sucd its edict of renunciation, and in 
1828, a full and complete Warrant was 
issued to the said Sir Robert Martin, ‘‘to 
form a Grand Assembly and chose their 
Grand Master and Committec, to Grant 
Warrants in their own name, in fact “we 
resign all power and authority to them 
to manage the affairs of these orders :n 
Scotland and they are bound to keep the

Pursuant to this authority Sir Robert 
Martin, was the first on the roll of 
Grand Masters of the "GRAND EN- 
CAMPMENT OF THE TEMPLE 
AND MALTA IN SCOTLAND. (Early 
Grand,) and Matthew McB. Thomson, 
the present Representative of that Grand 
Body in America, is the ninth on the 
Roll, and was madc a Knight Templar, 
by William Martin, son of Robert Mar- 
tin, and the 3rd on the Roll. Brother 
Thomson, is now armed with all the au- 
thority of this Grand Body, and we now 
leave it to our readers, whether we have 
shown our lineage and authority as ı 
Knight Templar Body in America, and 
we will take up in our next issue "THE 
ROYAL ORDER OF SCOTLAND” as 
a Masonic Body.

It is true 
all these several Lodges work under the 
English Constitution where Masonry is 
and always has been Uinversal, also that 
the same is true of France and Italy and 
in some measure of Germany; also.

that American Masons secm to be get- 
ting educated in Masonry. The follow- 
ing is the item referred to: 


“MASONS SEEK UNIFORMITY. 


American Lodge in London Starts 
Movement to Have Rituals 
Alike. 


LONDON, May 4—American Lodge 
of Masons, composed of Americans re- 
siding in England, with F. C. Van Duser 
as master, has started a campaign for 
the universality of Masonry and the 
wiping out of national differences whicn 
separate Masonic jurisdictions. 

Recognizing that little can be done by 
an individual, Mr. Van Duser has in- 
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duced various English foreign lodges un- 
der the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge 
of England to co-operate in the cam- 
paign. 

Pilgar, the oldest foreign Lodge in 
England, took up the idea. A general 
meeting followed at La France Lodge. 
There was a third meeting at Loggia 
Italia, at which Signor Ferrari, the de- 
signer of Massini's memorial, who is 
Grand Master of Orient Lodge of Italy; 
the Rt. Hon. T. F. Halsey, acting in 
the absence of the Duke of Connaught, 


all the grand officers of the year and 
the grand officers of Manitoba, Wiscon- 
sin, and South America were present. 
One expected result of the movement 
wil be the establishment of a uniform- 
ity of rituals.”

From a press notice of a meeting of 
the Provincia! Grand Lodge of Forfar- 
shire, Scotland, it seems that the BB. 
there are getting restless under the no- 
tion that some of thc would-be-leaders 
of Masonic opinion in Scotland "bow 
the knee and act according to the dic- 
tates of the American Constitution" Ict- 
ters from Scottish Masons in America 
are being constantly sent to their Mo- 
ther Lodges telling of the lack of Ma- 
sonic spirit here, and how the foreign 
Mason is discriminated against, this 
makes us sure that our prediction will 
be speedily fulfilled, that a house clean- 
ing will be held there and those who 
have been sowing the wind for some 
time past will reap the whirl wind. 


"The Palestine Bulletin" has ever 
been an outspoken advocate of Univer- 
sal Masonry, so much so that we have 
often wondered why the Editors were 
‘nt subjected to the usual York Rite 
discipline of GAG; the probable reason 
is that the powers that be are scared. 
The May number is exceptionally rich, 
we quote a few of the gems for the de- 


lectation of our readers, and to show 
that there are in the York Rite inde- 
pendent thinkers who have the courage 
of their convictions. 

Speaking of certain un-masonic acts 
of some of the York Rite Grand Lodg- 
es the Editor comments. “Some of us 
are only waiting for them to go a little 
further to petition the Grand Lodge of 
Eigland, still the faithful custodian of 
genuine Masonry, to charter ancient 
craft lodges in this country on the the- 
ory that American Masonry is no longer 
Masonry.” “It (York Rite) ought to 
separate itself from ancient craft ma- 


sonry to which it has come to have so 
remote a resemblance that it is actual- 
ly a different institution. That would 
vacate this territory for the re-introduc- 
tion of gcnuine Masonry." Again, “the 
more ignorant a man is of Ancient Craft 
Masonry, the better fitted to hold high 
office in modern American  soi-disant 
Masonry." 


We have been accused sometimes of 
criticising over strongly the fearful and 
wonderful methods of York Rite Ma- 
sonry; and for denying that it was a 
branch of the Universal family, or indeed 
that it was entitled to be classed as le- 
gitimate Masonry at all, but nothing 
that we have ever said has been as scath- 
ing as the criticism contained in these 
extracts from a York Rite Journal; while 
such journals as the "Tyler-Keystone" 
the “American Freemason” and “The 
Palestine Bulletin” are published for, 
and read by, York Rite Masons we have 
hopes for the ultimate salvation and re- 
generation of its Lodges, believing that 
enough just men will be found within 
its ranks to save it from the fate of the 
Cities of the Plains. 


While disclaiming any intention of be- 
ing selfish or unduly discriminating, it 
will be well for our BB. when they de- 
sire anything in the shape of Masonic

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clothing or jewelry to patronize the BB. 
who advertise in the magazine, this for 
a double reason, in doing do we build 
up our selves instead of those who are 
opposed to us, and we are sure of get- 
ting the correct things; and at tlıe cor- 
rect price, and as with jewelry and Re- 
galia so with everything else, buy from 
those who are of our own houschold, 
or who advertise in our magazine. Think 
this over Brethren.

MASONRY IN LATIN COUNTRIES. 
MASONRY AND POLITICS. 


It was near thc end of 1910, when 
Italian socialism obeying perhaps, W 
know not what skillful suggestions 
planted in their country the strange 
question: "Could a socialist be a Mason 
and not jeopardise his liberty of thought 
and action?" 

The referendum organized in thc Hali- 
con peninsular, vith such a motive pro- 
duccd most curious results. 

There were many socialist sections 
who held back, but the majority decide! 
"To break with Masonry and to pro- 
hibit their members from affiliating witli 
said society." 

One year afterwards, certain socialist 
leaders of Trance placed on the tapis 
the same transcendental subject, and, in 
certain of the groups of Paris and the 
South of France they have decided for 
a perfect compatibility between social- 
ism and Masonry, others, those of the 
north have opined that they ought to 
break with thc institution. 


So far so good; to break with some 
necessitates the existence of perfect ac- 
cord, of a previous understanding; but 
it has never existed, neither can it ever 
exist, an understanding of this character 
between Masonry and any special po- 
litical party. 

And when we say Masonry, we do not 
refer to that of Italy, nor of France, nor 
ot Spain, but to Universal Free Mason- 
ry. 

It is very intercsting not to lose sight 
for an instant, that MASONRIES d» 
not exist; there is not, nor can there 
ever be, more than one, whose phil- 
osophic and altruistic principles are in- 
variably the same over the entire sur- 
facc of the earth. 


In regard to the prohibition which thc 


second part of the socialistic under- 


standing contains; is it not a fact, that 
it is absurd tor a political party, which 
cannot bc dogmatic, to prevent its mem- 
bers from being Freemasons, if they at- 
tend to distinct species that cvolve in 


different spheres, without separating onc 
irom the other? 


It is like prohibiting a carpenter or 
a painter or a tailor from: being a musi- 
cian, or an employe from practicing ben- 
cficence or from thinking. 


There is only one party, whose mem- 
bers cannot, rationally, aspire to the in- 
vestiture or to the condition of a Free- 
mason: it is that of the church; the ec- 
clesiastic party. 

Dogma is their foundation, without 
any other horizon than that of oppress- 
ing human thought and it cannot, with- 
out falsifying its own character, and los- 
ing its reason to exist, mold itself to the 
principles of free discussion and exam- 
ination of absolute independence of truth 
and of light that are the intangible prin- 
ciples of Masonry. Enchained by its 
dogmas, the priest is a slave, and it is 
necessary to be free in thought and con- 
science to be admitted into our Order. 

Apart from the priests, only fanatics 
and sectaries and those oi the school 
to which they belong refuse to be Free- 
masons. 


Logically, we cannot believe that thc 
French and Italian socialists are sec- 
taries; consequently their acts arise from 
an ignorance of the tenets of Freema- 
sonry. 


They hoped, doubtless, that Masonry 
would lend to them its direct co-opera- 
tion, effectively—why not say it?—Po- 
litical support. 

This could not be; and from that they 
immediately deduced that the institution 
was reactionary and that its principles 
were incompatible with their ideals. 

The socialists to whom we allude, like 
a great number of the profane, had 
imagined, erroneously, that Freemasonry 
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iS a political society, when it is, precise- 
ly entirely thc opposite. 

Masonry is not, nor can it ever be, a 
political association because it is very 
much above parties and politics. 

Political parties are short-lived, be- 
cause they are duc to circumstances; they 
embody but a moment of the life of peo- 
ples, while Masonry is eternal and its 
principles, which many partics have em- 
bodied in its programs remain unchange- 
able. 

No; Masonry is not a rcligious sect, 
nor a political society. It does not waat 
to intervene directly or indirectly in thc 
government or regime of peoples. 

Such an intention would bc contrary 
The doors of 


its temples arc open to all frce spirits 
to men of good intcntions and to those 
accustomed to labor for the moral and 
material betterment and for the intel- 
lectual and social improvement of hu- 
manity. 


to its secular traditions. 


The religions are distinguished by 
their metaphysical conceptions and the 
sects by their dogmatic affirmations. 

Masonry considers them as things 
which belong to the exclusive dominion 
of the individual appreciation of its mem- 
bers. Each onc is frce to believe or not 
believe. None is obliged to perform an 
act of faith or disbelief. 


To proceed along any other line would 
lay us open to criticism; in fact would re- 
sult in absolute injury to its intangible 
principles; mutual tolerance, respect for 
others and self- respect and absolute lib- 
erty of conscience. Ah! If it had not 
been for this, how could it have sur- 
vived the convulsions of so many cen- 
turies, and be able to subsist and pros- 
per today? "There is precisely the secret 
of its power, of its vitality, and the foun- 
dation of its growth, in that it is, before 
all, a school of tolerance. The confess- 
ional prejudices never have divided ::. 
When anyone comes to our bosom we 
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practice religious ctiquette, giving equal 
fraternal reception to the catholic, the 
protestant, the jew, the mahomedan, and 
to the free-thinker. That, yes; we im- 
pose upon all, as an indispensable con- 
dition for admission; the obligation to 
respect the belief or disbelief of others. 
Only in this way can they rcalize that 
they arc united by thc same labors and 
can exchange ideas, deliberate, resolve, 
and execute in common. It all contri- 
butes to give the truly familiar and dem- 
ocratic seal to our meetings. 

If Masonry were a political as- 
sociation as they pretend, and even 
desire, its duration would have been 
fugitive, and it would have suffered all 
the crises inherent to all political groups. 

Its fate would have been bound to the

risk of being anihilated in defeat. We 
guard ourselves always from these em- 
barrassments into which we might be 
thrown by those ignorant of our tradi- 
tions and doctrines. 

By our absence of dogma, we are able 
to receive and unite citizens of all re- 
ligions or without religion that, in the 
profane world live separately. By our 
unalterable determination not to convert 
ourselves into a political party, we asso- 
ciate in the common labor republicans 
of all shades of opinion that in this way 
they may learn to understand and to 
love. 

We are the only institution in whose 
bosom the Liberals, Republicans, Social- 
ists, and Free-lances, together discuss all 
political economics and social problems. 

Our controversies develope in a mild 
and cordial atmosphere; our Statutes 
and Rules concur the same to make the 


opinion and rights of each one respectcd 
and to maintain common harmony and 
perfect understanding between the as- 
sociates. 

Happy unity in variety, and that ad- 
mirable harmony in contradiction evince 
that we live strange to the pre-ocupa- 
tions of sect or of school. 

A Mason, as such, for the common 
good, lays aside all of his preferences 
and peculiar points of view. Masonry 


searches and proposes solutions of gen- 
eral interest, without minding whether 
it be in conformity with the ideas or 
program of any partisan. Those solu- 
tions seem always just, and equitable 
when they mean an improvement, a 
benefit to the native land, to liberty and 
to humanity.

Through the courtesy of Brother Al- 
pheus A. Keen, Grand Secretary of the 
York Rite Grand Lodge of New Mexico, 
we are in receipt of the proceedings or 
that Grand Lodge, the book is well got- 
ten up and contains much interesting 
reading. Masonry is well represented 
in New Mexico, there being 25 Charter- 
ed Lodges represented at the session of 
the Grand Lodge. 


One decision given by the Grand Mas- 
ter will seem strange to the Scottish 
Rite Mason, in which he holds that a 
Brother who has taken a demit and re- 
mained unafiliated for more than a year 
is not entitled to Masonic burial, he 
don't believe that a Mason once is a 
Mason for ever. 


As is usual in such reports a great 
deal of space is given to the report on 
Foreign Correspondence; and in this con- 
nection it is worth while remembering 
that each York Rite Grand Lodge is a 
“PS reign” jurisdiction to its nearest 
neighbor even. Brother Wroth who re- 
views the proceedings of Foreign Juris- 
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dictions is a painstaking able and (as 
far as his education as a York Rite Ma- 
son will permit) conscientious Brother, 
we will quote a few of the good things 
that he finds in these “Foreign” reports. 

We find that the Grand Lodge of Cali- 
fornia does not like the Grand Orient »f 
Spain. This while peculiar is the privi- 
lege of that Grand Lodge, it has even 
expressed dislike for the American Ma- 
sonic Federation, but it is not content 
with itself disliking the Spanish Ortent. 
California tells the Grand Lodges of 
Scotland, Ireland, Maryland, Georgia, 
Oklahoma, New Zealand, New South 
Wales and British Columbia that they 
must not do so either. They also want 
all Lodges whose members have been as- 
sisted in California to refund the amount 


given to the needy Brother. How about 


the injunction to let not the right hand 
know what the left hand does, or that 
it is morc blessed to give than to 
reccive? 

We wonder how our good Swiss Bro. 
La Tentc likes this, "this so-called Grand 
Lodge (Alpina) 
considered as a Sovereign Grand Lodge" 
And this after Bro. La Tente setting him-

self up as a regulator of Masonry say- 
ing this is right, and that is wrong. 


We would like to quote much morc, 
but there is so much that is good that as 
our space will not permit us to take it all 
we will lcave it at this, only saying that 
al through the proceedings the vexed 
question of York and Scottish Rite ob- 
trudes itself.

THE REIGN OF LAW. 


We are gratcíul, as always, for a copy 
of the transactions of the Grand Lodge 
of New York. This Grand Lodge has 
an officer known as a “judge advocate,” 
and it would appear that questions of 
Masonic law are first submitted to him. 
He thercupon, in each case, writes an 
claborate opinion, which the Grand Mas- 
tcr approves. 


This year there arc reportcd only 
about 30 of these opinions, covering 
about 50 pages of nonpareil type. In the 
transactions of 1910 these opinions oc- 
cupicd about 150 pages of nonpareil. 

Of course, if we have to have all thc 
law with which American Masonry is 
cursed it is bettcr to have it good than 
bad, and the appointment of a lawyer 


to look up the law and to writc the opin- 
ions is most wisc, cspccially in cascs 
where the Grand Master is not himself 
a lawyer. 

But it must bc admitted that all these 
elaborate decisions seem absurd and 
ridiculous and it will be found upon ex- 
amination that it is all American law. 
That is to say, it is called for by -and 
interprets American innovations exclu— 
sively, such as physical disqualifications, 
the obligatory unanimous ballot and tcr- 


titorial jurisdiction. The last is the most 
prolific of all causes tor decisions. 


The boast is often made that Freema- 
sonry is the only association having a 
jurisprudence of its own. The truth is 
that there is no such thing as Masonic 
jurisprudence. It is a fictitious, pseudo 
science which has arisen and flourishes 
by virtue of our .\merican habit of mak- 
ing a playth.ng of Masonry. The more 
new legislation a Grand Master or a 
Grand Lodge can invent, the morc hair- 
splitting distinctions and decisions it can 
devise the better satisfied it is with it- 
self. But nearly every general proposi- 
tion of American Masonic law, so-called, 
is subject to some exccption or some 
criticism, which destroys its force ur 
deprives it of sanction, or, at the least, 
deprives it of any claim to acccptance 
as a part of a science of Masonic juris- 
prudence. It may be valid as a local 
regulation, but it is universally admitted 
that mcre local regulations are not en- 
titled to much rcspect, that they do not 
enter into thc science of Masonic juris- 
prudencc, and the attempt is always 
made to found such local regulations up- 
oir general and basic Masonic principles. 

Let us look at the various questions 
treated so painstakingly in thc two vol- 
umes beforc us and sec how much they 
amount to. 


I. Private examinations are inadmiss- 
able. That is to say, the examination of 
a man professing to be a Mason must 
be made by committee appointed by the 
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Worshipful Master. 

But in that case what about the exami- 
nations held by chapters and command- 
eries? They are all illegal. 


2. The unanimous ballot is a land- 


mark. 

It is nothing of the sort. In the 
origjnal Grand Lodge it was an innova- 
t'on of 1721 and in force only a very 
short time. 


3. The Grand Master may suspend 
the charter of a lodge. 


Just as rightfully as che President of 
the United States may suspend the con- 
stitution of a state. 


4 All the complicated law and the 
endless decisions relative to territorial 
jurisdiction arc discredited by the single 
fact that territorial jurisdiction is no part 
of thc original plan of Masonry. 


5. The same is true of "suspension for 
non-payment of dues." 


6. The same is true of all rules as to 
physical qualifications. It is appalling to 
think of the gross amount of human 
energy and acumen that has been cx- 
pended upon this idle mystification. 


7. A bunch of decisions relative *o 
the election and installation of officers 
are disposed of by the singlc fact that 
the Grand Lodge is no further concerned 
than this, that cach lodge should always 
have a Mastcr and Wardens, a Treasurer 
and a Secretary. Each lodge should de- 
cide for itself and of coursc is fully cap- 
able of deciding for itself. 


a. What other officers it should have. 
b. When its officers shall be chosen. 
c. When installed. 


d. Succession to thc chair in case of 
vacancy. 


c. How to deal with other vacancies. 


It cannot be denied that all regula- 
tions affecting these matters are un- 
necessary and can be ascribed to noth- 
ınz but meddlesomeness and the craze 
for legislation. 


8 The absolutism of the Master.

ing at soldiers, when boys, just to get

the thrill, allow one of their number to 
play that he can and does compel others 
to walk the plank or to charge to certain 
death or to be the victims of a military 
exccution. 

This is believed to be a fiction of grad- 
ual growth. Originally it went no fur- 
ther than this, that the Master had full 
control of the ritualistic work. He was 
absolute just to the cxtent that the pas- 
tor of the church is absolute in conduct- 
ing public services, chiefly because what 
he is doing no one else present has thc 
authority to do or knows how to do. 

But 
thought it smart to extend this principle 


undiscriminating legislators 


to all the acts of the lodgc. But just as 


a church is in one aspcct a ritualistic 


body and in another an administrative 
onc, so a lodge when it is acting as a 
voluntary association docs not need to 
apply any spccial rules as to its presid- 
ine officer. Tor a W. M. to refuse to 
entertain a motion, for example, to vote 
money out of the treasury for an anni- 
versary cclebration is an insult to every 
member of the lodge and ought to be 
resented as a personal insult by cach 
member individually, whether or not hc 
happened to agree with the W. M. as to 
the expediency or the propriety or thc 
good policy of the appropriation. 

lf this were remembered and cach 
member acted upon it the absolutism of 
the Mastcr would be nothing but a joke. 
The lodge could afford to let an ass of a 
Mastcr be as "absolute" as he pleased 
over a lodge, not a member of whicn 
would speak to him or attend a meeting. 
And that is another argument against 
this empty theory of an absolute Master. 
It has no effective sanction and cannot 
be enforced. 

9. Masons arc not to be allowed to 
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have their wives and daughters wear a 
Masonic emblem. 

No doubt it is thought that it is a claim 
of membership in the craft for a woman 
to wear a Masonic badge. Any silly 
thought is ground enough tor new Ma- 
sonic legislation. 

We always open with curiosity a new 
volume of thc Transactions oí the Grand 
Lodge of Pennsylvania—the curiosity 
being as to what new law it has discov- 
cred. Some ycars ago it was mide law 
in Pennsylvania that no lodge should dis- 
play the letter G—that all should take 
it down. About two years after that it 
was made law that all should put it up 
again. Proceeding upon this method 
there is always room for legislation in 
Pennsylvania. 

Perhaps the most interesting new law 
in this volume is that the display of Ma- 


sonic emblems on lodge notices is for- 


bidden. But it is also ordained that a 
copy of every lodge notice must be 
mailed to the Grand Master. That it 


is forbidden to the secretary of a lodge 
to certify a members standing to the 


Order of the Eastern Star. That à dwarf 


under four feet in height cannot be made 
a Mason. That à room in a Masonic 
building must not be rented to the A. A. 
O. N. M. S. These laws are made by 
edicts of the Grand Master, that being 
the customary way of making Masonic 
law in Pennsylvania. The Grand Master 
also reprimanded a lodge secretary tor 
omitting a candidate's middle name when 
reporting it to the Grand Scerctary and 
reprimanded the officers of a lodge for 
holding its stated mectings on the wrong 
dates. The lodge had amended its by- 
laws so as to change the date of meci- 
ings. but in Pennsylvania an amendment 
to the by-laws cannot come into force 
until it has been approved by the Grand 
lodge nor until notice of such approval, 


sent by the Grand Secretary, is read in 
open lodge at its stated meeting. 

There is only one way to get rid of 
this crushing burden of Masonic law and 
that is to, go back to first principles and 
to get rid of all American innovations at 
once. To make a clean sweep of all to- 
gether. American Masons would be sur- 
prised if they knew what a simple thing 
Masonic law is according to the “original 
plan of Masonry." 

Jt is a great promoter of patience tc 
reflect that in most cases things must be

will make this

but not until the burden has become in- 
tolerable. It is intolerable now to every 
American Mason who knows the facts, 
but those that do are as yct very few out- 
side the official class.

However, we are pretty well satisfied 
with the prospect. No incident of late 
has given us so much hope as the recent 
affair between the grand Lodge of Can- 
ada and the Grand odge of Michigan. 

lt seems as if that affair has carried 
the doctrine of territorial jurisdiction to 
the point where American Masons must 
ask themselves at least: What is in rce- 
ality the Masonic law relative to terri- 
torial jurisdiction? Just as soon as they 
ask that question the answer is ready. 
“There is no law of territorial jurisdic. 
tion in Masonry.” 


The Michigan-Canada case establishes 
the doctrine that a lodge so completely 
owns and controls its territory that an- 
other lodge cannot come into that terri- 
tory and there bury one of its own mem- 
bers with Masonic rites. 


It would seem as if this were cxtrava- 
Kant enough to make the craft in gen. 
eral ask questions. However that may 
lic, it, at all events, holds out encaurage- 
ment for the future, for it proves again 
that there is no limit to what Grand 
Lodges will eventually do if given oue əf 
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these American innovations to play with. 
i As there is no limit it may be hoped that 


! they will continue to push their doctrines 


from one point to another until they do 
rcach the limit of our patience.—The 
Palestine Bulletin.

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GERMAN MASONRY. 


Eugene Frueauff. 


The Bundcsblatt, of Berlin, Germany, 
gives in its pages a very good idea of 
what Masonry means to Germans and 
the rich social life of German Masons. 
Germans are known to bc partial to the 


celebration of anniversaries. The num- 


Zu 
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ber of January 24 of this year is devoted 
to l'rederick the Great of Prussia, 
whose 200th birthday anniversary was 
celebratcd. It gives a clear insight into 
the character of Frederick If and what 
he did for Masonry. It denies the often 
repeated story that Frederick in his later 
years repudiated Masonry, by showing 
that when the Grand Lodge of Berlin 
asked for judicial protection by a specia: 
Act he immediately responded, although 
at this timc, July 9th to 20th, 1874. he 
was so overloaded with state business 
that he was unable to attend lodge. It 
is charged that the statements made oí 
his indifference to Masonry were and are 
made by enemies of Masonry. The ar- 
ticle while necessarily confined in length, 
is written with the proverbial thorough- 
ness of Germans. 

On September 27-28 thc 100th anniver- 
sary of the Grand Lodge of Saxony was 
celebrated. All of the Grand Lodges of 
Germany as well as the Grand Lodge at 
Hungary were represented by Brothers 
in person or by written friendly grect- 
ings. In the address of Grand Master 
Bro. Roeder he emphasized that the 
Grand Lodge endcavored to strengthen 
and preserve the real foundation of Ma- 


sonry, but in all things to give cach 
lodge its individual rights and only in 
necessary things to influence and rcgu- 
late them. In reporting the social life 
among the lodges are accounts of ex- 
cursions and meetings. There is a fund 
provided for lectures on both Masonic 
and timely topics. In Berlin there is a 
Masonic association to provide work for 
unfortunate or needy Brothers, but no- 
ticee is given that help will not be ex- 
tended to professional beggars. They 
seem to have clandestine lodges in Ger- 
many which the Bundesblatt designates 
as “Winkcllogen.” In describing such a 
"Winkelloge" it is stated that when a 


Brother is to be advanced to a Fellowcratt 
he has to obligate himself that if he can- 
not pass his examination he promises 
that he never can or will demand back 
the fees he has paid, which amount 10 
about 113 marks or $2772. For this Fcl- 
lowcraft instruction he has to pay $2.50 
extra, and if he does not attend meetings 
he is liable to be fined from 24c to $2.50. 
The writer thinks the obligation, not to 
demand back the fees paid, if the Brother 
falls out of the ranks of the “Winkel- 


loge," is very practical.—The Tyler-Key- 
stone.
